Gossett  W.  McRae,  Jr. 


The  2001  Annual  Report  is  dedicated  to  Gossett  W.  McRae,  Jr.  for 
twenty-nine  continuous  years  of  voluntary  service  to  the  Town  of 
Goffstown.  He  has  served  as  a  leader  on  various  committees  including  the 
Budget  Committee  (1972-1974),  Board  of  Fire  Wardens  (1976-1991), 
Planning  Board  (1986-2001),  Industrial  Corporation  (1992-2001),  Economic 
Development  Council  (1994-2001),  Telecommunication  Oversight 
Committee  (1994-1997),  Master  Plan  Update  Committee  (1995-1997), 
Capital  Improvement  Program  Committee  (2000-2001),  Cable  Franchise 
Renewal  Committee  (2000)  and  Computer  Committee  (2000).  Gossett  has 
served  the  town  as  a  call  firefighter  since  1975,  and  currently  serves  as  Call 
Deputy  Fire  Chief.  He  is  an  active  member  of  Goffstown  Emergency 
Medical  Services  Association  (GEMSA)  and  served  as  an  Emergency 
Medical  Technician  from  1978-2000.  He  also  serves  as  Assistant  Moderator 
at  Town  Meeting  and  at  the  polls  on  Election  Day. 

As  a  Fire  Warden  he  oversaw  the  administration  of  the  Fire  Department 
and  was  instrumental  in  the  purchase  of  the  first  computer  system  in  the  Fire 
Department  as  well  as  the  purchase  of  major  fire  apparatus.  During  his 
tenure  on  the  Planning  Board  he  served  as  Chairman  for  10  years.  He 
initiated  the  establishment  of  the  Capital  Improvement  Program,  Economic 
Development  Council  and  the  1997  Master  Plan  Update  Committee. 

While  volunteering  on  these  various  committees,  Gossett  attracts 
volunteers  around  him  and  indeed  this  is  where  his  contribution  to 
Goffstown  is  so  significant.  New  programs  are  implemented  and  serve  the 
community  well,  because  Gossett  has  the  knack  of  reaching  out  and  getting 
the  best  from  people. 

Gossett  resides  in  East  Goffstown  with  his  wife  Karen  and  son  Chris.

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Information  About  Our  Town 

During  King  Phillip's  War  in  1734  Goffstown  and  West  Manchester 
were  designated  as  Narragansett  No.  4,  and  used  as  shelter  for  officers  and 
soldiers.  The  Town  of  Goffstown,  incorporated  1761,  is  named  for  Colonel 
John  Goffe,  an  early  settler,  soldier,  and  civic  leader.  Goffstown  was 
originally  a  farming  community.  As  the  town  was  settled  during  the  1760' s, 
the  timber  that  was  cleared  was  used  in  building  ships.  Oxen  drew  the  wood 
to  the  village  of  Piscataquog  and  from  there  it  was  floated  by  raft  to 
Newburyport,  Massachusetts.  The  oxen  route  became  known  as  Mast  Road, 
now  the  main  road  through  Goffstown. 

Goffstown  is  located  at  43N  and  71,  36W  in  Hillsborough  County  nine 
miles  west  of  Manchester  on  NH  Route  114;  north  of  Bedford  on  Route 
114;  east  of  New  Boston  on  Route  13;  south  of  Weare  on  Route  114.  It  is 
16  miles  to  Concord,  the  state  capital  of  New  Hampshire. 

The  Town  has  a  population  of  approximately  16,989  (2000  Census)  and 
occupies  approximately  36.9  square  miles.  Town  Hall  elevation  is  306' 
above  sea  level,  and  the  top  of  Mt.  Uncanoonuc  is  1321'  above  sea  level. 

GOVERNMENT:  A  five  member  Board  of  Selectmen  governs 
Goffstown.  Legislative  policy,  including  passage  of  the  Town  Budget,  is 
determined  by  the  aimual  Town  Meeting.  The  Town  provides  a  full  array  of 
goveriunental  services,  library  and  recreational  services.  At  the  1996 
Annual  Meeting  residents  passed  RSA  40:13  changing  the  traditional  town 
meeting  to  a  ballot  determination  meeting  followed  by  an  official  ballot. 

The  Town  Hall  is  located  at  16  Main  Street.  Town  office  hours  are 
8:30  am  to  4:30  pm  on  Monday,  Tuesday,  and  Friday;  8:30  am  to  noon  on 
Wednesday;  and  8:30  am  to  6:00  pm  on  Thursday. 

TOWN  CLERK:  Voter  registration  is  with  the  Supervisors  of  the 
Checklist  or  Town  Clerk.  To  register  to  vote,  one  must  be  18  years  of  age, 
a  U.S.  citizen  and  a  resident  of  Goffstown.  New  voter  registrations  for 
local,  state  and  federal  elections  can  be  done  at  the  polls  on  Election  Day. 
For  eligibility  to  vote  at  the  Ballot  Determination  Meeting  you  must  register 
10  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  meeting.  Absentee  ballots  are  available  to 
qualified  voters  for  town  and  state  primaries  and  general  elections. 

Dog  licenses  expire  on  April  30  of  each  year.  A  dog  must  be  licensed  at 
three  months  of  age;  rabies  certificate  required.  Fees  are  $6.50  for  neutered 
animals;  $9.00  if  unaltered.  A  penalty  of  $1.00  per  month  is  assessed  as  of 
June  1  for  unlicensed  dogs. 

Automobile  registration  is  initiated  at  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk. 
Registration  is  due  and  renewable  in  the  birth  month  of  the  resident  owner. 
Re-registration  decals  are  available  from  the  Town  Clerk  for  an  additional 
fee  of  $2.50.  In  1999  plates  for  passenger  vehicles  motorcycles,  trailers  and 
tractors  were  made  available  in  this  office.  In  July  of  2001  the  mail-in 
motor  vehicle  registration  was  restarted.    The  Town  went  on-line  with  NH 
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Division  of  Motor  Vehicles  to  provide  more  motor  vehicle  registration 
services  and  to  eliminate  dependency  upon  one  computer  program. 

PROPERTY  TAXES:  Goffstown  collects  property  taxes  semi- 
aimually;  payments  are  due  at  the  Tax  Collector's  Office  July  1  and 
December  1 .  Property  is  assessed  as  of  April  1 .  A  town-wide  revaluation 
was  completed  in  1998.  In  1999  a  new  statewide  education  property  tax 
reduced  the  local  tax  burden  on  property  owners  by  approximately  23.5%. 
The  tax  rate  for  2001  was  $30.20  per  thousand  dollars  of  assessed  valuation. 

ZONING:  A  Town  Zoning  Ordinance  controls  land  use  in 
Commercial,  Industrial,  Residential  Small  Business  Office  District, 
Residential,  Agriculmral,  Flood  Plain  and  Conservancy  Open  Space  Zones. 

POLICE:  The  Goffstown  Police  Department  is  located  on  Route  114 
across  from  the  State  Prison  for  Women  and  adjacent  to  the  Hillsborough 
County  Nursing  Home. 

PUBLIC  WORKS:  The  Public  Works  Department  is  located  at  404 
Elm  Street  adjacent  to  the  Transfer  Station  facility.  In  2001  the  old  Depot 
Street  facility  was  sold  at  Public  Auction.  Curbside  solid  waste  and 
recycling  pickups  are  once  a  week.  The  Transfer  Station  for  solid  wastes 
and  recyclables  is  located  at  404  Elm  Street,  and  is  open  to  the  public 
Tuesday  through  Samrday  from  7:30  am  to  3:00  pm.  The  Landfill  Closure 
project  was  completed  in  2001,  and  the  reuse  as  athletic  fields  should  be 
completed  in  2002. 

LIBRARY:  The  Goffstown  Public  Library  is  located  on  Route  114, 
between  High  Street  and  Elm  Street  and  is  open  from  12  pm  to  8  pm  on 
Monday;  10  am  to  8  pm  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday;  10  am  to  6  pm  on 
Thursday;  10  am  to  5  pm  on  Friday;  and  during  the  school  year  only  from 
10  am  to  3  pm  on  Saturday. 

PARKS  &  RECREATION  DEPT.:  The  Parks  and  Recreation 
Department,  with  an  office  at  155  Mast  Street  provides  two  supervised 
playgrounds  with  excellent  programs,  two  public  swimming  pools,  seven 
public  tennis  courts,  athletic  fields,  a  running  track,  and  an  outdoor  ice 
skating  area,  with  supervised  year-round  programs  for  youth  and  adults. 

SCHOOL  DISTRICT:  An  elected  nine-member  School  Board  governs 
The  Goffstown  School  District;  the  Annual  School  District  Meetmg 
determines  its  budget.  At  the  1996  Annual  Meeting  the  residents  passed 
RSA  40:13  changing  the  traditional  school  meeting  to  a  ballot  determination 
meeting  followed  by  an  official  ballot.  School  Department  offices  are 
located  in  the  White  Building  at  the  end  of  School  Street  in  Goffstown 
Village.  The  Superintendent  of  Schools  serves  the  school  districts  of 
Goffstown,  Dunbarton  and  New  Boston.  In  Goffstown,  the  public  schools 
consist  of  two  elementary  schools,  grades  1-3,  Maple  Avenue  School  in  the 
Village  and  Bartlett  School  in  Pinardville;  one  middle  school,  grades  4-8, 
Mountain  View  Middle  School,  41  Lauren  Lane  in  Grasmere;  and  one  high 
school,  grades  9-12,  Goffstown  AREA  High  School,  27  Wallace  Road  in  the 
Village,  which  accepts  Dunbarton  and  New  Boston  tuition  smdents.

As  we  review  2001,  we  pause  to  remember  the  tragedies  of  September 
11th.  These  events  and  our  response  to  terrorism  have  affected  the  lives  of 
every  American.  We  rallied  around  our  President  in  our  nation's  war  against 
terrorism.  We  are  proud  to  have  in  the  town's  employ  reservists  who  have 
been  called  to  duty  to  support  the  campaign.  We  are  equally  proud  of  our 
citizens  who  serve  our  nation  in  military  duty,  and  our  citizens  who  serve 
those  in  need  both  locally  and  nationally  as  well  as  those  who  volunteered  in 
New  York  City. 

At  this  time  of  year  we  review  our  accomplishments.  Several  of  our 
2001  goals  included  projects  with  the  Public  Works  Department.  The 
closure  of  the  landfill  in  the  Pinardville  section  of  town  was  completed,  and 
its  reuse  as  athletic  fields  has  begun.  One  baseball  field  was  completed  and 
irrigation  was  installed  in  2001.  The  other  fields  are  scheduled  for 
completion  in  2002.  The  sale  of  the  former  Public  Works  facility  on  Depot 
Street  generated  revenue  for  the  town  and  this  land  will  be  taxable  property 
in  2002.    Improving  the  town's  roads  requires  a  new  funding  level,  and  the 
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selectmen  voted  to  bring  a  plan  for  this  forward  to  the  residents  as  a  special 
article  at  the  annual  town  meeting. 

Last  year  we  concluded  contract  negotiations  with  two  of  the  three 
collective  bargaining  units  in  town.  This  year  the  fire  union  negotiations 
concluded  with  what  we  consider  a  fair  and  equitable  contract.  This  will  be 
voted  upon  at  the  annual  town  meeting. 

We  strive  to  increase  the  industrial/commercial  tax  base  in  Goffstown. 
During  the  time  period  from  April  1,  2000  to  April  1,  2001  Goffstown' s 
industrial/commercial  tax  base  increased  $894,800  or  1.17%  while  our 
residential  tax  base  increased  $10,816,700  or  2.36%. 

The  Town  of  Goffstown  plans  to  meet  the  General  Accounting  Standards 
Board  34  (GASB34)  requirement  of  fixed  asset  accounting  by  contracting 
with  a  consultant  for  these  services  in  2002.  The  consultant  will  inventory 
fixed  assets,  label  the  assets,  establish  depreciation  schedules,  and  complete 
data  entry  in  the  town's  financial  software.  Once  this  is  complete,  it  will  be 
kept  current  by  department  heads  in  conjunction  with  the  finance  office. 

We  continue  to  encourage  employee  wellness  and  provide  incentives  to 
employees  to  implement  good  health  practices.  Employees  who  participate 
in  this  program  have  fewer  sick  days  and  fewer  injuries  resulting  in  lower 
insurance  costs  for  the  town.  The  Wellness  Committee  schedules  activities 
to  promote  better  health  throughout  the  year.  One  example  of  this  was  our 
summer  kayaking  expedition. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  recognizes  and  thanks  the  many  volunteers  who 
serve  on  town  committees,  commissions  and  boards.  Your  countless  hours 
and  efforts  assist  us  in  meeting  the  ever-increasing  demands  on  municipal 
government.  The  activities  of  committees  are  incorporated  in  their  reports 
throughout  this  publication.  The  Main  Street  Program  volunteers  are 
recognized  for  all  their  efforts  in  promoting  Goffstown' s  community  image. 
The  Board  of  Selectmen  thanks  the  dedicated  hardworking  team  of  town 
employees  who  have  helped  in  carrying  out  the  Board  of  Selectmen  goals 
and  the  mission  given  by  the  voters.  The  Board  bids  farewell  to  town 
retiree  Police  Sergeant  Dan  Jubinville  who  provided  thirty-three  years  of 
dedicated  service  to  Goffstown.  We  also  recognize  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Laurent 
Fortin  for  their  many  years  of  dedicated  service  as  election  workers,  and 
Mr.  Fortin  for  his  eight  years  of  part-time  service  with  the  Police 
Department. 

This  year's  many  accomplishments  are  attributed  to  the  efforts  of  many 
dedicated  volunteers  and  employees.  We  thank  you  all  for  your  support  and 
encourage  your  continued  involvement  in  municipal  government.

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Report  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Senate  to  the  Town  of  Goffstown 

I  appreciate  this  opportunity  to  report  to  the  residents  of  Goffstown  from 
the  New  Hampshire  Senate. 

Once  again  the  funding  of  the  state's  share  of  the  cost  of  pubhc 
education  overshadowed  the  biennial  budget  process.  Public  education 
represents  the  largest  single  public  expenditure  in  New  Hampshire.  The 
legislature  has  committed  the  state  to  funding  more  than  half  the  total  cost  of 
the  public  school  system.  But,  several  questions  -  including  how  to 
distribute  state  funds  among  school  districts  most  efficiently,  how  to  hold 
school  districts  accountable  for  the  quality  of  education  they  provide  and 
how  to  raise  the  revenue  required  to  fund  the  state's  contribution  -  remain 
subjects  of  ongoing  debate.  At  the  same  time,  whether  the  state  has  fulfilled 
its  constimtional  duty  to  define  and  provide  every  educable  child  with  an 
adequate  education  is  the  subject  of  renewed  litigation  before  the  Supreme 
Court. 

This  session  I  will  chair  the  Senate  Ways  &  Means  Committee  as  well 
as  serve  on  the  Wildlife,  Executive  Departments  &  Administration,  and 
Capital  Budget  Committees.  The  slowed  economy  has  put  pressures  on  the 
state  budget,  prompting  the  Governor  to  instruct  departments  and  agencies 
to  reduce  spending.  The  timing  and  strength  of  the  economic  recovery  will 
determine  whether  further  adjustments  are  required  during  the  session. 
Meanwhile,  the  legislature  will  continue  to  address  issues  surrounding  public 
education  and  judicial  reform  while  completing  the  task  of  redrawing  the 
congressional  districts  along  with  the  House  and  Senate  districts  to  match  the 
2000  census.

Minutes  of  February  7,  2001 

Moderator  Rod  Stark  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  7:18  p.m.  and 
welcomed  everyone  to  the  meeting. 

R.  Stark  -  We  are  honored  tonight  to  have  Cub  Scout  Pack  283,  Den  2, 
to  present  the  colors.  Deborah  Luscombe  is  the  scout  leader.  Members  of 
the  pack  include  Chris  Luscombe,  Chris  Turgeon,  Nate  Simoneau,  David 
Dubiel,  Jr.,  Robert  Lasher  and  Paul  Donahue. 

Mrs.  Luscombe  has  been  this  group's  leader  for  the  past  five  years. 
This  is  the  pack's  last  meeting  as  Cub  Scouts  -  on  Saturday  they  will  have 
crossover  ceremonies,  promoting  them  to  Boy  Scouts. 

Moderator  Stark  introduced  the  people  at  the  head  tables  -  Selectmen 
Barbara  Griffin,  Phil  D'Avanza,  Henry  Boyle,  Bruce  Hunter  and  Robert 
Wheeler;  Town  Administrator  Sue  Desruisseaux,  Acting  Finance  Director 
Janice  O'Connell  to  his  left;  to  his  right.  Assistant  Moderator  Gossett 
McRae,  Town  Scribe  Marie  Boyle  and  Town  Clerk  Donna  Bergeron. 

He  then  introduced  Parks  and  Recreation  Director  Dave  French,  who 
introduced  parks  and  recreation  commission  chairman  Sue  Tucker,  along 
with  Barbara  Robinson  and  Lionel  Cullerot. 

D.  French  -  Tonight  marks  the  presentation  of  the  12th  annual 
Robinson/Cullerot  Volunteer  Award.  The  award  was  established  on  behalf 
of  Clint  Robinson  and  Lionel  Cullerot  who  together  have  devoted  more  than 
50  years  of  service  to  the  town  in  the  area  of  recreation. 

There'll  be  a  change  tonight  -  we  have  three  nominees  -  but  two  of  them 
are  married  to  each  other. 

First  nominee  is  David  McGee,  who  is  being  recognized  for  his 
outstanding  service  to  Goffstown  Junior  Baseball,  Tri-Town  Soccer  and 
parks  and  recreation  programs.  (Mr.  McGee  was  applauded  and  stepped 
forward  to  receive  a  recognition  plaque). 

D.  French  -  This  year's  recipient  of  the  Robinson/Cullerot  Award  -  this 
is  the  first  time  we  have  a  husband  and  wife  team.  Anyone  who  has  had 
anything  to  do  with  ice  hockey  in  this  community  knows  these  people  - 
Marlene  and  Mike  Turcotte. 

These  two  folks  along  with  many  others  in  the  community  spearheaded 
the  hockey  program  for  Goffstown  High  School.  They  have  been  involved 
with  ice  hockey  for  many  years.  Tonight  we're  honored  to  recognize  Mike 
and  Marlene  Turcotte  as  winners  of  the  award.  (The  Turcottes  were 
applauded  and  stepped  forward  to  receive  the  award). 

Mike  Turcotte  -  Dave  told  me  that  I  had  to  make  a  20-minute  speech.  I 
told  him  I  wasn't  sure  if  I  could  get  it  done  in  20  minutes. . . .  just  kidding. 
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(Introduced  the  members  of  his  family:  Jillian,  Lexie,  Evan  and 
Patrick).  I  have  to  wonder  if  we're  the  only  family  in  Goffstown  with  a 
child  in  each  of  Goffstown 's  public  schools. 

When  we  were  first  informed  of  the  award,  Marlene  called  me  up  at 
work.  I  was  surprised  -  hockey  is  not  a  part  of  parks  and  recreation  and  it 
was  the  furthest  thing  from  my  mind.  We  can't  take  credit  for  this  -  it  was  a 
joint  effort.  I  called  Jackie  and  Lionel  (Cullerot),  my  neighbors  for  13 
years.  I  had  a  long  talk  with  Lionel  that  night.  I  asked  him  what  he  did  to 
get  an  award  named  after  him. 

First  he  pointed  out  that  it  was  Clint  Robinson  and  himself  together  who 
fought  to  get  the  funding  for  the  parks  and  rec  back  in  1972  I  told  Lionel 
that  I  wanted  this  award  to  have  some  substance,  and  I  didn't  know  how 
many  of  you  knew  that.  I  thought  that  was  something.  He  told  me  on  the 
phone  that  he  and  his  wife  Jackie  are  honored  to  have  their  name  on  the 
trophy. 

I  said  I  didn't  understand  how  I  got  it  because  it's  a  parks  and  recreation 
award.  Dave  French  said  what  we  spearheaded  will  benefit  the  community 
and  the  youth  in  the  town  for  many  years  to  come. 

Our  goals  in  the  beginning  were  to  bring  hockey  to  the  high  school  and 
fund  it  for  a  few  years  to  see  if  it  would  work.  We  wanted  to  be  a  class  act 
-  everything  from  top  quality  uniforms  -  care  and  maintenance  of  the 
uniforms  -  we  wanted  the  community  to  be  proud  of  itself.  It  took  off  -  but 
we  didn't  do  it  alone.  The  success  of  the  program  is  mostly  good  faith. 

Marlene  approached  Al  Desruisseaux  who  was  the  athletic  director  at 
the  time.  Without  his  encouragement,  I  don't  know  if  we  would  have  gotten 
on  to  the  school  agenda  that  year.   It  went  from  there. 

There  are  so  many  people  -  there  are  too  many  to  name.  We  have  so 
much  to  be  thankful  for  -  the  town's  support,  the  people  just  came  out,  all 
we  had  to  do  was  ask.  This  absolutely  wouldn't  have  happened  without  the 
St.  Onge  family  and  Brian  Bouchard.  Dr.  Lockwood  challenged  me  at  a 
school  board  meeting  -  he  said  make  it  work.  Frank  McBride  has  been 
ultimately  supportive.  All  of  the  Friends  of  Hockey  -  we  couldn't  have 
hockey  without  you.   We  thank  you. 

Moderator  Stark  went  through  some  remarks  concerning  the  conduct  of 
the  meeting. 

He  announced  that  the  School  District  Annual  Ballot  Determination 
Meeting  will  be  held  here  tomorrow  night  at  7  p.m.,  having  been 
rescheduled  from  Monday  night. 

Explained  that  in  1996  this  town  voted  to  adopt  Senate  Bill  2,  the  system 
under  which  this  town  and  this  meeting  run  tiieir  business,  and  if  you 
haven't  attended  these  meetings  recently,  this  procedure  may  be  new  to  you. 

Moderator  Stark  -  First  and  most  importantly  -  we  will  not  be  voting  to 
pass  or  defeat  any  warrant  articles  at  tonight's  meeting.  All  warrant  articles 
will  be  put  on  the  official  ballot  to  be  voted  on  at  the  second  part  of  the  town 
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meeting.    Voting  will  take  place  here  and  at  the  Bartlett  School  on  March 
13. 

Tonight  we  will  be  discussing  articles  8  through  16  -  skipping  over  1 
through  7  -  those  are  planning  and  zoning  articles  and  will  appear  on  the 
ballot  in  March. 

These  articles  will  be  open  to  discuss,  debate  and  amend.  As 
amendments  are  properly  offered,  they  will  be  discussed,  debated  and  voted 
upon.  If  an  amendment  is  adopted  by  the  meeting,  the  article  as  amended 
will  appear  on  the  ballot  on  March  13. 

With  respect  to  amendments,  please  keep  in  mind  that  the  purpose  of  the 
warrant  is  simply  to  place  the  subject  matter  before  the  voters.  Senate  Bill  2 
when  allowing  amendments,  allows  the  same  range  of  amendments,  which 
voters  have  always  had. 

Any  amendments  not  related  to  the  subject  matter  will  be  ruled  out  of 
order. 

All  amendments  must  be  presented  in  writmg  to  the  moderator.  They 
must  be  moved  to  the  floor  and  seconded  -  following  discussion  a  vote  will 
be  taken  on  the  proposed  amendment.  Following  a  vote  on  the  proposed 
amendment,  discussion  of  the  main  article  will  take  place.  There  will  be  no 
voting  on  the  main  article  -  we  will  just  go  on  to  the  next  article. 

The  previous  question  -  If  the  article  or  proposed  amendment  has  been 
discussed,  the  previous  question  will  be  moved  to  stop  discussion.  A  simple 
majority  vote  is  needed  to  pass  the  previous  question  and  end  debate. 

Five  registered  voters  may  request  in  writing  that  a  vote  be  taken  by 
secret  written  ballot. 

A  motion  to  reconsider  may  only  be  made  by  someone  on  the  prevailing 
side  -  but  anyone  may  second  it. 

Now  on  to  the  warrant  -  do  I  hear  a  motion  to  dispense  with  the  reading 
of  the  posting  of  the  warrant? 

Peter  Georgantas  so  moved,  seconded  by  George  FuUerton.  Motion 
passed. 

Moderator  Stark  read  the  article. 

ARTICLE  8  -  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  One  Million  One  Hundred  Thirty-Eight  Thousand  Eight 
Hundred  Thirty-five  Dollars  and  no  cents  ($1,138,835)  for  the  purpose 
of  financing  the  municipal  wastewater  line  expansion  in  the  area  known 
as  Knollcrest,  (Ashlar  Drive,  Ashlar  Circle.  Knollcrest  Road,  Bailey 
Court,  Highland  Avenue,  Pineridge  Street)  and  to  authorize  the  issuance 
of  not  more  than  $1,138,835  of  bonds  or  notes  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  (RSA  Chapter  33)  as  amended, 
and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  issue  and  negotiate  such  bonds  or 
notes  and  to  determine  the  rate  of  interest  thereon,  the  maturity  and  the 
other  terms  and  provisions  thereof,  as  may  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the 
Town.  It  is  the  intent  of  the  Goffstown  Sewer  Commission  to  repay  this 
bond  issuance  through  the  sewer  user  fees  and  by  charging  a  $5,000 
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Accessibility  Fee  to  each  property  that  will  be  connecting  to  this  lateral. 
(A  3/5  ballot  vote  is  required). 

(Recommended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Committee). 

Selectman  Bruce  Hunter  moved  that  Article  8  be  placed  on  the 
official  ballot,  seconded  by  Selectman  Barbara  Griffin. 

Jim  Bouchard  of  the  Sewer  Commission  spoke  to  the  article. 

J.  Bouchard  -  I'd  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  go  over  what  this  article 
entails. 

The  Knollcrest  area  has  been  under  study  now  for  almost  thirty  years  -  it 
was  identified  in  the  70's  to  require  sewerage  sometime  in  the  future.  There 
are  fifty  residential  units  there,  forty  to  fifty  years  old.  All  of  them  have 
sub-surface  disposal  systems.  They  also  have  poorly  drained  soils  and  their 
systems  have  gone  through  repeated  failures,  and  some  are  in  failure  now. 
The  residents  of  this  area  have  had  to  replace  these  systems  -  some  have  had 
to  build  mounded  systems  in  their  front  yards  at  relatively  prohibitive  costs. 

The  Sewer  Commission  has  looked  into  extending  the  line  into  these 
homes  to  reduce  some  public  health  considerations  there.  In  the 
summertime,  there  are  times  when  affluent  is  running  over  the  ground. 
Children  play  out  there. 

The  ftinding  mechanism  is  for  the  taxpayers  to  be  aware  that  taxpayers 
come  out  of  this  clean  -  it  doesn't  affect  the  tax  rate.  The  sewer  users  on  the 
system  currently  will  be  on  the  positive  side  -  there  will  be  no  increase  in 
their  costs  of  presently  $50  per  quarter. 

The  money  is  coming  in,  but  out  of  the  money  the  Sewer  Commission 
has  in  the  capital  reserve  fund  -  ongoing  users'  fees  -  a  20%  grant  from  the 
EPA  and  a  $5,000  hookup  fee  that  will  be  assessed  each  residential  unit 
hooking  up. 

We  understand  that  some  people  have  ongoing  septic  systems  in  good 
shape  -  we're  hoping  to  finance  this  over  the  time  of  the  bond.  This  will  be 
a  low- interest  loan. 

Will  the  connections  have  to  be  done  immediately?  The  answer  is  no.  It 
would  be  really  great  to  be  hooked  up  immediately,  but  some  people  have 
operating  systems.  If  that  system  fails,  then  they  will  have  to  hook  on  to  the 
municipal  system  -  or  prior  to  the  resale  of  the  home. 

This  is  an  area  in  town  where  we  really  believe  that  we  need  some 
sewer  systems  put  in  for  the  public  good. 

Peter  Georgantas  moved  that  Article  8  be  placed  on  the  ballot  as  written, 
seconded  by  Pam  Manney.  Moderator  Stark  explained  that  was  already 
done. 

P.  Georgantas  moved  the  previous  question,  P.  Manney  seconded. 

R.  Stark  -  Those  in  favor  of  ending  debate  on  this  -  motion  passed. 

Moderator  read  the  next  article. 

ARTICLE  9  -  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
Three  Hundred  Ninety  Thousand  Dollars  and  no  cents  ($390,000)  for 
property  acquisition  and  master  plan  development  for  an  alternative 
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transportation  path  (non-motorized)  in  the  Town  of  Goffstown.  This 
project  will  be  funded  20%  ($78,000)  by  local  property  taxes,  and  80% 
($312,000)  by  the  Federal  Transportation  Enhancement  Program.  The 
path  wiU  foUow  along  the  abandoned  B&M  rail  line  (98-48  TE),  from 
the  former  town  dumpsite  and  future  athletic  fields  site  in  Pinardville, 
paralleUng  both  the  Piscataquog  River  and  Mast  Road,  to  Goffstown 
Village,  approximately  5.7  miles.  When  the  design  is  complete,  then  the 
construction  project  and  its  costs  will  be  presented  as  a  Special  Article  to 
the  taxpayers  for  vote  at  an  annual  town  meeting. 

(Recommended  by  the  Board  of  Selectman  and  the  Budget  Committee). 

Selectman  Barbara  Griffin  moved  that  Article  9  as  read  by  the 
moderator  be  placed  on  the  official  ballot  -  seconded  by  Selectman  Phil 
D'Avanza. 

Selectman  Griffin  -  This  article  is  for  the  acquisition  of  approximately 
57  acres  of  land  along  the  B  &  M  Railroad  bed.  The  costs  in  this  article 
will  cover  the  purchase  price  of  $270,000  and  planning  fees  of  $120,000. 

This  is  the  first  of  three  phases  -  the  second  phase  will  be  the 
construction  of  the  line  from  the  Manchester-Goffstown  line  to  the  Danis 
Park  area  and  the  third  phase  to  the  village  area.  The  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Budget  Committee  have  recommended  this  article. 

(Resident  Danielle  Donovan  presented  a  written  amendment  to  the 
moderator). 

Moderator  Stark  -  I've  accepted  the  amendment  -  it's  in  writing. 

This  is  an  amendment  to  change  Article  9  so  that  in  those  instances 
where  a  dollar  amount  appears  in  Article  9  as  originally  presented,  all  of 
those  numbers  become  zero.  Having  said  that,  does  anybody  wish  me  to 
read  the  amendment?  (Answer  was  yes). 

"To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  zero  dollars  and 
no  cents  for  property  acquisition  and  master  plan  development  for  an 
alternative  transportation  path  (non-motorized)  in  the  Town  of  Goffstown. 
This  project  will  be  funded  zero  by  local  property  taxes,  and  zero  by  the 
Federal  Transportation  Enhancement  Program.  The  path  will  follow  along 
the  abandoned  B&M  rail  line  (98-48-TE),  from  the  former  town  dumpsite 
and  future  athletic  fields  site  to  Pinardville,  paralleling  both  the  Piscataquog 
River  and  Mast  Road,  to  Goffstown  Village,  approximately  5.7  miles. 
When  the  design  is  complete,  then  the  construction  project  and  its  costs  will 
be  presented  as  a  Special  Article  to  the  taxpayers  for  vote  at  an  annual  town 
meeting." 

Is  there  a  motion  to  bring  this  amendment  to  the  floor?  (So  moved 
and  seconded). 

Do  you  wish  to  address  this  amendment? 

D.  Donovan  -  No,  I  think  it  speaks  for  itself. 

Moderator  Stark  -  Does  anyone  wish  to  speak  in  favor? 

Bill  Austin  -  I  have  lived  near  this  railroad  bed  for  17  years,  and  I  see 
what  goes  on  and  I'm  really  sorry  I  purchased  this  property  when  I  moved 
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in.  I  don't  think  changing  this  to  a  trail  will  make  any  difference.  They 
don't  even  know  how  much  this  will  cost  to  begin  with  -  it's  never  going  to 
be  finished,  as  I  understand  it.  It  will  take  years  to  check  this  the  way  it 
should  be.  So  for  years  only  a  select  few  people  will  be  able  to  use  it  -  it 
doesn't  make  sense. 

If  it's  going  to  be  a  trail,  do  it  right  and  let  it  be  for  everybody.  It  won't 
be  that  way.  They  want  to  purchase  it  and  leave  it  as  it  is  for  years.  It  won't 
get  blocked  off.  People  will  be  coming  from  Manchester,  Nashua,  wherever 
when  they  hear  this  trail  is  open. 

They  will  come  with  their  dirt  bikes,  snowmobiles,  etc.  -  waking  up  the 
kids  at  night.  These  people  have  no  respect  for  property.  Who  will  be  out 
there  at  night  policing  this  property? 

I  have  been  in  the  middle  of  this  railroad  bed  for  17  years  and  I  can't 
stand  it  anymore.  I've  tried  to  move  out  of  this  house  a  few  times,  but  to  no 
avail.   I've  raised  four  kids.  Please  help  us  and  change  this. 

I  don't  know  who's  behmd  this,  but  it  isn't  right.  There  are  many 
families  who  live  along  this  railroad  bed  and  it's  very  disturbing. 

People  will  be  coming  through  this  railroad  bed  -  going  through  our 
neighborhoods  -  going  to  our  fishing  holes  we  hold  dear  to  our  hearts  -  into 
our  woods.  There  are  already  trappers  there  trapping  bears,  etc.  You  will 
have  more  of  that.  Who  will  be  watching  at  night?  Nobody.  It  will  be  a 
free-for-all. 

And  the  second  grant  for  construction  may  never  come  -  maybe  it  will 
take  six  years  or  who  knows?  For  putting  up  with  this  all  this  time,  I  won't 
give  a  dime  for  this  thing.  I  feel  sorry  for  your  people.  For  me  to  have  to 
call  all  of  these  nice  people  day  and  night  -  they  answer  Mr.  Austin's  call 
hotheaded  Mr.  Austin  is  on  the  phone  again. 

Moderator  Stark  -  For  this  presentation  I  would  like  to  have  a  pro  and 
con  speaker.  Is  there  anyone  in  the  audience  who  would  like  to  speak  against 
this  amendment? 

Jim  Stumpf  -  What  this  amendment  means  is  that  the  voters  of 
Goffstown  do  not  have  a  choice  on  what  goes  on  with  the  rail  bed.  Although 
the  warrant  article  cannot  be  taken  off  the  ballot  in  March,  this  will  take  it 
off.  If  the  zero  numbers  win  and  the  voters  approve  this  article,  the 
Selectmen  have  their  hands  tied.  So  this  amendment  is  taking  a  sparsely 
attended  deliberative  session  -  trying  to  draw  as  many  people  against  it  and 
stop  it.  It's  taking  the  rights  of  the  voters  of  Goffstown  away. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  have  put  this  on  the  ballot  -  a  small  group  of 
people  is  trying  to  stop  them.  I  think  it's  necessary  for  me  to  address  why 
this  is  a  good  idea.  I  think  it's  an  excellent  idea.  Nobody  who  has  been  to 
other  communities  who  have  these  trials  -  they're  awesome.  They  perk  up 
the  quality  of  life. 

You  talk  about  who's  going  to  patrol  the  trails.  I  have  an  association  of 
130  members  -  we're  all  willing  to  help  build  the  trail  and  patrol  it.  We  all 
want  to  see  this  trail  succeed. 
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I  think  this  trail  needs  to  be  done  right  -  if  it's  done  wrong,  things  will 
fall  about  and  the  trail  will  be  a  dump.  I  have  proof  of  that  -  look  at  it  now. 
It's  owned  by  an  unconcerned  holding  company,  Guilford  Transportation. 
They  don't  care  who's  walking  the  trail  -  they  don't  care  if  people  are 
driving  dirt  bikes  and  snowmobiles  on  people's  yards.  Because  they  don't 
care,  they're  tying  the  police's  hands  -  Guilford  won't  prosecute  anyone  for 
trespassing  there. 

If  it's  mrned  over  to  the  town,  then  the  town  decides.  $390,000  for  53 
acres  of  green  land  available  to  the  town  now  at  a  cost  of  20%  of  that  - 
$78,000  -  puts  us  in  a  position  right  now  to  buy  some  land.  If  we  don't  buy 
it  now,  it  will  be  gone.  Public  lands  are  being  lost  all  over  the  country.  This 
is  a  chance  for  Goffstown  to  retain  some  public  lands. 

The  ways  in  which  this  rails  to  trails  can  affect  the  town  -  the  town  has 
two  large  communities  -  Pinardville  and  Goffstown  Village.  A  lot  of  the 

town's  offices,  etc.,  are  in  the  Village  -  the  library there's  no  way  for 

kids  to  get  to  Pinardville  unless  they  walk  or  ride  their  bikes  along  Mast 
Road.  I've  done  that  -  it  isn't  fun.  This  trail  will  allow  a  safe  path  for  the 
kids  to  travel. 

My  final  pomt  -  voters  have  the  right  to  make  this  decision,  not  a  small 
group  of  people. 

Moderator  Stark  -  Is  there  another  speaker  in  support  of  the  amendment? 

Ted  Comb  (sp?)  -  The  number  of  people  who  are  abutters  are  probably 
in  the  minority  of  the  people  who  are  going  to  vote.  I  think  we're  at  a 
disadvantage  to  begin  with. 

If  you  have  a  favorite  100-year  old  tree  in  your  backyard  or  a  garden 
patch  or  something  that's  valuable  to  you  and  then  somebody  comes  and 
says  we're  going  to  cut  out  this  50'  piece  and  you  won't  have  it.  I  moved  to 
New  Hampshire  about  fifteen  years  ago.  Lived  in  an  apartment  at  first  -  we 
were  on  the  third  floor.  I  didn't  have  a  job.  We  could  see  the  trucks 
whizzing  by  everyday. 

My  wife  and  I  moved  to  Morgan  Estates  -  we  sat  outside  to  see  if  there 
were  going  to  be  any  planes  going  over  or  trucks  going  by. 

About  a  year  after  we  moved  there  our  septic  system  fell  apart  and  the 
backyard  was  a  mess.  Finally  we  got  through  that.  I  think  I  have  a  nice 
place  to  live  now. 

How  many  times  over  the  years  have  I  had  to  call  the  police  about 
somebody  coming  through?  How  many  times  have  we  nailed  and  screwed 
up  the  barricades  so  people  won't  go  through  on  their  snowmobiles? 

It's  a  great  idea  -  I  think  it's  a  great  idea.  But  why  not  a  park? 
Something  that's  self-contained?  Why  do  we  have  to  bother  all  of  these 
people? 

I  haven't  heard  a  lot  about  this  until  now  - 1  heard  about  it  three  or  four 
years  ago,  but  I  hadn't  heard  about  it's  being  an  organized  effort.  I'm  not 
in  favor  of  it. 
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The  number  of  abutters  who  will  speak  are  in  the  minority  to  the  people 
who  will  be  voting  on  this.  I  don't  think  it's  fair.  I  think  this  is  a  legitimate 
way  to  derail  the  rails  to  trails. 

Peter  Georgantas  - 1  have  a  question  for  the  board  - 1  have  heard  tonight 
about  snowmobiles  and  motors  -  but  this  article  says  non-motorized.  Could 
a  selectman  address  that? 

Selectman  Griffin  -  In  connection  with  the  plans  for  use  of  the  trails, 
there  hasn't  been  a  final  decision  made  on  the  use.  This  town  will  want  to 
take  into  consideration  all  of  the  concerns  of  the  people. 

There  will  be  meetings  to  say  what  will  be.  Right  now  David  Schwerd 
is  working  on  it.  I  know  the  rules  will  be  defined.  There  have  been  some 
volunteer  efforts  on  other  projects  in  town  and  we  feel  they  are  going  to 
show  how  much  success  there  will  be  -  like  the  Grasmere  Town  Hall, 
Rotary  Park,  and  the  Common. 

I  understand  the  problem  with  the  language  non-motorized  in  the 
warrant.  I  can  tell  you  that  the  application  that  was  sent  to  the  state  did  not 
refer  to  motorized  use  of  the  path  and  it's  my  understanding  that's  why  that 
language  was  put  in. 

Mike  French,  police  chief  -  We  would  be  the  agency  responsible  for  the 
enforcement.  At  the  present  time,  we  are  responding  to  calls  on  the  railroad 
bed  -  these  people  come  by  charged  with  criminal  trespass.  If  there's  a 
violation  in  connection  with  their  vehicle  or  something  else,  we  can  enforce 
that  rule  or  that  law.  But  because  the  town  does  not  own  the  property  -  it's 
owned  by  someone  out  of  state  -  they're  reluctant  to  come  to  court  and 
testify  in  district  court  as  the  rules  require. 

If  the  town  took  possession  of  this  property  the  town  would  be  able  to 
prosecute  and  produce  individuals  to  testify  in  court  so  we  could  enforce 
criminal  trespass.  That  would  take  care  of  some  of  these  issues,  which  folks 
have  raised  tonight.  We  could  post  the  property  properly.  We  caimot  do  that 
now  -  we  don't  have  permission  to  do  that. 

Danielle  Donovan  -  With  all  good  deference  to  the  police  chief  -  we 
have  documentation  that  says  Fish  and  Game  authorizes  local  police 
departments  to  prosecute  trespassers  on  private  property. 

Chief  French  -  I'm  not  going  to  debate  enforcement  issues.  The  Police 
Department  derives  its  authority  from  the  statutes.  Fish  and  Game  does 
enforce  certain  laws  down  there  -  they  do  not  enforce  criminal  trespass. 
They  do  with  off-highway  recreational  vehicles.  I  confirmed  that  this  past 
week  with  the  local  Fish  and  Game  officer.  They  do  not  give  us  permission 
to  enforce  that.  We  derive  our  authority  from  the  state  statutes.  It  says  we 
have  to  have  the  owner  of  the  property. 

Owen  Scanlon  (sp?)  -  This  proposed  trail  will  go  right  through  the 
property  I  own.  I  have  several  concerns.  A  lot  of  what  they're  proposing  - 
they  haven't  come  up  with  answers.

Have  they  done  surveys  with  the  individual  properties?  Is  there  a 
representative  of  Guilford  Transportation  here?  of  Canadian  Montreal 
Raihoad? 

I  have  four  children  who  often  play  in  the  backyard.  My  main  concern  is 
when  they  come  barreling  through  these  trails  at  tremendous  speeds,  are 
they  looking  out  for  children?  No. 

These  people  call  themselves  the  Greenway.  They  introduced  themselves 
on  my  property  when  I  told  them  I  owned  the  property,  and  they  told  me 
they  were  members  of  this  group.  Now  they're  trying  to  acquire  this 
property. 

How  come  nobody  has  notified  us?  It's  a  heck  of  a  way  to  find  out  that 
somebody  is  buying  your  property  behind  your  back  when  you  think  you 
legally  own  it. 

A  lot  of  these  issues  -  200  years  ago  if  somebody  gave  somebody  a 
right-of-way  -  where  is  that?  I  want  to  see  the  copy  on  my  property.  If  it 
was  supposed  to  be  given  back  to  the  property  owner  -  why?  Why  can  a 
group  like  this  be  able  to  buy  property  before  I  can? 

I  have  a  title  to  my  property  at  the  Hillsborough  County  Registry  of 
Deeds  -  I  have  easements  on  every  side  from  200  years  ago.  I've  followed 
every  one  of  them  back  except  for  the  railroad.  You  will  be  hearing  more 
from  me.  You  will  find  out  that  someone  all  along  this  line  will  be  coming 
up  with  issues.  The  taxpayers  will  foot  the  bills.  I  don't  hear  anybody 
opposing  it. 

Selectman  Griffin  -  I  hope  I  can  answer  your  questions  and  some 
statements  accurately.  It's  my  understanding  that  the  Friends  of  the 
Greenway  is  a  recent  organization  that  was  established  within  the  last  six 
months.  Sorry,  two  months  ago  they  were  established. 

There  has  been  interest  in  the  railroad  line  for  a  number  of  years.  I 
know  there  was  a  proposal  before  I  came  to  town.  There  was  also  a  study 
committee  that  was  formed  years  ago  to  examine  the  right  of  way. 
Goffstown  actually  has  one  of  the  longest  contiguous  railroad  lines  in  the 
state.  There  have  been  some  purchases  along  the  line,  but  we  have  more 
footage. 

In  regard  to  that,  the  right  of  way  for  the  railroad  and  some  parcels  are 
owned  outright.  They  range  from  50'  to  200',  and  we  do  have 
documentation  at  town  hall  in  regards  to  those  deeds.  I  know  you  refer  to 
rights-of-way  that  are  200  years  old.  Once  they're  recorded  m  the  registry, 
they  remain  in  effect. 

In  connection  with  the  fact  that  this  was  a  railroad  bed,  there  are  other 
issues  that  govern  the  sale  of  railroad  properties.  The  state  is  also  involved 
with  this  -  this  has  not  been  going  on  for  three  years.  It  was  recommended 
by  the  Master  Plan  group  in  1997. 

In  1996  I  attended  a  meeting  with  Guilford  Transportation  with  Andre 
Garron.  This  town  already  has  a  part  of  those  rights  in  the  right-of-way. 
The  people  of  Goffstown  on  the  sewer  line  paid  $57,000  to  have  the  sewer 
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line  pass  along  the  railroad  bed.  We  think  those  are  important  considerations 
that  will  be  considered  non-negotiable  with  Guilford  Transportation. 

This  is  not  a  group  that  has  been  in  place  for  many  years. 

This  has  been  put  on  the  warrant  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  not  by  any 
petitioned  group.  This  has  been  looked  at  for  several  years.  These  types  of 
projects  are  always  difficult.  I  think  that  anything  that  brings  change  brings 
a  lot  of  discussion,  and  a  lot  of  pros  and  cons.  A  lot  of  that  property  is  being 
used,  but  the  people  don't  own  it.  I  likewise  have  been  involved  with  an 
abutting  piece  of  property  that  I  wasn't  in  agreement  with. 

Right  now  Guilford  Transportation  has  either  deeds  to  or  rights-of-way 
over  these  53  acres  of  land  that  runs  from  Manchester  to  the  Village. 

John  Feick  -  I  have  a  kinder,  gentler  approach  to  the  whole  thing.  We 
do  have  a  railroad  bed.  If  I  lived  along  it,  I  would  feel  like  these  people. 
Goffstown  is  rapidly  filling  up.  I  have  kids  -  I've  only  lived  in  Goffstown 
for  forty  years.  As  kids  we  could  slither  along  the  riverbank.  This  is  a 
riverside  park.  In  the  future,  kids  won't  be  able  to  do  that.  Usually  on  these 
rail  trails,  the  users  are  women  pushing  strollers.  I  think  this  is  a  change  for 
the  good. 

I  said  I  would  take  up  bicycling  when  I  was  an  old  man,  and  someone 
said  have  you  seen  the  new  trails?  I  have  and  I  agree. 

Dave  Desmarais  -  I  have  spoken  with  these  people  -  you're  taking  our 
privacy  away  anyway.  There  are  more  and  more  people  coming  through 
even  though  the  property  isn't  acquired  yet. 

Here  I'm  having  breakfast  -  here  are  two  big  dogs  miming  loose  -  and  a 
man  and  a  woman.  I  told  these  people  to  get  their  dogs  off  my  property  and 
I  don't  want  to  tell  you  what  they  said. 

This  isn't  just  motorized  vehicles  -  it's  people  on  cross-country  skis. 
These  people  in  the  Greenway  say  it's  an  eyesore.  My  property  looks  very 
nice.  Let  the  property  owners  buy  it  -  the  town  can  collect  more  taxes  from 
it. 

Evelyn  Miller  - 1  can  appreciate  the  discomfort  the  people  have  with  the 
situation  now.  I'm  just  speaking  in  terms  of  what  I've  used.  I've  used  rails 
to  trails  in  Wisconsin  -  m  Miimesota  -  and  the  one  that  comes  from  Boston 
to  Concord.  I  have  seen  families  hiking,  biking,  etc.  They're  patrolled  - 
you  have  policemen  on  bikes  who  stop  to  say  hi  and  check  to  see  if  you're 
behaving  yourself.  It's  turned  communities  around  also. 

In  Wisconsin,  they  have  had  some  nice  things  come  about  because  of 
these  trails.  Some  of  the  areas  have  started  to  have  folk  festivals  -  family 
events. 

I  think  you  will  be  able  to  have  families  using  it.  I  think  you  will  find  a 
nicer  group  of  people  using  it  than  if  you  leave  it  as  it  is  and  it  isn't 
monitored  at  all. 

Jeannine  Bernier  -  I'm  not  in  favor  of  it.  I  understand  it's  a  group  of 
people    -  they  have  money.  The  voters  are  still  having  a  choice  -  we  are 
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taking  that  choice  away.  We  just  don't  want  to  have  the  taxpayer's  money 
involved. 

(The  previous  question  was  moved  and  seconded  and  the  motion 
passed). 

Moderator  Stark  -  Now  we'll  vote  on  the  amendment. 

Danielle  Donovan  gave  the  moderator  a  request  for  a  secret  ballot  on 
this  proposed  amendment  on  Article  9. 

Moderator  Stark  -  It's  signed  by  several  people  -  once  we  verify  these 
are  all  registered  voters  of  the  Town  of  Goffstown,  we'll  proceed  with  a 
written  ballot. 

Asst.  Moderator  McRae  -  Will  the  checklist  supervisors  please  come 
forward.  Remember,  if  you're  in  favor  of  the  amendment  you'll  vote  yes,  if 
not,  you  will  vote  no. 

(Checklist  supervisors  came  forward  and  set  up  places  for  the  voters  - 
the  signers  of  the  request  were  registered  voters  -  secret  ballot  voting  took 
place). 

Moderator  Stark  -  The  vote  total  on  the  amendment  was  51  yes,  97  no. 
The  amendment  is  defeated. 

Now  we  go  to  the  main  article  -  any  further  discussion? 

I've  had  a  request  to  move  the  previous  question  and  it  has  been 
seconded. 

Motion  passed.  On  to  the  next  article. 

Moderator  read  the  article. 

ARTICLE  10  -  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  sell  at  public  auction 
the  former  Public  Works  facility  on  Depot  Street  with  a  minimum  bid 
and  conditions  to  be  set  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

(Recommended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Committee). 

Selectman  Wheeler  - 1  move  that  the  article  that  you  have  just  read 
be  placed  on  the  official  ballot  under  Article  10.  Seconded  by  Selectman 
Griffin. 

Selectman  Wheeler  spoke  to  the  article. 

Selectman  Wheeler  -  The  reason  for  this  article  really  comes  out  of  what 
has  happened  at  the  DPW  this  year.  Some  of  you  may  have  been  down  to 
the  new  facility  and  seen  the  new  digs  -  a  significant  improvement  over  what 
we  have  been  accustomed  to.  The  people  in  the  department  are  delighted 
and  we  thank  you  for  your  support. 

That  leaves  us  with  the  property  that  was  formerly  known  as  the 
highway  garage  for  about  thirty  years,  and  about  thirty  years  before  that  it 
was  the  town  dump  -  the  property  at  the  far  end  of  Depot  Street.  It's  about 
six  acres  in  area,  a  fair  amount  of  it  is  swampland  down  by  the  river. 

It's  the  mtention  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  make  an  effort  to  get  this 
property  back  on  the  tax  rolls.  There's  interest  on  the  part  of  a  couple  of 
abutters  in  purchasing  the  property,  so  we  will  be  placmg  this  before  you  to 
see  if  you  will  grant  the  selectmen  the  permission  to  sell  the  property. 
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John  Stafford  -  First  of  all,  we  have  a  long  history  of  what  this  land  has 
been  used  for.  What's  the  liability  as  far  as  Superfund  types  of  things?  Will 
this  be  an  open  auction  for  anybody  to  bid? 

Selectman  Wheeler  -  You  will  see  that  the  article  addresses  conditions  to 
be  set  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Some  of  those  involve  issues  you've 
raised.  We  want  to  inherit  as  little  liability  as  we  can,  but  we  had  the  dump 
there  for  thirty  years.  On  the  other  hand,  we  would  like  the  ability  to  set 
conditions  and  in  the  article  you  will  see  the  phrase,  'minimum  bid.'  In 
our  discussions  we  talked  about  the  concept  of  an  open  bid  process  instead 
of  a  written  bid  -  we  feel  the  town  will  realize  the  greatest  value  in  that 
forum  since  we  do  have  competing  interests. 

Jane  Raymond  -  Have  you  considered  keeping  some  access  to  the  water 
before  you  enter  into  a  final  agreement?  I  have  been  down  there  -  I  know 
it's  very  swampy  and  most  of  it  is  under  water,  but  it  might  be  possible  to 
retain  a  foot  path  to  the  water  for  people  to  launch  boats  or  something. 

Selectman  Wheeler  -  We  did  have  that  discussion  -  but  it  was  the 
consensus  of  the  board  to  go  forward  with  this  type  of  article.  I'm  not  sure 
the  land  addresses  itself  to  that  type  of  use. 

Moderator  Stark  -  There  being  no  further  discussion,  the  article  will  go 
on  the  ballot  as  written.   Next  article read  the  next  article. 

ARTICLE  11  -  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
twenty-seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  and  no  cents  ($27,500)  to 
prevent  West  Nile  Virus  through  a  plan,  which  includes  special  permit 
fees,  West  Nile  Virus  surveillance,  larval  survey,  and  larviciding. 

(Recommended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.)  (Not  recommended  by  the 
Budget  Committee). 

Selectman  Henry  Boyle  - 1  move  Article  11  as  read  by  the  moderator 
to  be  placed  on  the  town  ballot  -  seconded  by  Selectman  Griffin. 

Selectman  Boyle  -  I'll  tell  you  what  little  I  know  about  this.  West  Nile 
Virus  can  be  fatal  to  humans.  There  were  some  incidents  of  dead  birds  m 
Manchester  last  summer,  so  the  selectmen  decided  to  put  this  article  on  the 
warrant. 

The  state  will  be  doing  a  larval  survey,  identification  maps,  and  locating 
sites  of  mosquitoes.  Then  they'll  do  some  larvae iding.  When  I  lived  in 
Florida  the  plane  came  over  everyday  and  sprayed  the  whole  area.  Last,  but 
not  least,  there's  a  West  Nile  Virus  surveillance. 

I  have  been  told  that  Manchester  has  a  plan.  If  they  have  anymore 
incidents  like  they  did  last  year,  they  will  probably  do  spraying  in 
Manchester. 

There's  a  doctor,  I  forget  his  name  -  he's  the  chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Communicable  Disease  Control  in  Concord,  who  was  very  surprised  that 
any  town  would  have  the  foresight  to  put  that  on  the  ballot  mstead  of 
waiting. 

I  can't  answer  any  questions  on  this,  because  this  is  all  that  I  know  about 
it. 
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George  Fullerton  -  It's  hard  to  say  I'm  against  the  article  because  I  think 
we  should  give  the  voters  the  option,  but  I  think  it's  a  waste  of  money.  We 
haven't  had  any  really  scientific  evidence  that  spraying  will  accomplish  what 
they  think  it  will.  The  Audubon  Society  is  questioning  the  effectiveness  of 
doing  such  spraying. 

I  have  a  background  in  environmental  biology  -  there  are  many  different 
species  of  mosquitoes.  As  far  as  viruses  go,  the  exact  type  of  mosquito 
that's  carrying  the  virus  might  be  gone  by  the  time  we  detect  it  in  the  birds, 
or  even  in  mosquitoes  that  have  the  virus.  If  you  go  about  spraying  to  kill 
mosquitoes,  you  might  be  killing  competing  species  of  mosquitoes  such  as 
dragonflies.   You  might  be  making  the  problem  worse  by  spraying. 

I  think  it's  best  to  do  nothing,  because  the  amount  of  money  would  be  a 
lot  more  than  this. 

Larry  Emerton  - 1  want  to  bring  this  to  your  attention  as  the  chairman  of 
the  Health  and  Human  Services  Committee.  We  discussed  this  with  Dr. 
Jesse  Greenblatt.   The  City  of  Manchester  had  a  breakout  of  it  last  year. 

I  went  to  a  meeting  in  Atlanta  to  learn  more  about  it.  If  there's  a 
breakout  of  this  virus,  chances  are  we  will  get  a  grant  from  the  CDC  in 
Atlanta.  There  will  be  a  line-up  to  get  that  money.  I  applaud  the  town  for 
coming  up  with  this. 

I  attended  the  press  conference  in  Manchester  -  I  never  saw  so  many 
people  get  so  excited  about  a  few  dead  crows.  But  we  will  be  helping  you 
out  with  anything  you  need. 

Ezra  Beck  -  I  think  this  is  a  dumb  article.  I  think  we  should  arm  every 
citizen  m  town  with  a  fly  swatter. 

John  Feick  -  I'm  also  a  biologist  and  have  a  perspective  on  this.  My 
perspective  is  that  this  is  epidemiology.  That  changes  this.  When  we're  in 
trouble  we  can  expect  help  when  it  happens.  I  think  it's  very  forward- 
looking  for  the  town  to  say  this.  When  a  certain  trigger  level  is  exceeded 
then  you  have  something  to  fight.  I  think  at  this  point  we  don't  know  if  we 
have  somethmg  to  fight  and  we're  better  off  to  wait  for  the  federal 
epidemiologists. 

Al  Packard  -  I'm  also  a  biologist  -  my  specialty  is  infectious  disease.  I 
have  to  say  this  is  one  of  those  cases  where  you  can  get  all  of  the  adages  - 
better  safe  than  sorry.  I  think  it's  in  the  best  interest  of  this  community  to 
go  ahead  and  raise  these  funds  whether  we  use  them  or  not. 

West  Nile  Virus  -  the  bottom  line  is  when  I  talked  with  the  state  public 
health  officials,  which  I  did  when  I  heard  about  this  article,  I  asked  if  it 
made  any  sense.  They  said,  'we  think  you're  forward-looking  -  it's  a  smart 
move." 

You  may  not  have  to  use  it  -  use  it  if  you  have  to.  Or  mrn  it  back  if  you 
don't  need  it. 

Bill  Tucker  - 1  took  biology  in  high  school. 

If  we  appropriate  this  money  and  it's  there  and  we  hold  it  until  we  need 
it,  we  will  be  at  the  bottom  of  the  list  because  we  have  the  money.    We'll 
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never  get  it  from  the  state,  we'll  have  to  pay  for  them  and  we'll  pay  for  us. 
We  will  be  putting  it  to  a  vote. 

I  move  that  this  be  amended  to  zero. 

Moderator  Stark  -  It  has  to  be  in  writing. 

Bill  Tucker  - 1  don't  care  -  spend  your  money  -  pay  your  taxes. 

Selectman  Griffin  -  This  article  as  proposed  by  the  selectmen  would 
mean  that  the  money  would  be  spent  to  do  this.  There  will  not  be  a 
triggering  event. 

One  of  the  points  we  heard  is  that  if  you  wait  for  the  triggering  event, 
the  mosquitoes  have  already  arrived.  This  would  deal  with  the  larvae  before 
they  become  mosquitoes. 

This  was  recommended  by  the  board  because  we  felt  it  was  important  to 
put  it  before  the  voters.  If  we  didn't  recommend  it,  it  wouldn't  even  have 
made  it  here. 

But  if  it  passes,  the  money  does  get  spent. 

Moderator  Stark  -  I  have  been  handed  a  written  motion  to  amend 
Article  11  -  to  reduce  the  $27,500  to  zero,  signed  by  Bill  Tucker  and 
Peter  Georgantas.  The  proposed  amendment  is  in  order. 

Is  there  a  second  to  bring  it  to  the  floor  for  discussion?  Motion  was 
seconded. 

Selectman  Griffin  moved  the  previous  question.  Bill  Tucker 
seconded  it. 

Moderator  Stark  -  All  in  favor  of  ending  debate  on  the  motion  to 
amend,  which  would  reduce  the  article  from  $27,500  to  zero  say  aye. 
The  ayes  have  it  -  there  were  no  nos. 

Moderator  Stark  -  Now  we  can  go  to  the  amendment  -  If  you  are  in 
favor  of  reducing  Article  11  by  reducing  the  amount  from  $27,500  to  zero, 
then  you  would  vote  in  favor  of  the  amendment.  We  will  have  to  have  a 
division  of  the  house  -  counters,  please  come  forward.  If  you're  in  favor  of 
the  motion  to  amend,  please  stand  up. 

Vote  on  the  amendment  -  amendment  passed  47-41. 

Moderator  Stark  -  Now  that  the  amendment  has  passed,  to  finish  off 
Article  11,  is  there  a  motion  to  end  debate  on  the  article?  So  moved  and 
seconded  -  motion  passed. 

Next  article.  Moderator  read  the  article  - 

ARTICLE  12  -  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  provisions 
of  RSA  31:95-e  to  restrict  revenues  from  ambulance  fees  and  donations 
for  the  operating  and  capital  expenditures  of  Emergency  Medical 
Services.  Such  revenue  and  expenditures  shall  be  accounted  for  in  a 
special  revenue  fund  to  be  known  as  the  Emergency  Medical  Services 
Fund,  separate  from  the  general  fund.  Any  surplus  in  said  fund  shall 
not  be  deemed  part  of  the  general  fund  accumulated  surplus  and  shall 
be  expended  only  after  a  vote  by  the  legislative  body  to  appropriate  a 
specific  amount  from  said  fund  for  a  specific  purpose  related  to  the 
purpose  of  the  fund  or  source  of  the  revenue. 
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(This  fund  shall  be  initiated  with  a  minimum  donation  of  $22,000 
from  the  Goffstown  Emergency  Medical  Services  Association). 

(Recommended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Committee). 

Selectman  D'Avanza  moved  that  Article  12  be  placed  on  the  ballot 
as  read,  seconded  by  Selectman  Griffin. 

Selectman  D'Avanza  -  A  little  background  -  a  lot  of  issues  we  have  been 
discussing  this  evening  go  back  to  the  1970s.   This  does  also. 

Actually  in  Goffstown  in  the  1970s,  there  was  a  small  private  ambulance 
service  in  the  town.  At  night  the  owner  would  take  the  ambulance  home 
and  if  there  was  an  emergency  in  Goffstown  the  owner  would  respond.  A 
police  officer  would  be  sent  to  the  scene  -  he  would  get  in  the  back  of  the 
ambulance  with  the  injured  party  and  the  owner  would  drive.  The  driver 
and  the  person  in  the  ambulance  and  the  police  officer  would  do  the  best 
they  could  to  do  whatever  they  had  to,  so  when  they  got  to  the  hospital  they 
could  take  care  of  him.  It  was  to  get  the  ill  and  the  injured  to  the  hospital  as 
soon  as  possible. 

Evenmally  an  ad  hoc  group  was  formed  -  GEMSA  -  their  purpose  was 
to  provide  or  purchase  an  ambulance  for  the  town.  They  raised  money  and 
purchased  an  ambulance,  and  on  June  25,  1980,  it  was  presented  to  the 
town.  In  anticipation  of  this,  a  group  of  EMTs  were  trained.  In  the  first 
year  there  were  some  260  emergencies  handled  by  the  group  -  volunteers 
and  regular  firefighters. 

GEMSA  continued  to  raise  funds  -  during  their  20-plus  years  they  have 
bought  four  ambulances,  paid  for  the  costs  each  year  and  bought 
defibrillators  and  other  equipment  for  them. 

Expectations  of  service  have  mcreased  with  new  standards  of  care  - 
along  with  that  comes  higher  training  and  costs  and  increased  commitment 
from  the  volunteers.  They  can  now  start  hearts  -  provide  drugs  -  mturbate  - 
and  start  IVs.  All  of  these  skills  required  by  our  EMTs  were  services  that 
were  only  provided  by  hospitals  in  the  70s. 

As  you  can  imagine,  with  the  calls  for  service  and  the  requirements  of 
the  EMTs,  GEMSA  has  been  fighting  increasing  costs  of  training,  which 
they  haven't  been  able  to  keep  up  with.  They  notified  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  this  year  that  they  could  not  fully  fund  the  ambulances  as  they 
have  in  the  past.  They  do  have  money  for  another  ambulance,  which  they 
anticipate,  will  be  coming  on  line  shortly. 

The  Goffstown  Selectmen  established  this  article  to  provide  a  special 
revenue  fund  to  bill  the  insurance  companies  for  the  services  of  the  use  of 
the  ambulances.  This  article  establishes  that  fund  and  GEMSA  is  donating 
$22,000  towards  that  fund.  This  will  allow  for  donations  from  people  who 
will  still  want  to  donate  to  the  ambulance  services.  The  fund  will  be  able  to 
accept  funds  from  insurance  companies  and  from  donations. 

Ezra  Beck  -  This  is  long  overdue.  We  can't  expect  private  citizens  to 
keep  buying  vehicles  that  are  approaching  $100,000  and  more.  I  was  the 
budget  representative  to  the  Fire  Department  for  three  years,  and  Fm  pretty 
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familiar  with  this  situation.  People  from  out  of  state  are  getting  a  free  ride  - 
we  really  need  this  thing.  I  have  had  to  use  it  twice  for  a  family  member. 
These  guys  are  involved  and  will  really  take  care  of  you. 

Motion  was  made  to  move  the  previous  question  -  seconded  and  passed. 

Moderator  Stark  -  On  to  the  next  article.   Read  the  article  - 

ARTICLE  13  -  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  $22,000 
from  the  Emergency  Medical  Services  Fund  (approved  pursuant  to 
Article  12),  to  pay  volunteer  Emergency  Medical  Technicians  (EMTs) 
as  paid  on  call  EMTs  commencing  October  1,  2001.  This  article  is 
contingent  upon  the  passage  of  Article  12. 

(Recommended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Committee). 

Selectman  D'Avanza  moved  that  this  article  be  place  on  the  ballot, 
seconded  by  Selectman  Hunter. 

Selectman  D'Avanza  -  As  I  explained  previously,  the  history  of  our 
EMS  service  and  our  EMTs.  Our  EMTs  are  expected  to  have  a  very  high 
level  of  training  so  they  can  address  the  situation  when  they  arrive  at  the 
scene.  These  volunteers  started  out  in  the  70s  with  260  calls.  How  many 
times  did  these  people  come  out  on  a  Saturday  night  or  early  Sunday 
morning? 

Now  we're  pushing  900  calls  -  sometimes  we're  ruiming  two 
ambulances.  It's  a  lot  to  expect  from  volunteer  people  to  have  to  go  through 
this  training,  which  is  required  of  them  and  to  have  them  be  at  our  disposal 
whenever  a  call  comes  in,  even  in  the  snowstorm  that  we  had  this  week. 

If  we're  going  to  be  charging  these  fees  to  the  insurance  companies,  we 
should  be  elevating  the  EMTs  to  the  same  level  as  a  call  firefighter.  They 
would  be  getting  a  stipend  when  they  go  out  through  the  night  and  on  the 
weekends. 

This  article  authorizes  the  expenditure  of  the  funds  in  Article  12  -  we 
anticipate  to  be  paying  a  stipend  to  them  once  we  start  billing  and  it's 
anticipated  that  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  is  when  these  fees  will  begin 
coming  in.  If  you  consider  the  training  and  what's  required  of  them  and  the 
fact  that  we  would  be  billing  the  insurance  companies,  it  would  be  kind  of 
foolish  to  expect  them  to  continue  providing  this  service  as  volunteers. 

Gerald  Sterling  -  I  just  wanted  to  point  out  that  there's  a  bill  currently 
before  the  Legislature  to  allow  EMTs  to  pronounce  deaths.  The  level  of 
activity  and  training  has  reached  the  point  where  it's  in  the  Legislature  to 
allow  EMTs  to  pronounce  you  dead,  so  that  the  medical  examiner  will  not 
have  to  be  called  out  and  the  EMTs  will  not  have  to  go  to  extraordinary 
lengths  when  they  know  it's  hopeless. 

Moderator  Stark  -  I  have  a  motion  to  end  debate  and  it's  been 
seconded  -  all  in  favor  of  ending  debate Motion  passed. 

Next  article read  the  article. 

ARTICLE  14  -  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  the  cost  items 
in  the  collective  bargaining  agreement  between  the  Town  of  Goffstown 
by  its   Board  of  Selectmen   and  the   Teamsters   Local  633   of  New 
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Hampshire  representing  the  employees  in  the  bargaining  unit  from  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  running  through  December  31,  2005  and 
to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $35,094  for  the 
additional  cost  of  the  contract  in  2001.  The  additional  costs  for  2002 
over  the  costs  in  2001  will  be  $33,642.  The  additional  costs  for  2003 
over  the  costs  in  2002  will  be  $29,062.  The  additional  costs  in  2004  over 
the  costs  in  2003  will  be  $26,802.  The  additional  costs  in  2005  over  the 
costs  in  2004  will  be  $25,005. 
(Recommended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Committee). 

Selectman  Wheeler  moved  that  the  article  just  read  by  the 
moderator  be  placed  on  the  ballot  as  Article  14,  motion  seconded. 

Selectman  Wheeler  -  This  article  is  before  you  as  a  requirement  of  law. 
The  statutes  require  that  if  there's  an  agreement  between  the  town  and  a 
bargaining  unit,  that  we  must  go  before  the  meeting  and  explain  the  results 
of  those  negotiations.   The  actual  cost  items  are  contained  in  article  14. 

I  would  like  to  share  with  you  that  the  probation  period  for  new  hires 
has  been  increased  from  6  to  9  months  and  for  promotional  hires  has  been 
established  for  three  months.  The  wages  -  the  fiscal  impact  -  are  4%  in  the 
first  and  second  years  and  3%  in  the  following  three  years.  It's  a  contract 
that  has  a  five-year  duration. 

There  are  longevity  increases  -  our  base  matrix  has  steps  at  the  end  of 
the  eighth  year  when  you  are  no  longer  eligible  for  steps.  We  have  an 
increment  called  longevity  -  it  has  been  increased  consistent  with  what  we 
have  for  non-bargaining  people  in  the  personnel  plan  and  since  it  hasn't  been 
changed  since  it  began  years  ago,  there's  a  50%  increase  in  this  contract. 
We  also  allowed  a  fourth  week  of  vacation,  one  week  earlier  than  we  did  in 
the  previous  contract. 

Bereavement  leave  was  extended  to  include  grandparents  -  consistent 
with  the  personnel  plan.  The  insurance  has  been  changed  from  six  months  to 
after  the  first  full  month  after  the  date  of  hire,  but  the  cafeteria  rates  are 
being  changed  yearly,  with  costs  being  borne  by  both  the  union  members 
and  the  town. 

Steve  Monier  -  Just  a  comment  - 1  know  that  these  collective  bargaining 
negotiations  are  long  and  sometimes  contentious,  but  at  the  end  I  think 
they're  fruitful  for  both  the  town  and  the  employees.  I  think  what  we  see 
here  -  a  five-year  contract  is  to  everyone's  advantage.  I  think  the  costs  here 
seem  moderate  -  they  seem  very  reasonable  considering  what  we  derive 
from  it.  These  people  in  this  article  while  we're  at  home  in  our  warm  beds  - 
these  people  are  the  ones  who  are  out  clearing  the  streets  and  they  do  a  great 
job.  These  folks  and  the  people  in  the  next  article.  I  hope  that  people  will 
support  these  two  articles. 

The  previous  question  was  moved  and  seconded  and  the  motion 
passed. 

Moderator  Stark  -  The  next  article  is  article  15  -  read  the  article.

Article  15  -  To  see  if  the  Town  wUl  vote  to  approve  the  cost  items  in 
the  collective  bargaining  agreement  between  the  Town  of  Goffstown  by 
its  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  International  Brotherhood  of  Police 
Officers,  Local  No.  371,  representing  the  employees  in  the  bargaining 
unit  from  the  Police  Department  running  through  December  31,  2005 
and  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $26,874  for  the 
additional  cost  of  the  contract  in  2001.  The  additional  costs  for  2002 
over  the  costs  in  2001  will  be  $31,437.  The  additional  costs  for  2003 
over  the  costs  in  2002  will  be  $28,536.  The  additional  costs  in  2004  over 
the  costs  in  2003  will  be  $31,879.  The  additional  costs  in  2005  over  the 
costs  in  2004  will  be  $31,431. 
(Recommended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Committee). 

Selectman  Boyle  moved  that  the  article  be  placed  on  the  ballot  as 
read  by  the  moderator  -  motion  seconded. 

Selectman  Boyle  -  Bob  just  went  over  the  major  points  of  the  DPW 
contract  -  this  is  essentially  the  same.  It's  a  five-year  contract,  annual  leave 
was  moved  up  one  year  earlier.  For  some  reason,  under  the  prior  contract 
the  pre- 1993  hires  had  one  matrix  and  the  after  1993  hires  had  another  one. 
These  matrices  have  been  merged  in  2003 . 

Another  point  -  the  field  training  officer  -  the  officer  who  takes  the  new 
personnel  after  they  come  out  of  the  academy  and  basically  gives  them 
hands-on  training  and  rides  with  them  -  while  he's  doing  that  he  gets  a  25- 
cent  an  hour  stipend. 

We  put  in  a  tuition  reimbursement  clause  if  an  employee  under  this 
contract  has  his  education  funded  by  the  town  and  leaves  within  a  certain 
period.  Let's  say  they  get  a  degree  or  finish  a  course  and  leave  within  a 
short  time,  he  or  she  will  reimburse  the  town  for  the  cost  of  that  training. 

Aside  from  that,  everything  else  is  the  same  as  the  DPW  contract.  I 
hope  you  will  look  favorably  upon  this. 

Moderator  Stark  -  Question  was  called  and  seconded  -  motion  passed. 

Moderator  read  the  next  article. 

ARTICLE  16  -  To  see  if  the  Town  wiU  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
for  the  operation,  expenses,  and  commitments  of  the  Town  Government, 
the  budget  approved  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  the  amount  of  twelve 
million  four  hundred  sixty-five  thousand  five  hundred  seventy-one 
dollars  and  ninety-eight  cents  ($12,465,571.98). 

This  budget  will  be  predicated  by  estimated  revenues  in  the  amount 
of  five  million  eight  hundred  eighty-one  thousand  two  hundred  and 
twenty-four  dollars  ($5,881,224). 

The  sewer  enterprise  fund  of  one  milUon  five  hundred  twenty-six 
thousand  nine  hundred  eight-four  dollars  ($1,526,984)  is  included  in  this 
revenue  amount  and  in  the  appropriations  request  in  this  Article. 

The  motion  on  the  operating  budget  shall  be  the  following  with  only 
the  appropriation  amount  subject  to  amendment:  "Shall  the  Town  of 
Goffstown  raise  and  appropriate  as  an  operating  budget,  not  including 
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appropriations  by  special  warrant  articles  and  other  appropriations 
voted  separately,  the  amounts  set  forth  on  the  budget  posted  with  the 
warrant,  or  as  amended  by  vote  of  the  first  session,  for  the  purposes  set 
forth  therein,  totaling  twelve  million  four  hundred  sixty-five  thousand 
five  hundred  seventy-one  dollars  and  ninety-eight  cents 
($12,465,571.98)?  Should  this  article  be  defeated,  the  operating  budget 
shall  be  eleven  million  five  hundred  fifty-one  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  eighty-five  dollars  ($11,5512,785),  which  is  the  same  as  last  year 
with  certain  adjustments  required  by  previous  action  of  the  Town  of 
Goffstown  or  by  law  or  the  governing  body  may  hold  one  special 
meeting,  in  accordance  with  RSA  40:13X  and  XVI,  to  take  up  the  issue 
of  a  revised  operating  budget  only."  NOTE:  This  article  (operating 
budget)  does  not  include  appropriations  in  any  other  warrant  article. 

(Recommended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Committee.) 

Selectman  Wheeler  -  I  move  that  the  article  just  read  by  the 
moderator  be  placed  on  the  ballot  as  Article  16  -  motion  seconded  by 
Selectman  D'Avanza. 

Selectman  Wheeler  -  This  is  our  budget  article.  In  the  budget  there  has 
been  an  increased  level  of  spending.  It's  roughly  a  high  7%  -  just  under  8%. 
There  has  also  been  an  increase  in  anticipated  revenues  that's  about  6.4%, 
and  we're  assuming  that  the  tax  base  will  grow  by  approximately  2%,  and 
with  those  elements  what  we're  able  to  say  to  you  with  this  budget  is  that  the 
community  can  continue  to  progress  at  this  level  of  expenditure  and  at  these 
levels  of  income  without  increasing  the  tax  rate. 

That's  the  premise  under  which  the  selectmen  formed  this  budget  and  I 
think  it's  the  premise  under  which  it  was  accepted  by  the  Budget  Committee 
and  I  hope  you  would  support  it. 

Moderator  Stark  -  We  have  a  motion  to  end  debate,  it's  been 
seconded  -  motion  has  passed. 

Moderator  Stark  read  Articles  17  and  18: 

ARTICLE  17  -  To  hear  the  reports  of  Town  Officers,  Auditors  and 
Committees  and  to  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

ARTICLE  18  -  To  transact  any  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  said  meeting. 

Moderator  Stark  -  Is  there  any  business  to  be  taken  up  under  Article  17? 
(There  was  none). 

Is  there  any  business  to  be  taken  up  under  Article  18?  (There  was 
none). 

Peter  Georgantas  moved  to  adjourn  the  meeting,  motion  seconded 
and  passed. 

Meeting  adjourned  at  9:46  p.m.

Under  these 
standards,  the  purpose  of  such  evaluations  is  to  establish  a  basis  for  reliance 
on  the  system  of  internal  accounting  control  in  determining  the  nature, 
timing  and  extent  of  other  auditing  procedures  that  are  necessary  for 
expressing  an  opinion  on  the  financial  statements. 

The  management  of  the  Town  of  Goffstown,  New  Hampshire  is 
responsible  for  establishing  and  maintaining  a  system  of  internal  accounting 
control.  In  fulfilling  this  responsibility,  estimates  and  judgments  by  them 
are  required  to  assess  the  expected  benefits  and  related  costs  of  control 
procedures.  The  objectives  of  such  a  system  are  to  provide  reasonable,  but 
not  absolute,  assurance  that  assets  are  safeguarded  against  loss  from 
unauthorized  use  or  disposition,  and  that  transactions  are  executed  in 
accordance  with  required  authorization  and  recorded  properly  to  permit  the 
preparation  of  financial  statements  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles. 

Because  of  inherent  limitations  in  any  system  of  internal  accounting 
control,  errors  or  irregularities  may  still  occur  without  being  detected. 
Also,  projection  of  any  evaluation  of  the  system  to  future  periods  is  subject 
to  the  risks  that  procedures  may  become  inadequate  because  of  changes  in 
conditions  or  that  the  degree  of  compliance  with  the  procedures  may 
deteriorate. 

Our  study  and  evaluation  was  not  designed  for  the  purpose  of  expressing 
an  opinion  of  the  internal  accounting  control  structure  and  would  not 
necessarily  disclose  all  weaknesses  in  the  system.  However,  as  a  result  of 
our  study  and  evaluation,  and  in  an  effort  to  be  of  assistance  to  the  Town, 
we  are  submitting  for  your  consideration  a  number  of  comments  and 
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recommendations  intended  to  improve  operations  and  internal  accounting 
control. 

We  noted  certain  matters  involving  the  internal  control  structure  and  its 
operation  that  we  consider  to  be  a  reportable  condition  under  standards 
established  by  the  American  Instimte  of  Certified  Public  Accountants. 
Reportable  conditions  involve  matters  coming  to  our  attention  relating  to 
significant  deficiencies  in  the  design  or  operation  of  the  internal  control 
strucmre  that,  in  our  judgment,  could  adversely  affect  the  Town's  ability  to 
record,  process,  summarize,  and  report  financial  data  in  a  manner  that  is 
consistent  with  the  assertions  of  management  in  the  financial  statements. 

A  material  weakness  is  a  reportable  condition  in  which  the  design  or 
operation  of  one  or  more  of  the  specific  internal  control  strucmre  elements 
does  not  reduce,  to  a  relatively  low  level,  the  risk  that  errors  or 
irregularities  in  amounts  that  would  be  material  in  relation  to  the  financial 
statements  being  audited  may  occur  and  not  be  detected  within  a  timely 
period  by  employees  in  the  normal  course  of  performing  their  assigned 
functions.  Our  consideration  of  the  mternal  control  strucmre  would  not 
necessarily  disclose  all  matters  in  the  internal  control  strucmre  that  might  be 
reportable  conditions  and,  accordingly  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all 
reportable  conditions  that  are  also  considered  to  be  material  weaknesses  as 
defined  above.  However,  we  believe  all  of  the  reportable  conditions 
described  above  are  material  weaknesses. 

After  you  have  had  an  oppormnity  to  consider  our  comments  and 
recommendations,  we  would  be  please  to  discuss  them  with  you. 

CURRENT  YEAR  ISSUES: 

Provide  Continued  Training  and  Support  (Reportable  Condition) 

The  Town  has  recently  undergone  mrnover  in  the  key  financial  position 
of  Finance  Director,  concurrently  with  conversions  to  a  new  automated 
accounting  system,  which  occurred  in  mid-2000.  Under  normal 
circumstances,  computer  conversions  are  difficult  until  all  "bugs"  are 
identified  and  resolved,  and  revised  processing  procedures  are  streamlmed. 
Compounding  staff  mrnover  with  the  conversion  only  complicates  the 
process,  and  makes  it  more  difficult  to  identify  problems  as  either  computer 
related  or  user  errors. 

The  new  Finance  Director  faced  many  initial  challenges  because  the 
fiscal  2000  financial  records  had  just  undergone  the  computer  conversion 
and  were  not  totally  reconciled  or  "de-bugged"  at  year-end.  As  a  result, 
during  our  audit  field  work,  we  noted  that  in  the  first  quarter  of  2001,  the 
Fmance  Director  experienced  much  difficulty  in  maintaining  and  reconciling 
the  accounting  records.  In  late  Spring  2001,  the  Town  hired  an  outside 
consultant  to  provide  training  and  support  to  the  Finance  Director,  as  well  as 
the  Tax  Collector.   The  consultant's  role  includes: 

•  accounting  training; 

•  computer  training; 
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•  assistance  in  proper  accounting  records  maintenance; 

•  assistance  in  reconciling  procedures. 

We  recommend  the  Town  retain  the  outside  consultant  until  the  Town's 
financial  personnel  are  capable  of  independently  maintaining  the  accounting 
records  and  successfully  completing  monthly  reconciliations.  This  will 
assure  that  the  Town's  fiscal  stability  and  integrity  remains  strong. 

Prepare  for  GASB  34  Implementation 

Effective  December  31,  2003,  the  Town  will  be  required  to  implement 
the  Government  Accounting  Standards  Board  Statement  Number  34  (GASB 
34).  This  accounting  pronouncement  has  a  sweeping  effect  on  the 
presentation  and  format  of  the  year-end  audited  financial  statements.  Major 
changes  include: 

•  Requiring  a  narrative  "Management  Discussion  and  Analysis"  (MD&A) 
section,  which  describes  a  minimum  of  seven  specific  financial  areas  to 
help  the  reader  understand  the  key  financial  conditions  and  highlights  of 
the  financial  statement. 

•  Requiring  "dual  perspective"  financial  statements,  which  include 
"entity- wide"  consolidated  reports  in  addition  to  the  "fund  basis" 
financial  reports,  which  currently  exist. 

•  Reclassification  and  renaming  of  certain  fund  types. 

•  Recoding  of  certain  revenue  chart  of  accounts  numbers. 

•  Reporting  of  all  budget  amendments  and  transfers  in  the  financial 
statements. 

•  Reporting  of  "infrastructure"  fixed  assets  (e.g.  roads,  bridges,  etc.) 
effective  December  31,  2007. 

•  Revisions  of  required  footnote  disclosures  and  supplementary 
information. 

In  addition,  the  most  immediate  issue  that  requires  the  plarming  of  the 
Town  involves  the  reporting  of  general  fixed  assets  (such  as  buildings,  land, 
equipment,  vehicles  and  furnishings).  The  Town  has  always  been  required 
to  report  these  assets  (at  historical  cost)  in  the  year-end  audited  financial 
statements,  under  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  (GAAP). 
However,  like  most  New  Hampshire  municipalities,  the  Town  has  not 
maintained  fixed  asset  records  and,  therefore,  has  not  reported  them  in  the 
financial  statements.  As  a  result,  the  Independent  Auditor's  Report  has 
included  an  opinion  qualification  regarding  this  omission. 

Under  GASB  34,  however,  the  omission  of  fixed  assets  and  related 
depreciation  expense  typically  would  now  cause  the  auditor  to  issue  a  more 
serious  "adverse"  opinion  on  the  financial  statements  instead  of  a 
"qualification".  This  could  have  a  serious  negative  impact  on  the  Town's 
bond  rating  and  ability  to  borrow. 

Compliance  with  GASB  34  will  require  the  Town  to  commit  additional 
resources,  particularly  related  to  the  maintenance  of  fixed  asset  records. 
Also,  once  implemented,  whether  fully  or  partially,  the  annual  audit  fee  will 
also  be  increased. 
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We  recommend  the  Town  begin  planning  and  funding  for  the 
compilation  of  these  records  immediately.  This  will  help  assure  that  the 
Town  is  able  to  implement  the  requirements  of  GASB  34  within  the  required 
timetable. 

Improve  Transfer  Station  Receipts 

In  our  review  of  the  transfer  station  receipts,  we  noted  that  receipt 
records  do  not  accumulate  daily,  weekly,  monthly  or  cumulative  totals.  As 
a  result,  it  is  more  difficult  to  reconcile  to  receipt  turnovers  or  to  revenues 
reported  in  the  Town's  general  ledger. 

As  discussed  in  Comment  4,  we  recommend  formal  policies  and 
procedures  be  established  to  track  departmental  receipts.  This  will  improve 
controls  and  documentation  over  receipts  and  will  simplify  the  reconciliation 
process. 

Document  Sewer  Abatements 

Sewer  abatements  are  currently  not  reported  to  the  Finance  Director  or 
Tax  Collector  on  a  designated  form.  This  increases  the  risk  that  abatements 
may  not  get  recorded  in  the  general  ledger,  thereby  complicating  the 
reconciliation  process. 

We  recommend  the  Sewer  Commission  document  all  abatements  on  a 
formal  abatement  form  to  be  provided  to  the  Finance  Director  and  Tax 
Collector.  This  will  improve  documentation  and  should  simplify  the 
receivable  reconciliation  process. 

Record  Sewer  Grant  Revenues  in  General  Ledger 

During  the  second  half  of  2000,  sewer  grant  receipts  were  not  recorded 
in  the  general  ledger.  As  a  result,  cash,  receivables  and  revenues  reported 
in  the  general  ledger  were  inaccurate. 

We  recommend  all  sewer  grant  receipts  be  recorded  in  the  general 
ledger.   This  will  result  in  more  accurate  interim  and  year-end  reports. 

Resolve  Purchase  Order/Encumbrance  Problem 

Open  purchase  orders  at  December  31,  2000  did  not  flow  into  the  2001 
Town  appropriation  reports  properly.  As  a  result,  it  is  more  difficult  to 
monitor  departmental  budget  versus  actual  activity  for  expenditures. 

We  recommend  the  Town  continue  to  work  with  the  software  vendor  to 
resolve  this  issue.  This  is  necessary  for  the  Town  to  properly  monitor 
departmental  expenditures  to  assure  compliance  with  budget  limitations. 

PRIOR  YEAR  ISSUES: 

Establish  Departmental  Receipt  PoHcies 

Certain  departments  maintain  accounting  policies  and  procedures; 
however,  the  Town  currently  does  not  have  any  formal  Town- wide  written 
policies  and  procedures  for  all  departments  to  consistently  follow  for 
collecting  and  remitting  miscellaneous  receipts.    Although  we  did  not  note 
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any  errors  or  irregularities  during  our  audit,   the  lack  of  policies  and 
procedures  increases  the  risk  they  could  occur  and  go  undetected. 

We  recommend  the  Town  establish  formal  Town-wide  written 
departmental  receipt  policies  and  procedures.  This  should  include  issues 
such  as  uniform  receipt  records,  receipt  logs,  audit  trails,  standard  forms  for 
remittances  to  the  Collector's  office,  overnight  security,  and  check  cashing 
policies.  We  further  recommend  the  Finance  office  personnel  perform 
periodic  internal  audits  of  the  various  departments  to  assure  compliance  with 
the  policies  and  procedures.  This  should  result  in  improved  controls  over 
departmental  receipts  and  reduce  the  likelihood  of  irregularities  occurring. 

Revise  Cash  Management  Policies 

Oversight 

Bank  reconciliations  are  currently  performed  by  the  Finance  Director. 
Because  the  Finance  Director  also  controls  the  general  ledger,  the 
disbursement  process,  and  check  stops,  this  results  in  an  inadequate 
segregation  of  duties. 

We  recommend  monthly  bank  reconciliations,  and  cash  book 
maintenance,  be  performed  by  the  Treasurer  or  other  independent  personnel. 
This  will  improve  the  segregation  of  duties  and  control  over  the  Town's 
cash  balances. 

Maintain  Separate  Vendor  Account 

Vendor  disbursements  are  currently  processed  through  the  Town's  main 
depository  cash  account.  As  a  result,  multiple  receipt  and  disbursement 
transaction  flow  through  this  account,  complicating  the  monthly 
reconciliation  process. 

We  recommend  the  Town  maintain  a  separate  vendor  account,  which 
would  operate  on  an  impret  basis  (similar  to  the  payroll  account).  Deposits 
into  the  account  should  equal  manifest  totals,  thereby  resulting  in  a  constant 
reconciled  balance  of  zero.  This  will  streamline  the  monthly  cash 
reconciliation  process. 

Automate  Spreadsheets  -  Clerk 

The  Town  Clerk's  office  currently  maintains  manual  spreadsheets  to 
track  receipt  activity. 

We  recommend  these  spreadsheets  be  converted  to  an  automated 
spreadsheet  programs,  such  as  Excel  or  Lotus.  This  would  provide  for  a 
more  efficient  system  of  summarizing  receipts  and  reduce  the  risk  of  manual 
errors  occurring. 

Formalize  Procedures  for  Performance  Bonds 

The  Town  Plaiming  Office  currently  accepts  performance  bond  receipts 
from  outside  contractors  to  guarantee  certain  projects. 

We  recommend  the  Planning  Office  maintain  a  log  to  track  all 
performance  bond  receipts  and  disbursements,  which  could  be  used  to 
reconcile  balances  reported  in  the  Town's  general  ledger. 
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Maintain  Fixed  Asset  Schedules 

Because  the  Town's  Sewer  Fund  is  reported  as  an  Enterprise  Fund  in  the 
audited  financial  statements,  generally  accepted  accounting  principles 
require  that  detailed  fixed  asset/depreciation  records  be  maintained  and 
reported.   The  Town  does  not  currentiy  maintain  these  records  in-house. 

We  recommend  the  Town  maintain  detailed  fixed  asset/depreciation 
schedules  to  track  all  fixed  asset  balances,  additions,  and  related 
depreciation.  This  will  resuh  in  improved  controls  and  more  complete 
records  of  sewer  fixed  assets.

The  following  are  responses  to  the  Management  Letter  dated  May  18, 
2001,  prepared  by  Melanson  Heath  &  Company.  The  comments  in  the 
letter  pertain  to  issues  surrounding  the  audit  for  year  ending  Dec.  31,  2000. 

The  town  purchased  and  installed  new  financial  accounting  software  in 
the  year  2000.  The  difficulty  associated  with  account  maintenance  and 
reconciliation  in  the  first  quarter  of  2001  was  a  direct  result  of  the  computer 
conversion,  records  from  2000  that  were  not  accurately  reconciled,  staff 
mrnover,  staff  training,  and  software  "bugs".  The  town  is  currently 
working  to  resolve  the  problems  and  issues  associated  with  all  of  the  above. 
We  are  working  with  our  software  vendor  in  an  effort  to  identify  and  correct 
the  components  of  the  software  that  are  not  functioning  properly.  We 
anticipate  the  resolution  of  these  software-related  issues  to  be  ongoing. 
Updates  to  our  financial  software  have  the  potential  to  create  new  problems 
but  we  will  continue  to  monitor  the  situation  throughout  the  year.  The  town 
is  providing  training  and  support  for  the  Finance  Director  and  Tax 
Collector.  This  will  continue  until  the  staff  is  capable  of  completing 
independent  account  maintenance  and  reconciliations.  We  anticipate  that 
training  and  support  will  continue  throughout  the  year  2001.  The  town 
recognizes  the  importance  of  having  a  well-trained,  capable,  and  fully 
staffed  financial  department.  To  this  end  we  have  committed  the  time  and 
resources  necessary  to  retain  fiscal  stability  and  integrity. 

In  preparation  for  compliance  with  GASB  34,  the  town  will  submit  a 
plan  with  a  budget  that  will  meet  the  timetable  for  implementation.  We 
recognize  the  fact  that  additional  resources  will  be  required  for  the 
inventorying  and  maintenance  of  fixed  asset  records. 
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The  town  has  implemented  the  process  of  reconciling  the  weekly  and 
monthly  transfer  station  receipts  to  the  departmental  receipt  report  and  to  the 
Town's  general  ledger.  Departmental  receipt  procedures  and  policies  were 
in  place  during  the  year  2000.  We  will  make  every  effort  to  review  and 
update  these  policies  as  time  allows. 

The  Sewer  Dept.  has  implemented  the  process  of  reporting  all  Sewer 
abatements  to  the  Tax  Collector  and  Finance  Director  on  a  designated  form. 

Sewer  grant  revenues  for  the  year  2001  are  recorded  in  the  general 
ledger.   This  should  improve  the  accuracy  of  interim  and  year-end  reports. 

The  town  is  working  with  the  software  vendor  to  resolve  the  purchase 
order/encumbrance  problem.  We  are  tracking  this  activity  manually  until 
the  issue  can  be  resolved  with  the  software  vendor. 

Departmental  receipt  policies  exist  within  each  individual  department 
that  handles  money.  In  2001  we  will  make  an  effort  to  standardize  the 
forms  and  frequency  of  deposits  by  the  various  departments.  The  Finance 
Department  will  perform  random  audits  of  various  departments  to  insure 
compliance  with  internal  policies  and  procedures. 

The  Finance  Department  will  perform  bank  reconciliations,  cash  book 
maintenance  and  provide  for  overview  by  independent  personnel.  In  order 
to  maintain  an  adequate  segregation  of  duties,  we  will  continue  to  use  a 
slightly  modified  version  of  the  form  that  was  developed  in  2000  and  include 
signature  lines  for  those  staff  members  that  are  performing  the 
reconciliations  and  overview. 

The  town  will  continue  to  review  and  monitor  the  necessity  of 
maintaining  a  separate  accounts  payable  vendor  account.  At  this  time  we 
have  determined  it  is  not  necessary  but  we  will  keep  an  open  mind  and  make 
the  change  if,  and  when  it  becomes  necessary. 

The  Town  Clerk  will  review  and  consider  issues  surrounding  a 
conversion  to  an  automated  spreadsheet  program.  When  the  decision  is 
made  to  convert,  we  will  provide  support  and  make  provisions  for  training 
in  this  area. 

The  Planning  Office  maintains  a  log  and  tracks  all  performance  bonds. 
Receipts  and  disbursements  for  escrow  accounts  are  tracked  and  reconciled 
by  the  Finance  Department.  The  Finance  Director  reconciles  the  balances 
reported  in  the  Town's  general  ledger. 

The  Sewer  Department  will  have  the  ability  to  track  all  assets  in  the  new 
financial  software.  However,  due  to  the  conversion  we  have  been  unable  to 
move  forward  with  the  implementation  of  this  particular  software  module. 
Once  we  have  resolved  all  of  the  outstanding  issues  surrounding  the 
financial  software,  we  will  move  forward  and  begin  the  implementation  of 
the  fixed  asset  module.

In 
July,  we  re-instituted  the  motor  vehicle  mail-in  renewal  program.  While 
you  are  still  welcome  to  renew  in  person,  we  hope  that  you  will  consider 
taking  advantage  of  the  renewal  program.  Renewal  notices  are  sent  out  by 
the  25*  of  the  month  prior  to  your  registration  expiration.  Please  read  the 
notice  carefully,  send  two  checks  and  a  self-addressed  stamped  envelope. 
Registrations  are  processed  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  received.  On  July 
23"^  we  went  on-line  with  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Motor 
Vehicles.  We  are  now  able  to  perform  more  motor  vehicle  functions.  This 
will  mean  fewer  trips  to  the  Manchester  Motor  Vehicle  Sub-Station  for  some 
of  you.  A  few  of  these  new  services  include:  vanity  plates,  moose  plates, 
replacement  of  lost  plates,  decals  and  registrations,  address  changes  and 
vehicles  which  weigh  up  to  26,000  pounds.  We  are  looking  forward  to  an 
upgrade  to  our  town  motor  vehicle  computer  system  in  2002.  This  upgrade 
will  allow  us  to  better  service  our  customers. 

We  have  also  instituted  a  number  of  policy  changes  in  the  Town  Clerk's 
office.  This  office  is  regulated  by  many  RSA's  and  State  Administrative 
Rules.  The  policies  we  have  established  are  not  done  to  inconvenience  you 
but  are  for  your  protection.  We  will  no  longer  just  renew  a  motor  vehicle 
registration  unless  you  have  your  previous  registration  or  the  mail-in 
renewal  form.  If  you  are  a  new  resident,  please  be  sure  to  bring  proof  of 
residency  with  you.  After  the  events  of  September  11*,  I'm  sure  you  realize 
how  important  it  is  that  all  of  our  documentation  is  in  order. 

The  Checklist  Supervisors  had  a  busy  year  with  the  ten  year  purging  of 
voter  checklist.  The  purging  was  completed  August  31''  and  there  was  a 
total  of  8,367  registered  voters  in  the  Town  of  Goffstown  as  of  that  date. 
This  number  is  down  from  12,138.   The  party  breakdown  is  as  follows: 

Democrats  =  2,020 

Republicans  =  3,205 

Independents  =  3,134 

Please  be  sure  to  complete  address  change  forms,  which  are  available  in 
the  Town  Clerk's  office  even  if  you  move  within  the  Town  of  Goffstown. 
Your  polling  location  may  be  affected  by  your  move.

I'd  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  election  workers,  Checklist 
Supervisors,  Jerry  Agate  of  SAU  19,  and  the  employees  at  the  Public  Works 
and  Police  Departments  for  all  their  hard  work  during  election  time.  Their 
help  is  invaluable  and  makes  my  job  so  much  easier.  It  is  with  much  regret 
that  we  say  good-bye  to  Laurent  and  Simonne  Fortin,  two  long  time  election 
workers  who  have  decided  to  retire.  Thank  you  for  your  many  years  of 
dedicated  service.  We  are  also  saddened  by  the  death  of  William  Parkinson 
who  also  worked  for  many  years  at  the  elections.  My  term  as  Town  Clerk 
is  up  and  I  will  be  miming  for  re-election  on  the  March  12*  ballot.  I  hope 
that  you  will  take  the  time  to  vote  in  March.   Your  vote  is  important. 

Residents  may  register  to  vote  at  the  Town  Clerk's  office  during  regular 
office  hours.  Residents  may  also  register  to  vote  when  the  Checklist 
Supervisors  are  in  session.  These  sessions  are  posted  and  notice  given  in  the 
Union  Leader.  Residents  may  also  register  to  vote  on  election  day  at  the 
appropriate  polling  district.  Identification  and  proof  of  residency  must  be 
presented  at  the  time  of  registration. 

Goffstown  has  two  voting  districts. 
District  1  -  Goffstown  Area  High  School,  27  Wallace  Road,  Goffstown: 
Includes  those  residents  living  in  the  Goffstown  Village  area  and  the 
Grasmere  area  (from  Route  114/114A  intersection  westerly  to  the  Weare, 
New  Boston  and  Dunbarton  town  lines  including  residents  on  the  east  side  of 
the  Piscataquog  River. 

District  5  -  Bartlett  Elementary  School,  689  Mast  Road,  Pinardville: 
Includes  residents  from  the  Route  114/114A  intersection  to  the  Piscataquog 
River  and  easterly  to  the  Manchester  line. 

Residents  are  reminded  that  all  dogs  must  be  registered  yearly.  Dog 
licenses  are  effective  May  1  to  April  30  regardless  of  when  the  license  is 
issued.  Failure  to  comply  results  in  a  penalty  of  $1.00  per  month  after  May 
3V^  and  are  subject  to  a  $25.00  unlicensed  dog  fine.  A  puppy  needs  to  be 
registered  as  soon  as  it  receives  its  first  rabies  shot.  Dog  registration  fees 
are  $6.50  for  a  spayed/neutered  animal;  if  they  have  not  been  neutered  the 
fee  is  $9.00.  Resident  must  present  rabies  certificate  and  certificate  of 
neutering  in  order  for  the  Town  Clerk  to  process  a  dog  license. 

We  have  had  a  couple  of  staffing  changes  this  year  in  the  Town  Clerk's 
office.  Cathy  Willmot  left  for  a  job  in  the  private  sector  in  February. 
Kathleen  Peterson  joined  our  staff  in  May  and  then  transferred  to  the 
Building  Department  in  September.  I  would  like  to  welcome  Karen  LeClerc 
who  joined  our  staff  m  October.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  Marlene  Gamans 
our  former  town  clerk  for  her  help  throughout  the  year.  We  have  a 
wonderful  team  in  the  office,  and  we  are  here  to  help  you  in  any  way  we 
can.

The  Goffstown  Budget  Committee  consists  of  16  members.  Twelve 
members  are  elected  for  staggered  three-year  terms,  and  four  members  are 
appointed  each  year;  one  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  one  from  the  School 
Board,  one  from  the  Grasmere  Village  Water  Precinct  and  one  from  the 
Goffstown  Village  Water  Precinct. 

The  Budget  Committee  normally  meets  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  each 
month  for  the  purpose  of  reviewing  monthly  expenditures  by  the  Town 
departments  and  the  school  district. 

During  the  month  of  November  the  Budget  Committee  divides  into  two 
sub-committees.  The  Town  sub-committee  meets  with  the  department  heads 
to  review  and  formulate  the  Town  budget  requests  for  the  following  year. 
The  school  sub-committee  meets  with  the  representatives  from  the 
Goffstown  School  Board  for  the  same  purpose.  After  a  lengthy  review 
process  and  deliberation  sessions,  each  sub-committee  recommends  a 
proposed  budget  to  the  full  Budget  Committee  during  the  month  of 
December.  In  January  the  Budget  Committee  then  conducts  public  hearings 
and  finally  makes  a  recommendation  for  the  Deliberative  Sessions  for  both 
the  Town  Meeting  and  School  District  Meeting. 

Major  items  that  were  considered  this  year  were:  increases  in  the  Town 
and  school  budgets,  and  special  articles  for  the  major  road  plan  and  the 
GAHS  roof  replacement.  The  Budget  Committee's  meetings  are  open  to  the 
public  and  we  welcome  your  input  during  our  public  comment  session.

Goffstown  continues  to  face  the  challenges  of  growth.  Our  location  next 
to  Manchester  ensures  that  we  will  experience  increased  residential 
development.  As  shown  by  the  fiscal  impact  studies  required  of 
developers,  however,  the  annual  difference  between  the  cost  of  the 
additional  services  the  Town  and  School  District  must  provide  and  the 
additional  tax  revenue  generated  by  each  typical  new  house  is  a  negative 
$4,200.   In  short,  residential  development  costs  the  taxpayers. 

What  can  the  Town  do?  State  law  does  not  allow  us  simply  to  pull  up 
the  drawbridge.  Last  year,  the  Planning  Board  proposed  and  the  voters 
enacted  an  impact  fee  ordinance,  which  allows  the  Town  to  collect  from  new 
developments  a  portion  of  the  capital,  but  not  operating,  costs  related  to  the 
development.  In  some  of  our  neighboring  towns,  the  voters  have  authorized 
the  purchase  of  vacant  land  to  prevent  its  development,  but  the  Goffstown 
voters  have  not  been  receptive  to  that  concept.  The  master  plan 
recommends  that  the  Town  encourage  commercial  and  industrial 
development  to  increase  tax  base,  but  that  we  also  maintain  our  supply  of 
affordable  housing.  Recent  Planning  Board  hearings  have  shown,  however, 
that  proposals  for  new  commercial  and  residential  development  can  generate 
vocal  opposition.  We  do  not  expect  to  find  easy  answers  to  these 
challenges,  but  the  Planning  Board  continues  to  study  changes  to  our  zoning 
ordinance  and  land  use  regulations  to  help  the  Town  manage  growth. 
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The  planning  staff,  on  the  second  floor  of  the  Town  Hall,  is  available 
during  business  hours  to  assist  you  with  questions  on  land  use  and 
development.  The  Planning  Board's  public  hearings  are  typically  held  on 
the  second  and  fourth  Thursdays  of  each  month,  at  7:00  p.m.,  in  the  Town 
Hall.   We  welcome  your  attendance  and  participation  at  our  hearings.

Development  activity  has  continued  to  be  strong,  but  subdivision  sizes 
are  smaller.  In  2001,  the  Plaiming  Office  worked  with  our  new  GIS 
administrator  to  develop  a  GIS  for  the  town.  This  system  will  make  it  easier 
to  visualize  impacts  of  developments  and  to  gather  information  to  make 
informed  planning  decisions.  The  office  also  reorganized  its  filing  system 
and  office  space  to  increase  the  ease  of  use  and  the  amount  of  space 
available  for  files.  This  will  make  it  better  for  all  the  people  who  use  the 
department. 

The  department  is  gearing  up  for  a  comprehensive  corridor  study  for 
2002  and  will  begin  working  on  the  revised  Master  Plan  for  2003 .

The  goal  of  the  Capital  Improvements  Program  is  to  ensure  citizen 
health,  safety  and  welfare  by  maintaining  facilities  and  the  improvements  of 
essential  services. 

When  related  to  the  Master  Plan  the  CIP  process  works  to  anticipate 
investments  in  community  facilities  which  are  needed  to  serve  or  shape  the 
pattern  of  development  and  growth. 

The  Capital  Improvements  Program  is  one  measure,  which  the  Planning 
Board  may  use  to  judge  whether  a  development  is  scattered  and  premature 
based  on  the  absence  of  essential  public  services,  where  the  development 
could  require  excessive  public  expenditures  to  supply  these  services.  After 
meeting  with  all  department  heads  the  committee  studies  each  project  and 
may  make  recommendations  to  the  department.  The  final  report  is  subject 
to  approval  from  the  public,  the  Planning  Board,  Budget  Committee  and  the 
Selectmen. 

The  budgetary  purpose  of  the  CIP  committee  is  to  receive,  analyze  and 
prioritize  capital  proposals,  which  the  town  can  anticipate  over  the  next  six 
(6)  years.

Did  you  know  that  3%  of  the  properties  in  Goffstown  generate  10%  of 
the  revenue  to  the  Town?  How  do  we  diversify  the  tax  base  while 
minimizing  the  impact  to  our  neighborhoods  and  keeping  intact  the  unique 
characteristics  of  Goffstown?  For  the  town  to  create  economic  development 
opportunities  it  must  be  done  in  a  planned,  well  thought  out  manner  and  the 
town  must  be  proactive  with  its  efforts. 

In  2001  the  Goffstown  Economic  Development  Council  (GEDC) 
focused  on  the  some  of  these  issues. 

In  an  effort  to  maintain  the  traditional  village  experience  that  typically 
includes  a  post  office,  church,  meeting  places  and  public  open  space  the 
GEDC  worked  with  St.  Lawrence  Catholic  Church  as  they  investigated 
growth  oppormnities  primarily  to  the  west  of  Town.  A  subcommittee  was 
available  to  assist  by  identifying  a  large  parcel  of  land  in  Goffstown  for  their 
potential  use  and  evaluating  and  proposing  some  very  good  alternatives  for 
utilizing  their  existing  site. 

For  any  community  to  be  attractive  to  employers  it  must  offer  a  range  of 
services  and  amenities.  One  such  effort,  which  received  the  formal  support 
of  GEDC  was  the  Rails  to  Trails  program.  This  alternative  mode  of 
transportation  and  recreation  will  once  again  show  the  quality  of  life  that  the 
Town  of  Goffstown  can  offer  to  the  business  community. 

Two  subcommittees  were  formed  to  look  at  rezoning  issues  and  to 
investigate  the  use  of  CIP  funds  to  assist  or  foster  economic  development. 
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The  rezoning  committee  looked  at  appropriate  commercial  or  industrial 
locations  and  their  current  zoning  classifications.  The  conclusion  was  that 
the  majority  of  non-residential  growth  would  have  to  occur  along  the  Route 
114  corridor.  With  this  m  mind  we  are  pursuing  an  economic  corridor  study 
to  supplement  the  Planning  Board's  work  in  the  development  of  this 
quadrant. 

The  second  subcommittee  has  focused  on  how  the  Town  of  Goffstown 
can  successfully  leverage  substantial  public  and  private  monies  to  assist  in 
the  development  of  commercial  and  industrial  land.  This  committee  has 
recommended  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  that  they  include  $125,000  in  this 
year's  CIP  budget  for  preliminary  planning  or  other  appropriate  forms  of 
assistance  in  an  effort  to  foster  economic  development.  We  ask  for  your 
support  of  this  warrant  article. 

Special  thanks  to  Planning  and  Economic  Development  Coordinator 
David  Schwerd  for  his  assistance  throughout  the  year. 

I  hope  you  will  join  me  in  promoting  the  growth  and  prosperity  of 
Goffstown  in  2002!

Southern  New  Hampshire  Planning 
Commission  Report 

The  Southern  New  Hampshire  Plarming  Commission  has  a  wide  range 
of  services  and  resources  available  to  help  the  dues-paying  members  deal 
with  a  variety  of  municipal  issues.  Technical  assistance  is  provided  by  a 
professional  staff  whose  expertise  is,  when  necessary,  supplemented  by 
consultants  who  are  selected  for  their  specialized  skills  or  services.  Each 
year,  with  the  approval  of  your  appointed  representatives,  the  Commission 
staff  designs  and  carries  out  programs  of  area-wide  significance  that  are 
mandated  under  New  Hampshire  and  federal  laws  or  regulations,  as  well  as 
local  projects  which  would  pertain  more  exclusively  to  your  community. 

Technical  assistance  is  provided  in  a  professional  and  timely  manner  by 
staff  at  the  request  of  your  Plarming  and  Economic  Development 
Coordinator  and/or  the  Town  Administrator.  The  Commission  conducts 
plarming  studies  and  carries  out  projects  that  are  of  common  interest  and 
benefit  to  all  member  communities,  keeps  your  officials  apprised  of  changes 
in  planning  and  land  use  regulation. 
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Services  that  were  performed  for  the  Town  of  Goffstown  during  the  past 
year  are  as  follows: 

•  Co-sponsored  the  Municipal  Law  Lecture  series.  Goffstown  officials 
attended  these  meetings. 

•  Conducted  traffic  counts  at  thirty-six  (36)  locations  in  the  Town  of 
Goffstown.  Data  was  forwarded  to  the  Plarming  &  Economic 
Development  Coordinator. 

•  Sponsored  a  legal  discussion  on  the  "Simplex  Technologies  vs.  Town  of 
Newmgton"  case,  which  was  adjudicated  by  the  NH  Supreme  Court.  A 
number  of  Goffstown  officials  attended.  A  videotape  of  the  proceedings 
and  an  associated  paper  authored  by  Attorney  Drescher  were  forwarded 
to  the  Goffstown  Planning  Board. 

•  The  staff  has  begun  preparation  of  a  Hazard  Mitigation  Plan  for  the 
town. 

•  Reviewed  and  offered  comments  on  the  traffic  impact  study.  Prepared 
for  the  proposed  apartment  building  on  Biron  Street  in  Manchester  as  it 
impacts  the  Town  of  Goffstown. 

•  Updated  all  of  the  town's  large-scale  tax  maps,  which  were  prepared  in 
the  previous  fiscal  year.  One  set  of  these  maps  was  forwarded  to  the 
town.  Additionally,  one  set  of  maps  (in  smaller  scale)  measuring 
11"  X  17"  was  also  forwarded  to  the  town. 

•  Provided  an  electronic  copy  of  the  tax  maps  to  the  town's  Plaiming 
Coordinator.

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Building  &  Health  Report 

The  Building  and  Health  Office  is  located  at  16  Main  Street  on  the 
second  floor  of  Town  Hall.  Our  office  hours  are  8:30  AM  to  4:30  PM 
Monday,  Tuesday  and  Friday,  8:30  AM  to  Noon  on  Wednesday  and  8:30 
AM  to  6  PM  on  Thursday.  The  building  inspector,  who  is  also  the  health 
officer,  and  a  part  time  secretary  staff  the  department. 

The  department  welcomes  Kathleen  Peterson  who  replaced  Missy  Bruce 
who  resigned  when  she  moved  away.  Kathleen  also  serves  as  Zoning 
Secretary. 

As  Building  Inspector  I  am  responsible  for  all  building  code  inspections 
and  enforcement  and  related  duties.  As  Health  Officer,  I  enforce  health 
regulations  as  adopted  by  the  Town  of  Goffstown  and  the  State  of  NH. 

Residential  construction  has  experienced  a  decline  in  new  homes  for  the 
third  year  in  a  row;  however,  the  trend  continues  to  build  larger  homes  than 
back  in  the  mid  90' s. 

This  past  year,  the  town  has  seen  an  increase  in  non-residential 
construction  in  the  areas  of  commercial  property  and  educational  facilities. 
Among  these  are  two  projects  being  completed  by  Saint  Anselm  College  - 
Phase  2  of  the  Political  Instimte  and  construction  of  a  24,000 +foot 
dormitory.  Both  projects  are  expected  to  be  ready  for  the  begiiming  of  the 
2002  school  year.  In  addition,  the  Goffstown  High  School  addition  and 
renovation  is  under  way  and  progressing  well. 

The  increase  in  non-residential  construction,  which  has  generated  a 
significant  increase  in  Commercial  Permit  fee  revenues,  has  also  increased 
the  work  and  responsibilities  of  the  building  department. 

Health  issues  are  at  the  same  level  as  previous  years.  An  area  of 
concern  is  the  increase  of  septic  system  failures.  As  this  is  a  public  health 
hazard,  any  failure  should  be  reported  to  the  health  department  at  497-3612. 

Any  questions  concerning  building  codes,  health  issues  and  flood  plains 
regulations  should  be  directed  to  the  building  and  health  office  at  497-3612.

The  Goffstown  Historic  District  Commission/Heritage  Commission 
continues  to  support  and  supervise  The  Parker  Station  Historic  District,  The 
Carr's  Court  Historic  District  and  The  Grasmere  Historic  District  during  the 
year  2001. 

Although  each  District  is  important,  the  one  that  has  received  the  most 
attention  is  the  Grasmere  Historic  District.  This  district  is  the  home  of  The 
Grasmere  Town  Hall,  a  building  that  has  been  an  ongoing  project  for  the 
Commission  for  the  past  several  years.  This  building  is  on  the  National 
Register  of  Historic  Places,  a  project  taken  on  by  the  HDC  several  years 
ago.  Many  improvements  have  been  made  to  this  building. 

Many  hours  of  fundraising  and  planning  have  continued  this  past  year  to 
bring  this  project  closer  to  completion.  A  Certified  Local  Goverrmient  Grant 
was  awarded  by  the  Division  of  Historical  Resources  for  the  replacement  of 
the  slate  roof  on  the  Grasmere  Town  Hall.  This  grant  will  match  dollar  for 
dollar  money  the  Town  of  Goffstown  and  the  Historic  District  Commission 
have  available  for  the  roof  project  and  is  considered  a  50/50  match.  The 
Federal  dollar  amount  from  the  Division  of  Historical  Resources  is  $34,516. 
The  Town  of  Goffstown  has  $30,000  that  has  been  appropriated  for  roof 
replacement  in  the  2001  Capital  Improvement  Project  ftinding.  The  balance 
will  come  from  the  Grasmere  Town  Hall  Restoration  Fund  of  the  Historic 
District    Commission/Heritage    Commission.    The    HDC    has    continued 
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throughout  the  year  to  add  to  the  fund  with  ongoing  fundraisers.  A  yard  sale 
was  held  to  raise  money  and  awareness,  as  well  as  the  continued  sale  of 
maps  and  drawings  of  historic  places.  The  book,  Memory  Bank  II,  by  local 
author,  historian  and  Commission  member,  Doug  Gove,  has  also  been  of 
great  benefit  to  the  Heritage  Fund.  The  design  and  sale  of  a  new  sun  catcher 
medallion  to  coincide  with  the  restoration  of  the  Main  Street  Bridge  has  also 
been  well  accepted.  The  HDC  brought  back  a  popular  item  this  year.  The 
Homeowner's  Plaque,  which  is  now  available.  Most  important,  let  us  not 
forget  all  of  the  donations  the  HDC  received  from  our  supporters.  The 
Commission  has  applied  for  a  Land  and  Community  Heritage  Investment 
Program  Grant  (LCHIP).  The  submitted  materials  will  be  evaluated  and 
scored.  This  grant  request,  if  successful,  will  complete  many  of  the 
unfinished  projects  at  the  Grasmere  Town  Hall.  The  goal  is  the  completion 
of  the  second  floor  community  auditorium  and  stage  area.  The  restoration  of 
this  building  and  community  auditorium  has  come  a  long  way  since  its' 
undertaking  by  the  HDC. 

The  Commission  looks  forward  to  2002  and  what  can  be  accomplished 
in  all  of  Goffstown's  Historic  Districts.

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Conservation  Commission  Report 

The  year  2001  proved  to  be  a  very  busy  and  productive  year  for  the 
Conservation  Commission. 

The  commission,  and  particularly  the  Glen  Lake  Subcommittee,  invested 
a  tremendous  amount  of  time,  energy  and  resources  in  the  planning,  design 
and  construction  of  the  improvements  to  the  town  owned  property  at  Glen 
Lake.  The  shoreline  restoration  project,  known  as  the  Waterfront  at  Glen 
Lake,  was  made  possible  through  a  grant  by  the  NH  Department  of 
Envirormiental  Services.  Many  local  businesses  and  individuals  contributed 
materials  and  equipment  and  nearly  2,500  hours  of  volunteer  labor  were 
logged  in  the  construction  of  the  improvements.  The  area  now  boasts  of  a 
concrete  boat  ramp,  stabilized  shoreline,  auto  and  trailer  parking  areas  and 
extensive,  naturalized  landscaping.  This  spring  will  see  the  completion  of 
the  project  with  walkways,  granite  benches,  a  canoe  and  kayak  carry-down 
area  and  an  informational  kiosk.  The  entire  project  will  have  been  completed 
without  the  use  of  any  local  tax  dollars.  A  formal  dedication  of  the  facility  is 
anticipated  some  time  in  early  spring. 

The  commission  continues  to  take  an  active  role  with  site  inspections 
and  recommendations  to  the  NH  Department  of  Environmental  Services 
relative  to  Dredge  and  Fill  Permit  Applications.  This  past  year  we  reviewed 
15  applications  which  was  down  slightly  from  the  17  reviewed  in  2000  but 
up  from  the  12  which  were  reviewed  in  1999.  We  also  assisted  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  with  permitting  of  the  repairs  to  the  town 
owned  dam  at  Mountain  Base  Pond.  These  repairs  were  required  by  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  under  the  dam  licensing  program,  failure  to  make 
the  required  repairs  might  have  led  to  the  state  requiring  removal  of  the 
dam. 

The  commission  will  be  wrapping  up  the  survey  of  the  town  owned 
parcel  on  South  Uncanoonuc  Mountain.  This  has  been  a  difficult  survey  due 
to  the  lack  of  historical  survey  data,  the  rugged  terrain  and  the  number  of 
abutting  properties.  This  completed  survey  will  be  invaluable  as  we  develop 
a  management  plan  for  the  property. 

The  commission  continues  to  provide  inspection  reports  and  technical 
support  to  the  Planning  Board,  Department  of  Public  Works  and  other  town 
agencies.

In  February  of  2001,  the  Town  received  a  needs  analysis  for  creating  a 
Geographic  Information  System.  This  document,  prepared  by  Camp 
Dresser  &  McKee,  revealed  the  Town's  need  for  a  Management  Information 
System  /  Geographic  Information  System  Admuiistrator.  This  position  was 
created,  approved,  and  filled  in  July,  when  the  Town  hired  Neil  Funcke. 

The  responsibilities  of  this  position  include  administering  and 
maintaining  the  Town's  computer  systems  and  networks,  with  specific 
importance  placed  on  coordinating,  implementing,  and  maintaming  the 
Geographic  Information  System  (GIS)  being  developed  by  the  Town. 
Additional  functions  of  this  position  mclude  computer  hardware  and 
software  purchasing,  and  administration  of  the  Town's  information  systems 
(MIS)  and  Internet  web  page,  and  developing  an  information  technology 
(IT)  strategic  plan. 

This  year  the  Town  contracted  with  Aerial  Survey  and  Photo,  Inc.  to 
produce  aerial  photography  and  mapping  of  the  Town.  This  mapping  will 
be  used  to  accommodate  the  Department  of  Public  Works  needs  and  update 
the  Town's  existing  tax  maps.  The  combined  maps  and  Assessor's  database 
will  be  the  foundation  of  the  Town's  GIS.  Eventually  the  GIS  will  be 
expanded  to  assist  all  Town  departments  with  easier  access  to  information. 

The  Town  currentiy  uses  an  MIS  designed  by  Atlantic  Turnkey 
Corporation  (ATC).  This  system  helps  the  Finance,  Tax,  Sewer,  and 
Administration  offices  keep  track  of  finances  and  payroll.  Change  of 
ownership  and  a  version  upgrade  this  year  temporarily  increased  the  time 
required  to  maintain  the  system.  The  addition  of  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire's  motor  vehicle  registration  system  has  allowed  the  Town  to 
offer  "Moose"  plates  and  register  more  vehicle  classifications.  A  new 
program  for  mail-in  registrations  has  helped  to  reduce  lines  and  waiting 
times  for  registrations. 

Finally,  it  is  with  great  pleasure  that  we  announce  the  publishing  of  a 
new  Town  web  page.  The  new  page  was  designed  to  be  more  accessible  to 
all  browsers,  and  more  user  friendly.  The  web  site  can  be  accessed  at 
www . gof f sto wn .  com .   Go  online  and  check  out  our  town.

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Support  Services  Report 

This  office  performs  three  major  functions  as  well  as  a  number  of  other 
tasks  that  are  assigned  on  an  "as  needed"  basis.  The  three  primary  areas  of 
responsibility  are  Facilities  Management,  administration  of  the  General 
Assistance  program  and  enforcement  of  the  Goffstown  Zoning  Ordinance. 

FACILITIES  MANAGEMENT:  The  Support  Services  Administrator  is 
charged  with  managing  both  the  Goffstown  and  Grasmere  Town  Halls.  The 
major  project  in  this  area  has  been  the  filing  system  conversion  in  the  land 
use  office  at  Goffstown  Town  Hall.  This  involved  the  installation  of  both 
fixed  and  moveable  shelf  filing  in  place  of  file  drawers  in  cabinets.  This 
change,  planned  for  several  years,  was  made  to  improve  office  efficiency  by 
consolidating  assessing,  building,  planning,  sewer  and  zoning  records  in  one 
location  and  correcting  the  severe  overcrowding  that  had  developed.  The 
new  filing  system,  along  with  the  relocation  of  staff,  has  resulted  in  much 
improved  workspace.  Next  on  the  agenda  is  the  reorganization  of  the 
permanent  storage  area  of  the  building  to  obtain  badly  needed  space  for  all 
of  the  records  that  the  Town  must  maintain.  At  the  Grasmere  Town  Hall, 
work  continues  on  the  restoration  project. 

GENERAL  ASSISTANCE:  The  Town  of  Goffstown,  along  with  each 
of  the  other  municipalities  in  New  Hampshire,  has  the  responsibility  of 
relieving  and  maintaining  anyone  in  town  who  is  poor  and  unable  to  support 
themself.  Assistance  with  the  necessities  of  life  is  provided  through  a 
voucher  system  and  eligibility  is  determined  according  to  guidelines 
established  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  This  community  is  truly  fortunate  in 
having  a  large  number  of  individuals,  organizations  and  businesses  that  help 
in  this  effort.  The  groups  that  regularly  assist  their  fellow  townspeople 
include  Goffstown  Salvation  Army,  Goffstown  Network,  St.  Joseph 
Community  Center,  Vestree  Shop,  Goffstown  Outreach  Program,  Clergy 
Association,  Lions  Club  and  St.  Matthew's  Outreach  program. 

ZONING  ENFORCEMENT:  This  area  involves  answering  questions 
regarding  the  zoning  ordinance  and  receiving  and  responding  to  complaints 
involving  the  ordinance.  I  am  also  responsible  for  reviewing  applications  for 
sign  permits,  preparing  the  cases  for  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  (ZBA) 
and  enforcing  the  conditions  of  approvals  granted  by  that  body  and  the 
Planning  Board.  Additionally,  I  continue  to  assist  and  support  the  Building 
Inspector/Health  Officer.

Once  again  it  is  time  for  annual  reports.  On  top  of  all  the  major  projects 
we  already  needed  to  complete  we  received  an  additional  878  work  requests. 
This  brings  the  total  received  in  the  past  two  years  to  1466.  Of  that  number, 
all  but  175  were  completed  with  many  of  the  remaining  requests  involving 
major  cost  repairs  that  need  to  be  budgeted.  Those  that  were  not  completed 
are  still  in  the  system  to  be  resolved  as  quickly  as  possible.  We  appreciate 
everyone's  patience  as  we  try  to  balance  the  limited  resources  available  with 
the  responsibilities  we  need  to  fulfill. 

We  were  also  very  busy  in  the  Fleet  Maintenance  Division.  We 
maintain  the  entire  Town  fleet  including  over  117  pieces  of  equipment.  We 
completed  approximately  770  Repair  Orders  last  year.  That  does  not 
include  all  the  small  repairs  that  are  performed  as  they  are  needed. 

As  far  as  major  projects,  we  completed  the  reconstruction  of  Tibbetts 
Hill  Road.  This  project  involved  an  incredible  amount  to  drainage  pipe  and 
structures.  We  would  like  to  thank  all  the  residents  in  the  area  for  their 
patience.  All  that  remains  is  the  cleanup  and  fmal  coat  of  asphalt  in  the 
spring.  We  also  completed  reconstruction  of  the  Main  Street  &  Elm  Street 
Intersection  and  the  sidewalk  and  road  on  Center  Street.  We  completed  our 
final  coat  of  asphalt  on  the  corridor  project  in  Pinardville.  Out  in  the 
mountain  area,  we  reconstructed  Walnut  Hill  Road  and  completed  the 
Walnut  Hill  and  Shirley  Hill  Box  Culvert  replacements.  We  worked  with 
the  Goffstown  Village  Water  Precinct  to  complete  the  reconstruction  of 
Depot  Street.  We  also  prepared  and  paved  Jason  Drive,  Emerald  Lane, 
Diamond  Lane,  Meadowlark  Lane  and  Kennedy  Hill  Road.  We  also  spent  a 
great  deal  of  time  developing  a  new  Infrastructure  Management  Plan  to 
replace  our  outdated  20  Year  Road  Plan. 

In  the  Cemetery  Division  we  have  worked  very  closely  with  the 
Cemetery  Trustees  to  aid  in  their  effort  of  beautifying  the  cemeteries  in 
town.  Many  improvements  were  made  in  the  cemeteries.  I  am  sure  that  the 
trustees  report  will  highlight  them. 

Not  many  changes  occurred  in  the  Solid  Waste  Division.  However,  we 
are  closely  monitoring  changing  environmental  regulations  and  downward 
recycling  trends  with  concern  for  the  future. 

Perhaps  our  most  notable  project  was  the  completion  of  the  landfill 
closure  on  Laurier  Street.  Instead  of  the  old  closed  landfill  we  now  have  4 
new  ball  fields.  The  project  was  completed  on  time  and  under  budget 
thanks  to  the  diligent  work  of  the  town  employees,  our  engineer, 
Geolnsight,  Inc.  and  most  importantly  our  contractor,  Thibeault 
Corporation. 

In  the  next  season  we  hope  to  begin  the  implementation  of  our  new 
Infrastructure  Management  Plan,  make  drainage  improvements  to  the  First 
Ave/North  Mast  area,  complete  the  Main  Street  Bridge  as  well  as  keeping 
up  with  the  residents  needs.  We  are  also  looking  at  using  the  new 
Geographic  Information  System  as  a  tool  to  assist  in  all  of  the  above  tasks  as 
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well  as  compliance  with  new  regulations  such  as  GASB  34  and  the  NPDES 
Phase  II  Rules,  which  need  to  be  completed  by  years  end.

The  Goffstown  Solid  Waste  Commission  serves  as  an  advisory 
committee  to  the  Selectmen,  making  recommendations  on  matters  pertaining 
to  recycling  and  waste  disposal.  The  commission  consists  of  seven  citizen 
members,  a  Selectman  Representative  and  the  Recycling  Coordinator.  In 
addition  to  the  Director  of  Public  Works  participates  in  the  meetings. 
Solid  Waste  Commission  activities  for  2001  included: 

•  The  Treasure  Trailer  was  operated  by  Warren  Rose  who  is  working  on  a 
management  feasibility  study  on  the  Treasure  Trailer  for  his  Eagle  Scout 
community  service  project. 

•  Goffstown  resident,  Dan  Jackman,  collected  bicycles  at  the  Treasure 
Trailer  and  refurbished  the  bicycles  and  donated  them  to  the  Salvation 
Army's  "Kids'  Cafe". 

•  Commissioner  Frank  Leffman  attended  a  workshop  on  recycling 
sponsored  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  The  day  included  tours  of 
recycling  facilities  throughout  the  state. 

•  June  2"'*  was  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Day.     Unformnately,  the 
weather  did  not  cooperate  and  less  than  100  residents  participated. 
Many  thanks  to  all  Goffstown  residents  who  participate  in  the  recycling 

program.  Your  involvement  helps  reduce  the  amount  of  material  entering 
the  waste  stream.     Many  more  are  needed  to  join  the  effort  and  make 
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recycling  cost-effective.  The  commission  continues  to  investigate  and 
discuss  public  education  and  "pay-as-you-throw"  as  a  means  to  increase 
recycling  and  decrease  the  amount  of  refuse.  Please  remember  that 
information  on  Goffstown's  curbside  recycling  program,  drop-off  recycling 
program,  and  transfer  station  schedule  is  available  on  the  town's  website:

Cemetery  Trustees  Annual  Report 

Numerous  improvements  were  made  during  the  past  year  at  the  three 
Goffstown  cemeteries.  With  the  help  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
and  the  new  cemetery  supervisor,  conditions  of  the  cemeteries  were  greatly 
improved.  Diseased,  decayed  and  unsafe  trees  were  removed  and  replaced 
with  new  maples.  Existing  healthy  trees  and  shrubs  were  pruned  and 
shaped.  The  inadequate  water  supply  was  repaired  and  water  was  restored 
at  Hillside.  Mandatory  entrance  gates  were  rebuilt,  and  some  of  the 
entrances  were  enhanced  with  shrubs  and  perennials.  After  an  in  depth 
survey  taken  earlier  of  fallen  monuments  and  broken  headstones,  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  has  agreed  to  start  repairs  on  these  over  the 
winter  months.  Hopefully,  this  undertaking  will  be  completed  in  a  timely 
manner. 

During  the  past  few  months,  the  Cemetery  Trustees  and  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  have  collectively  been  researching  cemetery  deeds  and 
Town  Reports  for  information  regardmg  the  availability  of  Perpemal  Care 
Funds  for  fumre  use.  Also,  after  a  review  of  area  communities,  cemetery 
rules  and  regulations  have  been  updated,  not  only  to  allow  for  easier  and 
better  maintenance,  but  also  to  improve  the  overall  appearance  of  the 
cemeteries. 

To  continue  the  progress  of  improving  and  beautifying  our  cemeteries 
the  following  long-range  goals  have  been  established: 

•  Complete  repairs  of  all  fallen/broken  monuments. 

•  Rebuild  plots  and  areas  that  do  not  have  sod/grass. 

•  Refurbish  and  paint  rusted  fences. 

•  Finish  paving  cemetery  roads. 

A  special  thanks  to  all  the  citizens  who  encouraged  and  supported  our 
goals  during  the  past  year  and  to  the  volunteers  who  gave  generously  of 
their  free  time.  Our  commitment  to  improvement  of  the  Goffstown 
cemeteries  will  continue.

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Police  Department 

The  Police  Department  provides  the  initial  response  in  most  emergency 
situations  on  a  full-time  24-hour  basis.  The  department  handled  16,733  calls 
for  service  during  2001.  There  were  2,587  criminal  and  motor  vehicle 
arrests  during  the  year,  an  average  of  7.8  arrests  per  day.  A  statistical 
summary  of  complaints  and  arrests  can  be  found  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

Several  intense  and  time-consuming  simations  occurred  during  the  year 
requiring  the  dedication  of  significant  financial  and  persormel  resources.  At 
the  end  of  March,  Officer  Rob  Browne  responded  to  a  domestic  violence 
situation  at  a  residence  on  Main  Street.  During  a  struggle  inside  the 
residence  a  male  subject  held  a  gun  to  the  head  of  the  officer  holding  him 
hostage  for  a  short  period  of  time.  After  nine  hours,  with  the  assistance  of 
the  State  Police  Special  Reaction  Team,  the  suspect  was  taken  into  custody 
without  further  injury  to  himself  or  officers. 

Two  fatal  car  crashes,  eight  days  apart,  were  investigated.  The  first  on 
Elm  Street  involved  a  head-on  collision  between  a  dump  truck  and  a 
passenger  car.  The  second  was  a  rear  end  collision  involving  three  vehicles 
on  Route  114. 

A  major  arson  fire  at  the  self-storage  facility  on  Daniel  Plummer  Road 
resulted  in  several  days  of  on  scene  investigation  and  months  of  follow-up 
activity.  Several  burglaries  of  individual  units  were  discovered,  and  through 
the  work  of  Investigator  Culberson  and  other  members  of  the  department, 
approximately  $10,000  worth  of  stolen  property  was  recovered  and  suspects 
identified. 

Tragically,  three  children  lost  their  lives  in  two  separate  drowning 
incidents.  The  first  involved  a  two  and  a  half-year-old  boy  who  drowned  in 
a  bathmb;  and  the  second,  two  brothers  ages  three  and  seven  drowned  in  the 
Piscataquog  River.  In  addition  to  the  resulting  grief  to  the  families  of  these 
victims,  these  incidents  significantly  impacted  the  first  responders  and 
investigators. 

One  homicide  was  investigated  and  an  arrest  made  the  same  day.  In  a 
separate  incident,  a  female  subject  was  arrested  and  charged  with  attempted 
murder  after  she  shot  her  ex-boyfriend  with  a  handgun  in  the  hallway  of  an 
apartment  complex  at  5:30  in  the  morning. 

Some  disturbing  trends  were  identified  during  the  year.  Driving  While 
Intoxicated  arrests  increased  from  58  in  2000  to  108  in  2001,  a  46.2% 
increase.  Other  alcohol  offenses  increased  by  27%.  Narcotics  complaints 
increased  from  45  in  2000  to  70  m  2001,  with  arrests  bemg  made  in  58 
cases.  Reported  robberies  increased  from  one  in  2000  to  four  in  2001. 
Fortunately,  arrests  have  been  made  in  all  of  the  robbery  cases.  Sexual 
assaults  have  increased  by  82%  over  last  year's  figure. 

For  the  first  time  in  two  years  reported  burglaries  has  shown  an  increase 
of  38%  over  the  number  reported  in  the  year  2000.  We  encourage  citizens 
to  continue  to  report  things  in  their  neighborhoods  that  are  unusual  or  out  of 
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the  ordinary.     Even  if  they  seem  inconsequential  at  the  time,  often  if 
something  seems  strange,  it  usually  means  a  problem  exists. 

PERSONNEL 

After  33  years  of  service  to  the  citizens  of  Goffstown,  Sergeant  Daniel 
Jubinville  retired  from  active  duty.  "Jubes"  was  an  important  part  of  the 
organization  and  as  our  Technical  Services  Officer,  he  was  responsible  for 
the  photography  and  evidence  functions.  In  March,  Sergeant  Jeff  Nelson 
was  appointed  the  first  full-time  Chief  of  Police  for  the  Town  of  Dunbarton. 
We  wish  both  of  these  outstanding  officers  well  in  their  new  endeavors. 

Part-time  Officer  Paul  Lavallee  and  part-time  Dispatcher  Patrick  Mullen 
completed  the  Police  Academy  and  were  sworn  in  as  full  time  officers  to 
replace  Danny  and  Jeff  in  the  sworn  ranks.  Officer  Chris  Connelly  and 
Officer  Mike  Sullivan  were  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Sergeant. 

Dispatcher  Tim  Morgrage  left  the  department  after  13  years  of  service 
to  become  a  full  time  firefighter  with  the  City  of  Manchester.  Dispatcher 
Pruneau  completed  the  part-time  officer's  academy  and  joins  four  other 
Special  Police  Officers  as  they  continue  to  assist  full  time  officers  in  a 
number  of  areas.  These  Special  Officers  often  serve  without  compensation 
and  demonstrate  the  true  concept  of  the  "Citizen  on  Patrol". 

The  September  IT*"  attacks  on  America  brought  additional  changes  to 
the  department  in  activity  and  personnel  availability.  Officers  Allen 
Aldenberg  and  Chuck  Nickerson  were  immediately  activated  into  the 
Military  and  will  continue  to  serve  in  homeland  security  functions  well  into 
the  New  Year.  We  wish  them  safe  success  in  this  important  deployment, 
and  excitedly  await  their  return. 

After  two  years  of  Specialized  Assigrmient  as  the  School/Community 
Resource  Officer,  Officer  David  Moloney  requested  a  return  to  the  Patrol 
Division.  Officer  Chris  Krajenka  was  appointed  to  this  function  and 
currently  works  primarily  at  the  High  School.  The  Federal  Grant  used  to 
establish  this  program  three  years  ago  expires  in  March  2002.  It  is  the 
Department's  intent  to  continue  with  this  program  as  it  has  demonstrated  its 
value  in  maintaining  security  and  collaborative  efforts  with  the  school 
system.  Our  current  year  statistics  demonstrate  a  continued  decline  in  the 
number  of  mandatory  Safe  School  Act  reports  filed  since  the  institution  of 
the  S.R.O.  Program. 

PROGRAMS 

The  Department  continued  its  community  policing  initiatives,  utilizing  a 
problem-solving  model  in  a  coordinated  effort  working  with  individuals, 
neighborhoods,  schools,  other  Town  Departments  and  community  groups  to 
deter  and  prevent  incidents  before  they  occur. 

In  its  fourth  year  the  volunteer  program  once  again  assisted  the 
department  with  day-to-day  operational  tasks  and  special  projects. 
Volunteers   assist   by   answering   business   phone   lines,    filing,    property

management,  and  court  witness  liaison.  Special  projects  include  Child 
Fingerprinting,  Halloween  Safety  Days  and  Town  celebrations.  A  truancy- 
tracking  program  will  be  re-instituted  in  2002  in  concert  with  school 
administrators. 

Under  the  direction  of 
Patrol  Commander,  Lieu- 
tenant Glenn  DuBois,  a 
highly  successful  Hallo- 
ween Safety  Day  was 
conducted  at  Shop-n-Save. 
With  generous  donations 
from  area  business  mem- 
bers, a  costume  and  color- 
ing contest,  distribution  of 
safety  glow  sticks,  and 
candy  was  conducted  on  the 
Saturday  before  Halloween 
and  during  the  Town's 
designated  Trick-or-Treat 
hours. 

Through  grants  from  the  NH  Highway  Safety  Agency,  additional  patrols 
were  put  in  place  to  target  the  aggressive  driving  habits  of  some  motorists. 
Assigned  during  the  heavy  commute  hours,  officers  on  overtime  shifts 
targeted  these  driving  behaviors,  taking  a  fair  but  firm  enforcement 
approach.  Two  additional  radar  units  were  also  purchased  through  grants 
from  Highway  Safety. 

Officer  Lisa  Mackey  became  a  certified  Child  Safety  Seat  Inspector 
through  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and  the  Department  of  Transportation. 
With  the  assistance  of  resident  Cindy  Tuttle,  and  funded  by  a  grant  from 
Highway  Safety,  Child  Safety  Seat  Fitting  Stations  are  planned  for  the 
spring  of  2002.  Additional  information  is  available  by  contacting  Officer 
Mackey. 


COMMUNICATIONS 

The  Communications  Center  serves  as  a  Police,  Fire  and  Emergency 
Medical  Dispatch  for  the  Town.  In  addition,  we  provide  these  services  on  a 
contractual  basis  for  the  Towns  of  New  Boston  and  Weare.  Goffstown 
realizes  approximately  $44,195  in  annual  revenue  from  these  contracts. 

The  Center  is  staffed  by  eight  communications  specialists  and  one 
supervisor  and  operates  24  hours  per  day,  7  days  a  week.  Over  21,400  calls 
for  service  are  communicated  from  this  division  each  year. 

In  response  to  an  ergonomic  study,  the  center  underwent  some  physical 
changes  this  past  year,  with  monitors  being  placed  at  eye  level  and  plectron 
panels  being  moved  within  arms  reach.   More  work  is  needed  as  the  current 
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console  is  over  18  years  old  and  does  not  fit  the  new  style  radio  and 
computer  systems,  and  is  limited  in  ergonomic  possibilities. 

Dispatchers  are  now  able  to  see  the  address  and  type  of  call  being 
received  by  the  911  Center  in  Concord  with  the  installation  of  the  Ani-Ali 
Computer  screen.  This  system  greatly  enhances  the  dispatch  of 
emergencies,  as  addresses  are  now  visible  and  verified  by  the  911  Operator 
to  the  Communications  Center. 

EMERGENCY  MANAGEMENT 

The  Police  Department  also  handles  the  Emergency  Management 
function  for  the  Town.  Our  mission  is  to  prepare  for  and  coordinate  the 
town's  emergency  readiness  and  response  capabilities  in  case  of  a  natural  or 
manmade  disaster. 

During  the  year  we  conducted  drills  and  tabletop  exercises  to  test  the 
emergency  plans  at  some  of  the  schools  as  well  as  at  the  Gregg  Falls  Dam. 
We  also  developed  a  response  and  emergency  operation  plan  for  the 
Uncanoonuc  Dam  for  the  Conservation  Commission. 

In  response  to  the  events  of  September  11*  and  beyond,  members  of  the 
emergency  services  departments,  Town  Hall  staff  and  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  received  information  and  training  concerning  safety  and 
security  in  the  Town.  In  addition,  training  and  information  was  provided  to 
the  school  system  on  the  biological  issues  and  response  associated  with  the 
anthrax  threats. 

Ongoing  information  gathering  and  training  is  being  conducted  to  ensure 
that  Goffstown  remains  prepared  to  deal  with  any  unusual  circumstance.  As 
always,  citizens  are  urged  to  report  issues  of  concern  in  this  area. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  men  and  women  of  the 
department  for  their  hard  work  throughout  this  most  difficult  year.

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Fire  Department  Report 


Our  firefighters  and  EMT's  provide  emergency  services  around  the 
clock.  We  are  a  combination  department  with  daytime  personnel  on  duty  in 
the  stations,  and  during  the  evening  and  night  hours,  our  emergency 
personnel  respond  from  their  homes.  Fire  suppression,  rescue,  emergency 
medical  services  and  hazardous  materials  response  are  our  primary 
responsibility.  Operations  are  conducted  from  three  fire  stations  with  ten  fire 
apparatus  and  two  ambulances. 

It  is  a  challenge  to  maintain  sufficient  numbers  of  on  call  firefighters  and 
EMT's.  Recruitment  is  on  going.  We  will  provide  training  and  equipment 
for  Goffstown  residents  to  become  firefighters.  We  also  reimburse 
emergency  medical  technicians  for  their  training  costs  after  a  year  of  service 
with  the  GFD.  If  you  are  18  years  of  age,  in  excellent  physical  condition 
and  wish  to  serve  your  community  as  an  emergency  responder,  please  give 
us  a  call  at  497-3619  for  more  information. 

Fire  Suppression 

This  past  June  we  were  struck  with  three  multiple  alarm  fires  in  a  short 
few  weeks.  The  crews  did  an  excellent  job  and  saved  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  dollars  in  property  loss.  All  three  fires  presented  a  much  larger  potential 
with  serious  exposure  problems.  Formnately,  there  was  no  life  loss  or 
civilian  injuries.  There  were  however,  minor  heat  related  firefighter  injuries 
due  to  an  aggressive  attack. 

Site  plan  reviews  are  conducted  as  new  developments  are  proposed.  We 
look  to  insure  a  water  supply  on  site  for  suppression  and  reasonable  access 
to  all  buildings.  We  request  that  water  mains  be  extended  whenever  possible 
and  when  that  is  not  possible  a  cistern  is  provided  to  store  water. 
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As  a  result  of  the  New  York  City  tragedy,  we  in  the  fire  and  EMS  service 
have  suffered  a  great  loss  of  our  comrades.  Even  though  none  may  have 
been  known  personally;  we  knew  each  and  everyone.  People  who  work  and 
serve  in  emergency  services  have  never  been  as  aware  of  the  common  thread 
that  bonds  us.  We  shall  not  forget  the  events  of  9/11/01. 

Emergency  Medical  Services 

In  Sept.  of  2001  the  Town  started  to  charge  for  ambulance  service.  This 
fee  for  service  was  necessary  to  assure  the  continuance  of  the  ambulance 
service  without  adding  to  the  property  tax  burden.  Research  showed  that 
most  people  are  covered  by  health  msurance  such  as  Medicare,  Blue  Cross, 
Health  Source  or  other  private  insurance  coverage.  Within  these  insurance 
plans,  ambulance  service  is  provided  for.  The  majority  of  these  ambulance 
bills  will  be  paid  for  by  available  insurance.  Goffstown  was  one  of  only  a 
handful  of  NH  ambulance  services  that  were  not  collecting  these  fees. 

The  Town  has  contracted  with  a  private  company  to  provide  the  billing 
services.  With  the  continually  changing  and  somewhat  complex  billing 
policies,  it  was  prudent  to  contract  this  service  to  others.  Thus  far  this 
process  is  going  well  and  a  small  amount  has  actually  been  collected. 

At  last  years  Town  meeting  it  was  voted  to  establish  a  special  revenue 
account  to  deposit  monies  collected  from  the  ambulance  service.  The  money 
in  this  fund  is  designated  for  emergency  medical  services  for  the  Town  of 
Goffstown.  Each  year  the  money  spent  from  this  fund  needs  to  go  through 
the  budget  process  as  any  other  Capital  or  operating  expense.  In  2002  we 
have  requested  the  operating  expenses,  the  replacement  of  two  defibrillators 
and  one  of  our  two  ambulances. 

After  over  20  years  of  providing  EMS  in  Goffstown  with  no  pay  for 
emergency  calls,  EMT's  are  now  being  compensated  for  their  service.  These 
dedicated  and  skilled  technicians  continue  to  leave  family  and  sleep  to  attend 
emergency  medical  calls.  The  responsibility  of  emergency  medical  personnel 
has  increased  immensely  over  the  past  years.  The  recently  implemented  pay 
is  well  deserved  and  needed. 

The  local  hospitals  provide  oversight  for  the  ambulance  service.  They 
also  establish  regional  medical  protocols  for  patient  treatment  and  care.  It 
has  become  clear  that  advanced  life  support  has  become  the  standard.  We 
provide  a  consistent  basic  life  support  service.  Personnel  with  paramedic 
certification  (ALS)  are  available  during  the  day  Mon.  through  Fri. 
However,  paramedic  availability  after  hours  and  weekends  is  more  sporadic. 
This  is  one  area  that  needs  improvement.

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Hazardous  Materials 

The  fire  department  is  responsible  for  mitigating  hazardous  materials 
spills  and  releases.  The  events  of  Sept.  11  heightened  awareness  of  our 
responsibilities  when  an  act  of 
terrorism  is  carried  out.  The 
community  at  large  responded  with 
calls  of  suspicious  packages  and  mail. 
Each  and  every  incident  was 
seriously  reviewed  by  the  police  and 
fire  departments.  Fortunately,  all  of 
these  threats  were  of  a  low  level  and 
were  relatively  easily  handled.  As  a 
result  of  these  threats,  our  response 
plan  was  updated  and  we  are  better 
prepared  for  the  future. 

Goffstown  is  a  member  of  the 
Soughegan  Mutual  Fire  Aid  Assoc.  A 
response  team  within  this 
organization  is  available  for  serious 
hazardous  materials  emergencies. 
During  a  fire  incident  at  a  commercial  complex  this  past  summer  they  were 
called  in  to  assist.  They  were  also  requested  at  a  possible  biological  threat  at 
the  postal  annex  in  the  fall. 

A  drill  at  Mountain  View  Middle  School  was  conducted  to  test  our 
abilities  should  a  release  of  hazardous  material  occur.  The  drill  included  a 
number  of  resources  and  as  well  as  the  haz-mat  team. 

Completed  Projects 

The  renovation  project  at  the  Church  Street  Station  is  almost  complete. 
Included  in  this  capital  item,  a  new  boiler  was  installed,  air  conditioning  was 
added  to  the  office  and  day  room  areas,  and  the  kitchen  was  remodeled  with 
new  cabinets  and  countertops.  Very  little  had  been  done  to  this  facility  smce 
it  was  built  in  the  60' s.  It  is  now  more  comfortable,  efficient  and  up  to  date 

At  Church  St.  the  water  from  the  floor  drains  in  the  station  needed  to  be 
contained.  This  has  been  accomplished  by  the  Dept.  of  Public  Works.  They 
placed  a  storage  tank  in  the  ground  and  now  the  drains  empty  into  this 
concrete  container.  The  wastewater  will  be  tested  and  disposed  of  properly. 
This  is  better  for  the  environment  and  meets  federal  regulations.  The  front 
of  the  station  has  had  a  new  base  coat  of  pavement  installed  and  in  the 
spring  the  finish  coat  will  be  applied. 

Prevention  &  Education 

This  year  1363  fire  prevention  services  were  completed.  This  included 
729  inspections,  75  address  assignments,  72  fire  drills,  412  fire  and  life 
safety  inquires,  and  50  school  visits  and  classes. 
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In  addition  to  the  programs  in  the  schools,  we  also  provide  support  and 
evaluation  of  children  that  have  been  inappropriately  involved  with  fire. 
From  time  to  time  a  parent  will  call  regarding  their  son  or  daughter  that  may 
of  started  a  small  fire  or  was  discovered  playing  with  matches.  Sometimes  it 
may  be  mandated  by  the  court.  In  either  case  we  work  with  both  the  child 
and  the  family  to  see  if  our  education  based  program  will  be  adequate  or 
advise  if  professional  counseling  is  more  appropriate. 

Residents  are  reminded  that  permits  are  required  to  install  heating 
appliances  of  all  types.  We  inspect  fireplaces,  oil  burners,  gas  appliances 
and  woodstoves  in  all  new  construction  and  existing  homes.  We  will  also 
perform  home  safety  inspection  upon  request. 

Open  burning  of  brush  and  clean  wood  is  permitted.  State  law  allows  for 
burning  without  a  permit  when  the  ground  is  snow  covered.  The  Forest 
Fire  Warden  determines  when  permits  are  needed.  Permits  may  be  obtained 
at  any  of  the  three  fire  stations  during  normal  business  hours. 

Personnel 

Two  fulltime  Captains  resigned  this  past  year,  taking  positions  as  deputy 
chiefs  in  other  towns.  Making  the  best  of  the  situation,  the  full-time  staff 
was  restructured.  As  a  result  two  firefighters  were  promoted  to  Lieutenant 
and  a  full-time  Captain  was  hired  as  an  administrative  officer.  Captain  Mark 
Hurley  filled  this  position  and  comes  to  us  from  the  Hooksett  Fire 
Department.  His  career  in  Hooksett  spanned  over  twelve  years  and  he  left  at 
the  rank  of  Lieutenant.  Captain  Hurley  is  a  resident  of  Goffstown  and  had 
been  a  call  firefighter  with  us  for  a  short  while.  The  duties  of  this  position 
include  training  officer  and  EMS  coordinator. 

Training  of  our  persormel  is  a  continuous  process.  We  have  our  own  in 
house  training  program  and  we  also  utilize  other  resources  to  keep  persormel 
abreast  of  new  techniques  and  procedures.  The  NH  Fire  Academy  and  the 
National  Fire  Academy  are  among  those  outside  resources  and  provide  the 
best  of  training  programs.  This  past  year  several  of  our  firefighters  have 
taken  certified  training  programs  to  advance  their  abilities. 

I  want  to  thank  our  persormel  and  their  families  for  their  efforts  and 
support  in  2001.  Without  good  and  dedicated  people  this  service  would  not 
survive.  Keep  up  the  good  work!  Without  you  it  doesn't  happen.

Hampshire  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  cooperate  to  reduce  the  risk  of 
wild  land  fires  in  New  Hampshire.  To  help  us  assist  you,  contact  your  local 
Forest  Fire  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a  permit  is  required 
before  doing  ALL  outside  burning.  Fire  permits  are  mandatory  for  any 
open  burning  unless  the  ground  where  the  burning  is  to  be  done  (and 
surrounding  areas)  is  completely  covered  with  snow.  Violations  of  RSA 
227-L:  17,  the  fire  permit  law  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  up  to  $2,000  and/or  a  year 
in  jail.  Violators  are  also  responsible  for  all  fire  suppression  costs.  Open 
burning  is  a  privilege,  NOT  a  right.  Help  us  to  protect  you  and  our  forest 
resource!  Build  small  brush  piles  that  can  be  quickly  burned  and 
extinguished. 

New  Hampshire  experienced  over  940  wild  land  fires  in  2001.  Most  of 
the  fires  were  human  caused.  Due  to  dry  conditions  fires  spread  quickly 
impacting  more  than  20  structures.  Homeowners  can  help  protect  their 
homes  by  maintaining  adequate  green  space  around  the  house  and  make  sure 
that  the  house  number  is  correct  and  visible.  Only  You  Can  Prevent  Wild 
land  Fires.

The  year  2001  was  a  banner  year  in  many  ways.  Our  staffing  remained 
stable  over  the  year  and  our  many  training  opportunities  have  paid  off  in  a 
more  proactive,  cohesive  team  of  librarians.  We  continue  to  expand  our 
partnerships  with  the  schools,  local  groups  and  organizations  and  other  town 
departments,  to  serve  the  needs  of  the  community  both  inside  and  outside 
the  library  building.  Our  statistics  attest  to  our  relevance  in  the  community 
as  our  usage  numbers  continue  to  climb  telling  us  we  are  making  positive 
changes  that  are  appreciated  by  the  public. 

Goffstown  Public  Library  Endowment  Fund:  The  library  endowment 
became  a  reality  in  early  2001  with  the  transfer  of  stocks  to  the  New 
Hampshire  Charitable  Foundation  to  start  the  fund.  The  purpose  of  the 
endowment  is  to  "support  special  initiatives  of  the  Goffstown  Public  Library 
Trustees  in  furtherance  of  the  mission  of  the  Goffstown  Public  Library  not 
funded  by  other  sources."  As  of  September  30,  2001  the  value  of  th&  fund 
was  $144,812.83. 
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Outreach  Service:  A  second  phase  of  this  service  was  kicked  off  this 
year  by  our  strengthening  relationship  with  the  public  schools  and  their 
media  specialists.  We  now  have  a  method  of  alert  for  upcoming  homework 
assignments  so  we  can  prepare  ourselves  for  smdents  who  will  need  research 
assistance.  This  process  has  been  a  great  success  already  with  the  teachers, 
librarians,  parents,  and  smdents.  We  will  also  be  strengthening  the 
school/library  relationship  by  exploring  the  possibilities  of  bringing  story 
tune  programming  directly  to  the  schools  by  sending  library  staff  to  both 
elementary  and  middle  schools.  Also  in  2001  the  outreach  service  was 
expanded  to  include  the  women's  prison  on  Mast  Road.  While  we  continue 
to  supply  area  nursing  homes  and  elderly  residences  with  a  collection  of 
materials  on  a  rotating  basis,  the  women's  prison  sends  staff  to  the  library 
directly  to  choose  materials  for  the  use  of  their  residents.  In  this  way  the 
public  library  can  support  the  recreational  and  educational  requirements  of 
the  women  based  on  their  individual  needs. 

Front  Lawn  Sign:  The  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  library  staff  are 
delighted  to  have  a  sign  on  the  corner  of  Mast  Road  and  High  Street  that 
represents  the  character  of  our  historic  building.  Scott  Aubertm  of  First 
Sign  designed  a  unique  sign,  following  recommendations  of  the  Board,  that 
has  impressed  many  in  the  Goffstown  community  and  beyond. 

Continued  Growth:  Circulation  of  library  materials  continues  to  climb; 
in  2001  we  circulated  55,338  items,  a  5.7%  increase  over  last  year. 
Goffstown  Public  Library  patrons  have  wholeheartedly  embraced  the 
GMILCS  Common  Borrower  Card  by  borrowing  10,823  items,  which  is  an 
increase  of  28%.  Further  evidence  of  our  increased  usage  by  the  public 
comes  through  our  tracking  of  Interlibrary  Loan.  This  service  allows 
patrons  to  have  books  from  other  libraries  delivered  to  our  local  library  for 
their  use.  In  total  the  Goffstown  Public  Library  borrowed  for  our  patrons 
and  lent  to  other  libraries  1,710  items  or  44%  more  than  the  year  2000. 
Our  programming  numbers  are  also  an  indication  of  greater  use  by  our 
community.  Attendance  at  library  programming  increased  by  13.6%. 
Attendance  at  children's  programming  increased  6.7%  and  attendance  at 
adult  programming  grew  by  a  whopping  356%! 

Technological  Expertise:  The  library  is  committed  to  keeping  our  staff 
trained  and  our  resources  current  enough  to  support  a  technologically  savvy 
community.  Amy  Lapointe,  our  Assistant  Director,  spent  many  hours 
developing  a  web  site  for  the  town  (located  at  www.town.goffstown.nh.us) 
with  assistance  from  department  heads  and  the  town's  computer  committee. 
This  new  site  reflects  Goffstown  as  a  vital,  thriving  community  to  people 
outside  our  geographical  area.  The  Board  of  Trustees  is  also  committed  to 
keeping  up  the  library's  automation  and  network  capabilities  by  keeping 
hardware  in  topnotch  condition,  providing  quality  software  for  public  usage, 
and  by  providing  databases  for  use  remotely  through  our  own  web  site  at 
www.goffstown.lib.nh.us. 
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It  has  been  my  pleasure  to  serve  the  people  of  Goffstown  and  work  with 
energetic  and  committed  community  members.  The  greatest  resource  we 
have  is  the  staff  of  the  library  who  truly  enjoy  the  time  spent  with  the  public 
and  the  services  they  provide.  The  Friends  of  the  Goffstown  Public  Library 
continue  to  be  a  support  in  their  funding  of  our  museum  passes  and  their 
generosity  of  time  and  money  and  are  true  "friends"  in  every  sense.  The 
Board  of  Trustees  provides  the  leadership  and  plaiming  required  for  a 
successful  public  library.  Many  thanks  to  those  Goffstown  residents  who 
faithfully  use  the  public  library  and  comment  on  our  hard  work  and  tireless 
service.   We  all  look  forward  to  working  with  you  in  2002.

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Cable  Franchise  Renewal  Committee 

In  concluding  a  process  which  began  in  March  1998,  the  Cable 
Franchise  Renewal  Committee  was  recently  successful  in  recommending  a 
renewal  of  the  Goffstown  cable  franchise  held  by  AT&T  (as  the  successor  to 
MediaOne  and  its  predecessors).  This  resulted  in  the  execution  of  a  new 
Franchise  Agreement  by  the  Selectmen  and  AT&T  for  a  ten-year  term 
ending  in  October  2011.  The  new  Franchise  Agreement  provides,  among 
other  things,  the  following  benefits  to  the  Town  and  Goffstown  cable 
subscribers: 

1.  An  increase  in  the  franchise  fee  payable  by  AT&T  from  4%  to  5%  in 
order  to  assure  that  the  system  pays  its  own  way  in  the  budgetary 
process. 

2.  An  immediate  funding  grant  by  AT&T  to  Goffstown' s  GTV16  in  the 
amount  of  $25,000. 

3.  Additional  AT&T  financial  support  for  GTV16  of  $5,000  per  year  for 
five  additional  years  beginning  in  September  2002. 

4.  The  immediate  addition  of  a  second  Public  Access  Station  to  be 
administered  by  the  Town's  PEG  Access  Committee. 

5 .  The  addition  of  a  third  Public  Access  Station  as  and  when  requested  by 
the  Town. 

6.  The  potential  addition  of  new  broadcast  locations  in  Town  to  supplement 
the  currently  available  High  School  location. 

7.  The  continuation  and  expansion  of  free  cable  TV  access  to  all  Goffstown 
town,  school,  county  and  other  public  locations. 

8.  The  continuation  of  free  internet  coimections  to  Goffstown  schools. 

9.  Assurances  of  the  continued  availability  of  one  of  the  best  available  and 
most  up-to-date  cable  communications  system  in  New  Hampshire,  with 
the  right  to  periodically  review  the  availability  of  technological  advances 
for  incorporation  into  and  upgrade  of  the  Goffstown  system. 

10.  A  new  10%  Senior  Discount  for  qualifying  elderly  residents. 

1 1 .  The  right  to  approve  any  new  owner  or  operator  of  the  system  (this  may 
be  especially  important  in  light  of  AT&T's  recent  decision  to  restructure 
its  cable  investments). 

12.  The  right  of  cable  subscribers  to  request  and  receive  rebates  and  credits 
in  the  event  of  interrupted  service. 

13.  Stronger  financial,  audit,  customer  service  and  administrative  oversight 
by  the  Town. 

14.  Specific  liquidated  damages  and  other  termination  rights  granted  to  the 
Town  in  the  event  of  AT&T's  default  or  breach  of  specific  contract 
provisions  and  service  requirements. 

The  long,  complex  and  exhaustive  work  which  has  resulted  in  this  new 
Franchise  Agreement  could  not  have  been  done  without  the  input,  insight 
and  commitment  of  past  and  present  members  of  the  Cable  Franchise 
Renewal    Committee    (Marie    Boyle,    Bruce    Chakrin,    Jim    Cook,    Sue 
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Desruisseaux,  Rick  Gamache,  Gossett  McRae,  and  Suzanne  Tremblay),  the 
help  of  the  PEG  Access  Committee  (including  Dick  Gagnon),  and  the 
support  of  the  Selectmen.

The  Goffstown  Cable  Television  Access  Committee  continues  to  expand 
and  adapt  the  policies  and  procedures  and  is  working  to  comply  with  the 
switch  from  analog  to  digital  television.  By  the  year  2006  the  government 
has  required  that  all  stations  broadcast  and  cablecast  to  be  in  digital.  The 
studio  has  moved  from  analog  camcorders  to  mostly  DV  (digital  video) 
camcorders  for  field  work.  Due  to  an  increase  in  patron  use  the  editing 
facilities  needed  to  be  expanded  and  the  original  editing  system  needed  to  be 
replaced.  The  replacement  and  additional  editing  stations  were  non-linear 
digital  editing  stations,  which  greatly  advanced  the  capabilities  of  editing  for 
GTV16.  Approximately  seventy-five  percent  of  field  work  and  editing  is 
done  in  digital. 

The  Smdio  still  has  to  convert  the  digital  video  tapes  and  digital  editing 
systems  programs  to  analog  tapes  to  cablecast  them  to  the  community.  The 
committee  continues  to  switch  the  station  from  analog  to  digital  when  ever 
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possible.  There  is  a  proposed  fund  to  be  set  up  that  will  be  added  to  each 
year  to  make  the  final  switch  in  2006  to  digital.  Whenever  possible  when 
old  equipment  has  to  be  replaced  we  purchase  digital  equipment  to  ease  the 
eventual  switch  to  digital. 

The  educational  access  portion  continues  makmg  use  of  the  facility 
almost  all  periods  of  the  school  day  across  the  curriculum  as  a  learning  tool. 
Students  access  the  facility  at  night  as  patrons  to  continue  their  work.  The 
Educational  and  Public  Access  groups  continue  to  work  together  in  a 
cooperative  effort  for  the  betterment  of  the  school  and  community. 

The  volunteer  (patron)  base  is  growing  the  studio  is  open  Monday 
through  Thursday  nights  starting  at  7:00  PM.  The  entrance  is  located 
behind  Goffstown  High  School.  There  are  no  requirements  to  volunteer 
except  for  a  desire  to  learn.  All  are  welcome.  The  patrons  have  been 
covering  public  hearing,  producing  their  own  shows,  building  sets, 
programming  the  show  schedule  and  helping  out  in  many  ways  to  improve 
accessible  to  the  community  on  Charmel  GTV16.  Please  contact  the  studio  at 
Goffstown  High  School  for  more  mformation.

At  the  March  2001  Town  Meeting  the  voters  approved  a  bond  for  the 
construction  of  a  municipal  wastewater  line  to  service  the  Knollcrest  area 
(Knollcrest  Road,  Ashlar  Drive,  Ashlar  Circle,  Bailey  Court,  Pineridge 
Street  and  Highland  Avenue).  The  design/construction  phase  of  the  contract 
was  awarded  to  Hoyle,  Tanner  &  Assoc,  Inc.  The  project  is  scheduled  for 
construction  in  the  spring  of  2002  with  completion  by  early  summer.  This 
lateral  extension  will  benefit  more  than  fifty  residential  properties. 

Throughout  the  year  the  Commission  has  received  many  requests  for 
wastewater  service.  These  requests  were  not  only  for  the  single  family 
home  connection  but  also  for  projects  such  as  a  gas  station/convenience 
store;  a  new  dormitory  and  a  Political  Instimte  of  Politics  Building  located 
on  the  St  Anselm's  College  campus;  and  a  twenty-two  lot  sub-division. 

The  town  continues  to  grow  and,  with  growth,  demand  for  all  municipal 
services  increases.  All  of  our  wastewater  flows  directly  to  the  Manchester 
Wastewater  Treatment  Plant  where  it  is  treated.  Several  years  ago  when 
Manchester  upgraded  their  Wastewater  Treatment  Plant  Goffstown 
purchased  an  additional  400,000  GPD  of  flow.  That  brought  our  total  flow 
capacity  to  2.4M  GPD  (gallons  per  day).  Additional  flow  will  not  be 
available  for  purchase  until  Manchester  upgrades  their  Treatment  Plant. 
This  final  expansion  is  not  expected  to  begin  until  2006. 

The  Sewer  Commission  was  created  in  1956  and  is  comprised  of  a  three 
member  elected  board  whose  function  is  to  administer  and  maintain  the 
municipal  wastewater  system.  Public  meetings  are  held  the  first  Wednesday 
of  each  month  at  6:30  P.M.  at  the  Town  Hall.  Individuals  requesting  to  be 
on  the  agenda  should  contact  the  Sewer  Commission's  office  at  (603)  497- 
8992  to  schedule  an  appointment.

During  2001  our  system  upgrade  work  involved  three  hydrant 
replacements,  five  for  winter  bleeds  and  four  service  breaks.  Water  service 
lines  were  extended  for  new  housing  on  Normand  Road  and  Parson's 
Avenue.   These  included  four  new  hydrants  at  each  location. 

Major  projects  last  year  included  replacement  of  2000  feet  of  pipe  on 
North  Mast  Street  and  1200  feet  on  Depot  Street. 

The  service  boundary  has  been  extended  and  we  now  serve  Mountain 
Laurel  Estates  off  Shirley  Hill  Road  with  a  potential  of  49  homes. 

Projects  for  2002  include  more  system  upgrades  and  completion  of  the 
design  and  installation  of  water  treatment  equipment  at  the  wells.  The  large 
number  of  service  extensions  planned  in  the  precinct  will  require  additional 
water  sources  and  these  issues  are  being  studied. 

Precinct  meetings  are  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month.    As 
always,  questions  or  concerns  are  invited.

Year  in  Review 

I  would  like  to  start  this  years  report  by  thanking  the  community  for 
their  generous  support  of  both  the  budget  and  High  School  renovation 
project.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  Budget  Committee  for  their  hard 
work.  We  are  back  on  line  for  funding  education  at  a  level  more 
commensurate  with  the  cost  of  providing  a  quality  education  for  our 
children.  Finally,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Building  Committee  for  their 
past  and  continuing  hard  work  as  the  GAHS  renovation  proceeds.  This 
renovation  was  long  overdue,  and  its  completion  will  substantially  improve 
our  ability  to  deliver  a  quality  education  in  a  building  appropriately  sized  for 
our  current  (and  fumre)  enrollment  needs. 

These  results  have  come  about  primarily  because  of  the  establishment  of 
long-term  goals  by  the  Board  and  SAU,  and  through  the  continued  emphasis 
on  communication  and  planning  at  the  SAU  and  School  Board  level  with 
regard  to  future  needs  and  funding.  We  continue  to  seek  community  input 
via  forums,  and  continue  to  provide  information  by  newsletter,  and  a  much 
improved  web-site  presence.  We  have  been  working  hard  to  develop 
realistic,  defensible  budgets  that  accurately  reflect  the  cost  of  education  in 
our  town  at  a  time  when  the  town  is  undergoing  growth  and  development. 
The  SAU  administration  continues  to  aggressively  seek  out  alternative 
sources  of  money  to  support  projects  and  relieve  taxpayer  burden.  The 
Building   Committee   continues   to   study   the   relationship   between  state 
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funding  and  the  probability  of  new  educational  space  and  The  Kindergarten 
Committee  has  looked  at  the  incorporation  of  Kindergarten  into  the 
program.  We  continue  to  work  to  maintain  our  relationships  with  other 
Town  Boards.  The  SAU  and  School  Board  have  worked  closely  with  CIP  to 
develop  an  economic  plan  that  adequately  reflects  future  educational  needs 
and  does  not  adversely  impact  the  budget  in  any  single  year,  and 
cooperatively  with  the  Budget  Committee  to  insure  that  the  budget  is 
thoroughly  understood  and  reviewed. 

With  regard  to  education,  the  School  Board  continues  to  make  advances 
in  a  number  of  areas  in  line  with  the  goals  set  by  the  board.  We  continue  to 
work  on  curriculum  development,  both  in  terms  of  content  and  expectation, 
and  in  terms  of  aligning  expectations  with  the  state  guidelines.  We  also 
continue  to  develop  assessment  tools  to  determine  our  progress,  and  to  better 
follow  our  student's  progress  through  their  educational  careers.  We  are  in 
the  process  of  reviewing  the  organization  of  courses  and  learning,  and 
assessment  at  GAHS,  and  are  realigning  course  load  with  performance, 
expectation,  and  graduation  requirements.  At  MVMS,  we  have  started  a 
long-term  review  of  process,  expectation,  education  delivery,  assessment, 
and  communication.  From  this  will  come  further  improvement  in  the 
educational  experience  of  students,  as  well  as  a  better  transition  for  students 
from  elementary  school  or  our  sending  districts  coming  in,  and  for  those 
students  moving  on  to  GAHS.  We  contmue  to  be  actively  involved  in  a 
number  of  initiatives,  including  Best  Schools,  Literacy  Collaborative, 
Music,  and  Safe  Schools. 

We  also  continue  to  explore  alternative  methods  of  providing  an 
education  to  our  smdents  who  are  at  risk,  or  who  have  problems  within  a 
traditional  learning  program.  Equally  important,  we  are  actively  addressing 
discipline  within  the  school  system  with  our  School  Resource  Officer 
position  at  GAHS.  We  continue  to  refme  guidelines  for  discipline  across  the 
district  so  that  they  are  clear  and  consistent. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  current  members  of  the  School 
Board.  Their  consistent  and  unflagging  dedication  to  Advancing  Student 
Learning,  and  their  devotion  to  the  students  of  Goffstown  have  made  them  a 
pleasure  to  work  with  over  the  past  year.  The  school  board,  regardless  of 
its  next  composition,  looks  forward  to  continuing  the  work  in  progress  and 
to  improving  education  for  all  of  the  students  of  our  district.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools 

Growth,  change  and  learning  are  appropriate  descriptors  of  the  2000- 
2001  school  year  in  SAU#19  districts  and  schools.  This  is  an  exciting  place 
to  live,  work  and  learn. 

Dunbarton  Elementary  School's  enrollment  went  from  177  students  in 
June  2000  to  211  students  in  June  2001.  This  growth  included  the  addition 
of  Kindergarten  in  September  2000.  Twenty-nine  smdents  attended  the 
Kindergarten  Program.  Staff  and  parents  are  already  commenting  on  the 
positive  effects  the  program  has  had  on  children's  readiness  for  first  grade. 

Student  population  in  Goffstown  continues  to  grow.  The  numbers  grew 
from  2,789  smdents  in  June  2000  to  2,841  in  June  2001.  September  2001 
enrollments  reached  2,910  smdents.  This  growth  continues  to  put  stress  on 
our  buildings  capacities,  particularly  Mountain  View  Middle  School,  as  well 
as  our  athletic  fields  and  transportation  system.  We  have  been  informed  that 
Goffstown  AREA  High  School  will  be  reclassified  by  the  New  Hampshire 
Interscholastic  Athletic  Association  as  a  Class  L  (large)  school  for  2002- 
2003. 

New  Boston  Central  School  had  446  smdents  in  June  2000.  This 
number  increased  slightly  to  451  by  June  2001.  Emollment  in  September 
2001  grew  to  499  primarily  due  to  the  opening  of  Public  Kindergarten. 

Seven  staff  members  retired  from  our  schools  during  the  2000-2001 
school  year.  We  send  best  wishes  to  Judy  Davis,  Sandy  Sanderson,  and  Jeff 
Stevens  -  Mountain  View  Middle  School;  and  Robert  Callahan,  Anna 
LaForce,  Marcia  Marston  and  Donald  Tuttle  -  Goffstown  AREA  High 
School.  Together  their  years  of  service  totaled  230.  We  are  forever 
indebted  for  their  work  with  our  students. 

Mountain  View  Middle  School  was  recognized  by  the  New  Hampshire 
Department  of  Education  as  the  2001  Middle  School  of  the  Year.  Kudos  to 
the  students,  staff  and  parent  organization  for  receiving  this  award. 

A  quality  mstructional  program  offers  each  student  the  oppormnity  to 
expand  his  or  her  interests  and  abilities  in  our  schools.  Advancing  Student 
Learning  has  moved  to  the  forefront  as  our  mission.  An  SAU  #19 
comprehensive  smdent  assessment  program  has  been  implemented.  We 
have  utilized  NHEIAP  scores,  common  mid-term  and  final  exams  at  the 
high  school.  New  Standards  tests.  Literacy  Folders,  local  writing  samples 
and  student  projects  to  guide  our  work.  Based  on  an  analysis  of  this  data, 
we  have  asked  staff  to  work  to  enhance  our  students  writing  in  the  content 
areas  with  a  particular  focus  on  open  ended  questions.  We  encourage 
parents  to  review  this  assessment  information  with  their  child's  teacher. 
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There  are  many  factors  that  influence  what  happens  in  our  schools,  but 
none  are  as  influential  as  quality  teaching  and  the  use  of  time.  Efforts  to 
create  a  sustained  literacy  block  of  time  for  each  classroom  is  now  a  focus 
of  elementary  scheduling.  Our  BEST  Schools  projects  have  addressed  both 
of  the  aforementioned  areas.  Noting  that  time  influences  teaching  and 
shapes  the  interactions  between  teacher  and  smdents,  last  year  we  began  to 
utilize  instructional  time  at  our  high  school  in  a  modified  block  approach. 
Our  second  BEST  Schools  project  framed  by  the  notion  of  promoting  adult 
learning  in  schools,  and  incorporating  the  work  of  educational  researchers 
Costa,  Garmston  and  Danielson,  helped  to  redesign  and  provide  coimections 
for  Professional  Development,  supervision  and  evaluation  and  the  teacher 
recertification  process.  Our  program  has  been  recognized  as  a  model  by  the 
New  Hampshire  Department  of  Education,  the  Professional  Standards  Board 
and  the  New  Hampshire  Principals  Association. 

We  have  begun  to  focus  on  student  transitions  from  home  to  school, 
grade  to  grade,  school  to  school  and  school  to  the  work  world  and/or 
college.  We  have  noted  a  need  to  focus  more  on  communication  with 
parents  regardmg  their  student's  education  and  their  individual  progress.  At 
our  initial  New  Teacher  Induction  Session  this  past  fall,  I  challenged  our 
new  staff  to  communicate  weekly  with  parents  to  create  a  window  to  the 
classroom.  At  our  first  day  staff  orientation  meeting,  I  asked  all  staff  to 
take  up  this  important  task.  This  partnership  between  home  and  school 
cannot  be  overemphasized  in  importance  to  the  education  of  our  children. 

A  growing  co-curricular  program  including  sports,  drama,  music  and 
specialty  clubs  enhances  our  students'  educational  careers  with  enriching 
after-school  experiences.  Please  review  the  reports  of  our  principals  for 
more  specifics  on  the  successes  of  these  programs.  The  faculty  and  staff  are 
deeply  committed  to  every  smdent's  progress  and  to  the  development  of 
each  youngster  as  a  caring,  responsible  citizen.  A  spirit  of  volunteerism  has 
taken  hold  in  each  of  our  communities.  Blue  Ribbon  School  Achievement 
Awards  for  Volunteerism  were  awarded  to  Mountain  View  Middle  School 
and  to  Dunbarton,  Bartlett  and  Maple  Avenue  Elementary  Schools  in  2000- 
2001  by  the  New  Hampshire  Partners  m  Education. 

As  noted  previously  in  this  report.  Public  Kmdergarten  opened  in 
Dunbarton  in  September  2000.  Opening  ceremonies  included  a  visit  from 
the  Governor.  An  additional  classroom  was  constructed  at  the  Dunbarton 
Elementary  School  during  last  school  year  and  opened  this  fall  as  a  part  of 
the  Kindergarten  project.  New  Boston  voters  in  March  2001  approved 
Public  Kindergarten  and  the  addition  of  two  classrooms  to  house  the 
program.  Well  wishers  attended  a  dedication  ceremony  this  fall  at  which 
time  Assistant  Superintendent  Mary  Heath  and  the  New  Boston  Kindergarten 
Committee  as  a  whole  were  recognized  for  their  outstanding  efforts  in 
completing  this  project.  The  Goffstown  School  Board  has  charged  a  group 
of  citizens  to  study  elementary  and  middle  school  space  needs  as  well  as  the 
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addition  of  Public  Kindergarten.  The  Committee's  report  will  be  considered 
by  the  Board  in  preparing  a  Capital  Improvements  Plan  for  submission  to 
the  Goffstown  CIP  Committee  in  July  2002. 

Approval  of  a  Goffstown  AREA  High  School  renovation  and  addition 
project  was  granted  on  the  third  try  in  March  2001.  The  Building 
Committee,  chaired  by  Ellen  Vermokowitz,  had  little  time  to  celebrate 
before  settling  into  getting  the  job  done.  As  I  develop  this  report,  the  art, 
administration,  gym  expansion  and  kitchen  additions  are  underway. 
Students,  staff  and  community  members  will  be  asked  over  the  next  two 
years  to  be  accepting  of  interruptions  and  inconveniences  due  to 
construction.  To  the  extent  possible,  we  will  attempt  to  minimize  the  effect 
on  school  programs.   We  appreciate  your  tolerance. 

Our  approach  to  building  understanding  and  local  support  for  high 
quality  education  has  been  to  enhance  cooperation,  communication  and 
collaboration  among  all  members  of  the  learning  community.  We  continue 
to  hold  Community  Educational  Forums,  and  we  meet  with  parents  groups, 
local  Civic  and  Community  Service  groups.  Planning  Boards,  Selectmen  and 
Budget/Finance  Committees,  and  we  listened.  The  Goffstown  School  Board 
writes  regular  columns  in  the  Goffstown  News.  School  District  Newsletters 
are  written  in  each  district  and  sent  out,  some  as  an  insert  in  local  papers. 
The  use  of  public  access  television  to  broadcast  meetings  and  promote 
educational  endeavors  has  been  instituted  in  Goffstown  and  the  Goffstown 
School  District  website  http://www.goffstown.kl2.nh.us/,  currentiy  under 
re-construction,  has  been  enhanced.  Joe's  English,  a  wonderful  Literacy 
Publication  developed  and  run  by  students  is  now  published  at  New  Boston 
Central  School.  Efforts  to  inform  parents  of  ongoing  activities  in  the 
Dunbarton  Elementary  School  have  been  emphasized  and  include  everything 
from  use  of  the  message  board  in  front  of  the  school  to  weekly  notices  sent 
home  with  smdents.  For  those  who  travel  through  Goffstown  center, 
Howe's  Pharmacy  sign  continues  to  be  a  place  where  school  events  are 
publicized. 

Our  facilities  continue  to  be  utilized  for  a  myriad  of  purposes. 
Recreation  programs  are  active  in  all  of  our  schools.  Self-funded  After 
School  Programs  exist  at  each  elementary  school  in  the  SAU.  Summer 
School  literacy  and  numeracy  programs  were  again  offered  for  all  grade 
levels.  Staffing  custodial  positions  continues  to  be  a  challenge  in  all  three  of 
our  districts.  Despite  being  shorthanded  at  times,  ongoing  maintenance 
plans  have  proceeded.  Chuck  Gaides  deserves  special  mention  for  the 
creative  ways  he  has  found  to  get  the  job  done  in  Dunbarton.  The  current 
high  school  renovation  creates  its  own  set  of  challenges  for  cleaning  and 
maintaining  a  safe  educational  enviroimient.  We  appreciate  the  ongoing 
efforts  of  our  custodial  and  maintenance  staff.

Finally,  all  three  of  our  districts  are  involved  in  some  manner  with  Long 
Range  Planning  Committees.  The  studies  range  from  adding  classroom 
space  and  public  kindergarten  in  Goffstown,  to  fumre  planning  for  the 
Dunbarton  Elementary  School,  to  maximizing  the  use  of  the  New  Boston 
Central  School  site.  A  review  of  the  AREA  Agreement  for  grades  7-12  is 
underway  in  all  three  districts.  We  encourage  you  to  stay  mned  to  reports 
from  these  committees. 

In  closing,  as  always,  we  give  thanks  to  school  boards,  employees, 
school  volunteers,  parents  and  citizens  who  have  contributed  to  the  past  and 
present  accomplishments  of  our  students.  Your  continued  support  and 
cooperation  is  essential  to  our  students'  success.

Moderator,  Larry  Emerton,  called  the  2001  School  District  Deliberative 
Session  to  order  at  7:10  p.m.  There  were  122  registered  voters  in 
attendance. 

Mr.  Emerton  introduced  School  Board  members;  Chair  Craig  Hieber, 
Vice  Chair  Paul  O'Reilly,  Ellen  Vermokowitz,  Al  Packard,  Jane  Raymond, 
John  Stafford,  Michael  York,  Scott  Gross  and  Student  Representative 
Meagan  McKinnon.  Mr.  Emerton  also  introduced  Superintendent  Darrell 
Lockwood;  Assistant  Superintendents  Mary  Heath  and  Sue  Ratnoff; 
Business  Manager  Michele  Croteau;  Principals  Mark  Roth,  Rose  Colby, 
Marc  Boyd  and  David  Bousquet  and  Assistant  Principals,  Sandy  Davis,  Jim 
Doig  and  Leslie  Doster. 

Moderator  Emerson  also  introduced  Budget  Committee  Chair  Peter 
Georgantas;  Budget  Committee  School  Sub-Committee  Chair  Pam  Manney; 
School  District  Clerk  Jo  Ann  D'Avanza;  and  Assistant  Moderator  Gossett

Shall  the  School  District  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  ELEVEN 
MILLION  NINE  HUNDRED  NINETY-FIVE  THOUSAND  DOLLARS 
($11,995,000.00)  for  (1)  The  construction  of  additions  to  the  Goffstown 
AREA  High  School,  for  renovations  to  the  existing  building,  for  the 
payment   of  furnishings,    equipment,    architectural   and   other   fees,    site 
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development  and  related  incidental  and  necessary  costs  for  such  construction 
and  existing  school  renovation  pursuant  to  the  plans  and  specifications  as 
may  be  approved  by  the  School  Board,  copies  of  which  shall  be  on  file  with 
the  School  Administrative  Unit  #19  Office  in  Goffstown,  New  Hampshire; 
and  to  raise  such  sum  by  the  issuance  of  bonds  or  notes  of  the  District  in  an 
amount  not  to  exceed  ELEVEN  MILLION  NINE  HUNDRED  NINETY- 
FIVE  THOUSAND  DOLLARS  ($11,995,000.00)  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated,  the  form  and 
terms  of  said  bonds  or  notes  including  the  time  and  place  for  the  payment  of 
interest,  the  rate  of  interest,  and  provisions  for  the  sale  of  said  bonds,  or 
notes  and  all  other  matters  in  connection  therewith  to  be  left  to  the  discretion 
of  the  School  Board;  and  (2)  to  further  raise  and  appropriate  through 
taxation  a  sum  of  THREE  HUNDRED  FIFTY-FOUR  THOUSAND  AND 
TWO  DOLLARS  ($354,002.00)  for  the  initial  interest  payment  and  fees  on 
said  bonds  or  notes.  This  appropriation  is  in  addition  to  Warrant  Article  #3, 
the  Operating  Budget  Article.  (Sixty  percent  vote  required.)  (The  School 
Board  recommends  this  Article.)  (The  Budget  Committee  recommends  this 
article.) 

MOTION:  E.  Vermokowitz  moved,  seconded  by  J.  Stafford  to  place 
Article  2  on  the  ballot  as  presented. 

Ezra  Beck:   I  am  in  support  of  this  article  -  Final  Answer.   (Applause!) 

Bill  Tucker:  Unfortunately,  I  do  not  support  this  article.  I  support  a 
new  high  school  for  the  Town  of  Goffstown.  This  article  provides  a  band- 
aid  to  this  school,  which  is  outmoded  and  not  suitable  to  educate  high  school 
students.  I  think  a  high  school  for  students  in  grades  10-12  should  be  built. 
I  think  this  building  should  be  converted  for  grades  7-9.  That  would 
provide  a  middle  school  with  the  capacity  that  is  needed  for  this  Town.  We 
are  going  to  spend  $12  million  plus  interest.  We  get  two  partial  numbers 
here.  What  we  do  not  have  is  a  school  plan  for  this  Town  for  the  fumre.  In 
three  to  four  years  we  will  be  faced  with  building  another  elementary 
school.  We  need  to  build  one  new  facility  for  the  high  school,  which  should 
be  built  with  the  ability  to  expand  into  the  future,  so  it  will  last  10-15  years 
out  and  that  will  do  the  trick.  Renovating  this  facility  is  short  term.  What 
happens  ten  years  from  now  when  they  are  over  capacity  and  there  is  no 
room  to  expand  here.  This  is  a  shortsighted  plan.  I  don't  think  it  works 
long  term  and,  therefore,  I  am  opposed  to  it. 

Tess  Marts:  Mr.  Tucker,  I  am  sorry  you  were  not  available  to  be  on  the 
Building  Committee.  This  is  what  is  before  us  and  it  is  affordable  and  it  is 
recommended  by  both  committees.  I  thank  each  and  every  one  of  you  for 
the  number  of  years  you  have  participated  in  this  effort. 

ARTICLE  2  WILL  APPEAR  ON  THE  BALLOT  AS  PRESENTED. 
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ARTICLE  3 

Shall  the  Goffstown  School  District  raise  and  appropriate  as  an  Operating 
Budget,  not  including  appropriations  by  special  warrant  articles  and  other 
appropriations  voted  separately,  the  amounts  set  forth  on  the  budget  posted 
with  the  warrant  or  as  amended  by  vote  of  the  first  session,  for  the  purposes 
set  forth  therein  totaling  TWENTY-ONE  MILLION  THREE  HUNDRED

There  was  no  objection  to  allow  Cathy  Richards  of  New  Boston 
permission  to  answer  this  question. 

Cathy  Richards  (school  secretary  at  MVMS):  You  have  to  work  at  least 
35  hours  per  week.  Only  44  employees  out  of  117  are  eligible.  All  of  the 
Town  employees  are  part  of  the  system.  In  1950,  this  body  voted  to  enroll 
teachers  and  employees.     We  can  only  assume  people  were  not  working 
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enough  hours  to  be  included.  As  we  worked  more  hours,  maybe  we  fell 
through  the  cracks.   We  are  asking  that  this  be  corrected. 

Bob  Wheeler:  The  School  Board  is  directed  to  enroll  all  of  its 
employees.  Are  there  no  employees  who  have  an  option  to  participate  in  the 
state  retirement  plan  as  opposed  to  some  others? 

C.  Richards:  This  language  was  put  in  there  because  that  is  what  the 
RSA  requires. 

Superintendent  Lockwood:  State  Statute  indicates  they  have  a  one-time 
opportunity  to  choose  whether  they  are  in  or  out.  All  new  employees  will 
be  enrolled. 

B.  Wheeler:  You,  as  Superintendent,  may  belong  to  a  Superintendent's 
organization  that  has  sponsored  another  retirement  plan.  Do  you  have  that 
opportunity  and  does  this  article  allow  you  to  take  advantage  of  this? 

Superintendent  Lockwood:  All  professional  employees  have  been 
required  to  participate  in  the  retirement  system.  In  terms  of  the  support 
staff,  new  employees  will  not  have  a  choice  if  they  qualify.  The  people  who 
are  currently  employed  have  a  choice  for  one  time  only.

Moderator  Emerton:  Many  of  you  know  I  serve  in  the  Legislature  on  the 
Finance  Committee.  I  wanted  to  mention  to  you  there  is  no  question  that  we 
will  fund  the  entire  Educational  Trust  Fund.  Many  of  you  may  or  may  not 
know  that  the  building  aide  is  under  10%  short  in  funding  this  year.  This 
week  we  heard  an  article  to  fully  fund  that.  There  is  a  Bill  to  fully  fund 
this.  We  will  be  working  on  this  in  the  next  few  weeks.  Over  the  last  20 
years  it  has  been  fully  funded.  This  building  project  would  receive  45% 
funding  from  the  state. 

Thank  you  for  coming.  You  have  been  a  great  audience.  I  would  like  to 
introduce  Senator  Lou  D'Allesandro. 

Senator  D'Allesandro:  I  would  like  to  reiterate  what  Larry  Emerton 
said.  We  will  fund  the  adequacy  grant  to  Goffstown.  It  is  an  entitlement. 
Thank  you  very  much  for  your  attention  and  thank  you  for  coming. 

MOTION:  Peter  Georgantas  moved,  seconded  by  Al  Packard  to  adjourn 
the  meeting  at  7:55  p.m.  So  voted.

In  plamiing  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  Goffstown  School  District 
for  the  year  ended  June  30,  2001,  we  considered  the  School  District's 
internal  control  structure  in  order  to  determine  the  scope  of  our  auditing 
procedures  for  the  purpose  of  expressing  our  opinion  on  the  general  purpose 
financial  statements.  Our  review  of  these  systems  was  not  intended  to 
provide  assurance  on  the  internal  control  structure  and  should  not  be  relied 
on  for  that  purpose. 

Under  the  standards  established  by  the  American  Institute  of  Certified 
Public  Accountants,  reportable  conditions  involve  matters  coming  to  our 
attention  relating  to  significant  deficiencies  in  the  design  or  operation  of  the 
internal  control  strucmre  that,  in  our  judgment,  could  adversely  affect  the 
School  District's  ability  to  record,  process,  sunmiarize,  and  report  financial 
data  consistent  with  the  assertions  of  management  in  the  general  purpose 
financial  statements.  A  material  weakness  is  a  reportable  condition  in  which 
the  design  or  operation  of  one  or  more  of  the  internal  control  strucmre 
elements  does  not  reduce  to  a  relatively  low  level  the  risk  that  errors  or 
irregularities,  in  amounts  that  would  be  material  in  relation  to  the  financial 
statements  being  audited,  may  occur  and  not  be  detected  within  a  timely 
period  by  employees  in  the  normal  course  of  performing  their  assigned 
functions.  Our  consideration  of  the  internal  control  structure  would  not 
necessarily  disclose  all  matters  in  the  internal  control  structure  that  might 
constitute  reportable  conditions  and,  accordingly,  would  not  necessarily 
disclose  all  reportable  conditions  that  are  also  considered  to  be  material 
weaknesses  as  defined  above. 

During  our  review  of  outstanding  purchase  orders  at  year-end,  it  was 
noted  that  there  were  numerous  purchase  orders  included  on  the  open 
listing,  which  should  have  been  closed.  In  addition,  some  liabilities  were 
included  on  the  listing  of  open  purchase  orders  at  year-end.  Consequently, 
additional  time  was  spent  in  the  review  of  these  items  to  properly  record 
them  in  accordance  with  accounting  principles  generally  accepted  in  the 
United  States  of  America. 

This  report  is  intended  solely  for  the  information  and  use  of 
management  and  others  within  the  administration.  This  restriction  is  not 
intended  to  limit  distribution  of  this  report,  which  is  a  matter  of  public 
record.

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Principals'  Report 

BARTLETT  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

David  A.  Bousquet,  Principal 

Throughout  2001,  Bartlett  Elementary  School  has  been  focusing  on 
improving  smdent  achievement  in  literacy  and  math.  The  Pinardville 
community  has  been  blessed  with  a  wonderful  school  and  exceptional 
teachers  who  recognize  the  unique  needs  of  the  students  attending  Bartlett. 
Bartlett  has  embraced  the  Everyday  Math  program  and  has  begun  its 
participation  in  the  Literacy  Collaborative  initiative  through  Lesley 
University.  This  initiative  is  a  schoolwide  reform  program  that  was  funded 
through  the  Comprehensive  School  Reform  Demonstration  Project,  which 
will  enable  us  to  provide  intensive  professional  development  and  instruction 
in  literacy.  A  Literacy  Leadership  Team  consisting  of  teachers, 
administration  and  a  parent  will  begin  training  in  January  2002.  Each  staff 
member  has  also  developed  a  Plan  of  goals  and  strategies  for  how  they  will 
improve  student  learning.  I  am  confident  that  these  actions  will  have  a 
positive  effect  on  the  learning  of  our  students. 

There  are  many  events  and  programs  that  take  place  at  Bartlett 
Elementary  School  over  the  year.  Some  of  the  programs  that  help  create  a 
positive  environment  while  fostering  learning  include  monthly  All-School 
Meetings,  Lunch  With  the  Principal,  McDonald's  Student  of  the  Month, 
Ident-a-Kid  Program,  Grandparents'  Luncheon,  Red  Ribbon  Week, 
Halloween  Parade,  Memorial  Day  Program,  celebrating  Dr.  Seuss's  and 
Arthur's  birthdays,  Project  Night,  Third  Grade  Farewell  and  Bartiett  Bash. 
To  help  celebrate  National  Public  Works  Week  (May  20-26)  the  Goffstown 
Department  of  Public  Works  visited  our  school.  Thanks  to  Director  of 
Public  Works,  Carl  Quiram,  for  the  tour  and  for  inviting  our  school  to 
participate  in  these  events  and  to  first  grade  teacher,  Brandie  Bolduc,  for 
organizing  the  visits.  Smdents  at  Bartlett  Elementary  School  are  called  to 
the  office  on  their  birthday  and  receive  a  book  chosen  especially  for  them. 
This  program  is  sponsored  by  the  PTA  and  is  coordinated  by  Mrs.  Audley. 

The  2000-2001  school  year  ended  with  the  tragic  drowning  deaths  of 
one  of  our  second  grade  smdents,  Kyle  Walker,  and  his  three  year  old 
brother.  Alec  Judkins.  To  help  everyone  deal  with  their  grief,  each  class  had 
a  large  sheet  of  paper  on  the  wall  for  people  to  express  their  feelings.  The 
school  also  made  a  paper  "Chain  of  Love".  Each  person  made  a  link  on  the 
chain,  writing  a  special  memory  or  message  to  Kyle.  The  chain  was  given 
to  Kyle's  mother  and  was  displayed  at  the  funeral  home.  Kyle's  death  has 
been  a  tremendous  loss  to  our  school. 

School  opened  in  the  fall  with  several  additions  and  changes  to  the  staff 
at  Bartlett  Elementary  School.  We  were  very  excited  to  have  the  following 
staff  members  join  us  this  year:

Mary  Starvish  -  Literacy  Coordinator    Sara  Smith  -  Special  Educ.  Teacher 

Kris  Drake  offered  to  be  Bartlett's  Volunteer  Coordinator  for  the  2001- 
2002  school  year.  Thank  you  Kris  for  your  continued  support  of  our 
school. 

Shortly  after  school  began  in  the  fall,  we  were  impacted  by  the 
horrendous  events  that  took  place  on  September  11*  in  New  York  and 
Washington.  Because  of  the  young  ages  of  our  students,  we  did  not  dwell 
on  these  horrible  events.  We  listened  to  the  concerns  of  the  children  and 
briefly  answered  any  questions  they  may  have  had.  Just  before  noon  on 
Friday,  September  14*,  we  had  a  brief  program  in  which  the  students  and 
staff  gathered  in  the  circle  by  the  flagpole.  After  saying  the  Pledge  of 
Allegiance,  everyone  joined  in  singing,  "My  Country  'Tis  of  Thee"  and 
"America  the  Beautiful".  At  12:00  we  joined  the  country  in  a  moment  of 
silence  to  honor  the  victims  of  the  attack.  We  ended  the  service  by  singing, 
"This  Land  is  My  Land".  This  was  a  heartfelt  opportunity  for  us  to  deal 
with  the  events  as  a  school  community.  Partly  due  to  these  occurrences. 
Friendship  and  all  of  its  positive  qualities  like  kindness,  respect,  patience 
and  understanding  has  been  chosen  as  this  year's  theme. 

MAPLE  AVENUE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 
Marc  Boyd,  Principal 

The  2000/2001  academic  year  was  devoted  to  the  advancement  of 
literacy  (the  instruction  of  reading  and  writing)  instruction  at  the  school.  I 
have  always  believed  that  a  child  learns  to  read  in  the  primary  grades  (first 
through  third)  and  reads  to  learn  from  that  point  on  (fourth  through  twelfth). 
It  is  essential  that  we  provide  the  foundation,  if  not  the  "house",  for  our 
students  in  the  area  of  literacy  if  they  are  to  be  successful  in  school  and  life! 

Members  of  the  Maple  Avenue  Elementary  School  Literacy  Committee 
consisting  of  Susan  Avis,  Denise  Forest,  Suzanne  Pyszka,  Athena  Chisholm, 
Debbie  Prive,  Cynthia  Rivard  and  I  represented  the  school  at  the  Lesley 
University  Literacy  Collaborative.  The  committee  members  spent  one  day  a 
month  for  a  total  of  five  days  during  the  course  of  the  year  at  Lesley 
University  learning  about  the  effective  approaches  in  the  instruction  of 
reading  and  writing.   The  information  gleaned  was  shared  with  the  staff. 

While  the  Committee  was  being  enlightened  in  literacy  instruction, 
theory  and  practice,  the  rest  of  the  staff  spent  the  year  during  Staff 
Meetings,  Release  Days  and  In-Service  Days  developing  the  "Maple 
Avenue  Elementary  School's  Shared  Vision  of  a  Balanced  Literacy 
Program".  The  document  identifies  the  eight  essential  components  of  an 
effective  reading   and  writing  program  (Read  Aloud,   Guided  Reading, 
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Independent  Reading,  Shared  Reading,  Shared  Writing,  Interactive  Writing, 
Guided  Writing  and  Independent  Writing). 

Each  of  the  eight  areas  was  defined,  along  with  strategies,  to  effectively 
advance  the  students'  learning  and  skills  in  the  area  of  literacy.  The  staff 
also  began  the  implementation  of  programs  to  meet  the  literacy  needs  of  all 
our  students.  Athena  Chisholm  and  Denise  Forest  began  an  intense  training 
program  to  become  Reading  Recovery  Teachers,  while  at  the  same  time, 
Suzanne  Pyszka  began  the  rigorous  training  to  become  a  Literacy 
Coordinator  at  the  school. 

I  look  forward  to  the  fruits  of  our  labor  blossoming  in  the  near  future 
with  our  tests  scores  in  literacy  rising  and  all  the  students  at  the  Maple 
Avenue  Elementary  School  on  grade  level  in  reading. 

One  hundred  and  forty  two  Maple  Avenue  Elementary  School  third 
grade  students  completed  the  New  Hampshire  Educational  Improvement  and 
Assessment  Program  in  May  of  2001.  In  the  area  of  Language  Arts,  71  % 
of  the  students  scored  in  the  Advanced,  Proficient  and  Basic  categories.  In 
Math,  78  %  of  the  students  scored  in  the  Advanced,  Proficient  and  Basic 
categories.  While  these  scores  are  respectable,  just  wait  till  you  see  next 
year's  and  the  year  after. 

As  I  often  say,  the  Maple  Avenue  Elementary  School  has  a  culture  that 
strives  on  developing  the  "whole  child"  through  parent/guardian,  business 
and  civic  community  collaboration  and  a  sensitive,  humanistic,  diverse, 
challenging  and  stimulating  approach  in  the  implementation  of  our 
educational  programs.  I  believe  that  this  is  happening  on  a  daily  basis  at  the 
school  and  one  would  only  need  to  walk  through  the  building  to  get  the 
immediate  sense  that  learning  is  not  only  alive  and  well  at  the  school,  but  a 
cooperative  effort.  The  activities  and  events  held  throughout  the  school  year 
would  not  be  possible  without  the  continued  collaboration  and  support  of  the 
groups  listed  above.  We  are  fortunate  at  the  school  to  have  the  Parent 
Faculty  Together  (parent/guardian  group)  and  the  staff  as  the  driving  forces 
behind  this  extremely  effective  collaboration. 

MOUNTAIN  VIEW  MIDDLE  SCHOOL

The  2000-2001  school  year  was  quite  the  banner  year  for  Mountain 
View  Middle  School.  For  an  unprecedented  second  time,  we  were  awarded 
the  N.H.  Department  of  Education  Middle  Level  Excellence  Award-the 
2001  Middle  School  of  the  Year!  In  addition.  Mountain  View  Middle 
School  was  recognized  as  one  of  100  highly  effective  middle  schools 
nationally  by  the  National  Association  of  School  Principals  Middle  Level 
Research  Study.  Recognitions  such  as  these  are  meaningful  to  our  student, 
staff,    and  parents   as   well   as   the   greater   communities   of  Goffstown, 
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Dunbarton,  and  New  Boston  signifying  the  ongoing  high  standard  of 
excellence  we  all  strive  for  on  a  daily  basis. 

The  1243  students  (122  New  Boston  students,  65  Dunbarton  students) 
enjoyed  a  busy  year  of  academics  in  their  team  based  learning  environment. 
School  spirit  was  at  a  peak  through  the  fall  winter  and  spring  as  our  athletic 
teams  competed  in  their  seasonal  play  and  some  play  off  oppormnities.  The 
boys  basketball,  girls  basketball,  boys  baseball  and  girls  Softball  teams 
remained  victorious  in  their  championship  bids.  Fall  cross  country  track 
continues  to  be  a  sport  of  growing  interest  and  participation.  Our  thanks  go 
to  all  of  our  great  coaches,  supportive  parents,  and  fans. 

The  first  year  of  implementation  of  our  new  professional  development 
program  was  very  successful.  Our  staff  became  knowledgeable  in  writing 
their  goals  using  criteria  and  evidence  to  advance  smdent  learning.  This  has 
really  focused  purposeful  work  which  has  lead  to  a  better  understanding  of 
their  students  through  data  gleaned  from  the  classroom  and  assessment  test 
data.  Our  N.H.  Individual  Education  Assessment  Program  data,  the  New 
Standards  tests,  and  other  local  assessments  have  shown  that  Mountain  View 
Middle  School  students  continue  to  improve  and  deepen  their  understanding 
in  Language  Arts,  Mathematics,  Science  and  Social  Studies. 

Mountain  View  Partnership's  Volunteer  Program  received  the  Blue 
Ribbon  Award  for  volunteerism  again  this  year.  Our  thanks  to  our  many 
volunteers  who  daily  support  our  programs  and  to  our  supportive  parents 
and  community  members  who  continue  to  fund  raise  and  contribute  to  our 
student  programs.  It  is  through  efforts  such  as  these  that  Mountain  View 
Middle  School  is  proud  to  be  the  Middle  School  of  the  Year! 

GOFFSTOWN  AREA  HIGH  SCHOOL

As  is  always  the  case  when  asked  to  write  a  recap  of  the  year  for  a 
report  the  question  arises,  "Do  we  include  what  is  going  on  now  or  do  we 
focus  on  the  previous  year?" 

Last  year  at  this  time  people  were  viewing  conceptual  drawings  for  a 
refreshed  and  refurbished  school  building.  But  the  ftimre  was  uncertain, 
and  in  fact  after  two  previous  votes,  there  were  people  who  were  not 
hopeful  that  the  district  would  be  successful  in  putting  together  a  package 
that  would  be  affordable  and  comprehensive  enough  to  meet  with  the  voters 
approval.  As  we  now  know,  three  times  was  the  charm  and  the  building 
project  developed  momentum. 

As  this  is  being  written,  there  are  alternative  traffic  patterns  around  the 
building,  the  playing  fields  are  being  transformed  and  expanded.  The  front 
of  the  building  is  a  hard  hat  site  fenced  off  from  the  rest  of  the  building, 
steel  and  blocks  are  going  up  and  soon  the  work  site  will  be  closed  in  for  the 
winter.    The  gym  and  locker  room  area  will  receive  attention  in  the  spring, 
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the  completion  of  the  art  and  administrative  wing,  as  well  as  the  cafeteria, 
and  the  kitchen  areas  will  also  be  attended  to  in  the  next  few  months. 

In  the  academic  areas,  in  June  a  class  of  approximately  190  graduated 
and  this  year  we  will  have  the  last  of  our  "small  classes".  Our  future  has 
classes  in  the  300+  size.  During  the  past  year  we  started  a  parent  group, 
Parent  Council,  this  group  met  on  a  monthly  basis,  and  continues  to  meet 
this  school  year.  We  have  added  another  group,  a  group  of  students  we 
wanted  to  recognize,  and  we  consider  these  students  our  Everyday  Heroes. 
They  are  students  who  come  to  school  and  do  an  excellent  job  on  a  daily 
basis  with  no  expectation  of  being  treated  in  a  special  way. 

Our  students  this  year,  as  well  as  last  year,  had  canned  food  drives  that 
topped  previous  successful  campaigns.  This  year  there  were  23,000  cans 
donated  to  the  Goffstown  Network.  Events  such  as  these  show  us  how 
special  these  students  are  by  their  behavior  and  by  the  kind  of  services  they 
provide  in  our  society. 

In  athletics  we  added  a  number  of  teams  this  past  year,  hockey  became  a 
high  school  sport  last  winter  and  this  year  we  added  football  to  our  list  of 
sports.  Last  year  we  were  runners  up  in  the  field  hockey  championships  and 
this  year  we  went  undefeated  to  become  state  champs.  We  also  saw  our 
school  reach  numbers  in  enrollment  that  pushed  us  into  the  NHIAA 
classification  for  sports  teams  making  us  Class  L.  We  are  hoping  to  get  sod 
for  playing  fields  through  community  support  so  that  we  don't  lose  an 
athletic  season  waiting  for  the  grass  to  take  root.  We  thank  you  for  your 
continued  support. 

All  in  all  it  has  been  a  very  positive  year  at  GAHS.  With  strong 
teachers,  a  student  body  with  tremendous  pride  in  the  school  and  a 
community  that  supports  the  school  in  many  ways,  this  has  proven  to  be  a 
good  time  to  be  in  Goffstown.

No  appli- 
ances that  contain,  or  once  contained  freon  are  accepted  without  certifica- 
tion of  evacuation  by  a  licensed  refrigerant  technician. 
WET-CELL  BATTERIES  such  as  automotive  batteries  are  accepted  pro- 
vided the  cases  are  not  broken. 
TIRES  are  accepted.
